“American Business Antiques” is 
apt to bring to mind collections of 
trade cards, catalogues, newspaper 
and magazine items—in short—that 
fascinating and informative category 
of collections that comes under the 
head of “paper items.” 

Paper items, very often convenient- 
ly dated, have their important place 
in any comprehensive collection of 
American business antiques. How- 
ever, there is another equally interest- 
ing group of “antiques” connected 
with American business. This group 
is comprised of all those items which 
were presented “with the compliments 
of” a manufacturer or businessman. 
For the person whose interest in old 
business methods is coupled with a 
desire to use antiques instead of cata- 
loguing and displaying them only, 
this phase of collecting offers pos- 
sibilities. 

Today’s advertising gifts frequent- 
ly run to calendars, match folders, 
blotters and rulers, but there was a 
happy time when tinware, china and 
glass were the accepted mediums of 
advertising, 

At the turn of the century, calendar 
plates were evidently a very popular 
means of advertising. I do not know 
when the custom began nor how wide 
spread it came to be. I would assume 
that it was a practice in small towns, 
but of this I am not certain. Plates 
it has been my pleasure to look over 
were those used by merchants of York 
County, Pa. I do know that even 
those of York County have been found 
many miles fyom home. A lovely cal- 
endar plate was distributed in 1909 
by a Stewartstown, Pa. merchant. 
Featuring a red automobile, it was of- 
fered recently to a collector of auto- 
mobiliana in Detroit. He did not add 
it to his collection, for, he wrote: 


“This plate must have enjoyed wide 
distribution. I have already two like 
it. 

Free commemorative plates were 
another advertising means. Many 
china closets and corner cupboards in 
York County hold a little six inch 
plate with a gold-dust edge and a 
center gray engraving of Peter Wiest 
Sons Store, York, Pa., given away in 
1903 when the store marked it’s 60th 
anniversary. Incidentally, the plate 
is a Homer Laughlin product, and on 
the back is marked, appropriately for 
an American business antique, “An 
American Beauty.” The writer who 
has six, purchased from one china 
closet, wonders how the original own- 
er managed to obtain a half dozen. 
No chips, cracks or scratches mar any 
of these little plates that the writer 
has ever come across. They seem to 


have enjoyed almost a half-century 
of loving care. 

Many of the gifts did not even 
carry the advertising where it could 
be seen. The giver seems to have 
counted upon good will engendered by 
the gift to retain old customers and 
recruit new. Such are two good look- 
ing wooden steins, given away in 
Philadelphia about 50 years ago. 
About seven inches high, each stein 
has a rough bark-like base and smooth 
varnished sides, and each features on 
its side a different jolly monk. The 
two-piece wooden handle resembles, 
probably by intent, the spigot on a 
barrell. The bar-room owner was 
satisfied to stamp on the bottom of 
each stein the words: “With compli- 
ments of Harry’s, Front Street, Phila- 
delphia, 1904.” 

Glassware was another medium for 
placing a merchant’s or maker’s name 
in a handy place. Duffey’s Whiskey 
brewers put out a little medicine 
spoon bearing the inscription: 
“Duffy’s Whiskey, a good medicine.” 
A tiny whiskey glass of another 
brewer carries a frosted picture of a 
woman, below which is ‘an inscription, 
“York’s Bride.” A five inch clear 
glass tumbler with a flaring rim, is 
marked “Drink Ferro Phos.” Ameri- 
can business could supply also dozens 
of goblets for these, too, were not 
overlooked as eyecatchers by adver- 
tisers. 

Metal trays have long received at- 
tention from the ad men. An early 
nine by twelve inch Coca Cola tray, 
circa 1900, pictures a_ blue-eyed 
young brunette in a rose trimmed 
white lace bonnet, and a pink, lace- 
trimmed guimpe. The tray reads:

freshing.” A three inch pin tray with 
embossed flowers and scalloped edge 
bears the words: “Compliments of 
Montgomery Ward and Co., Chicago, 
Kansas City, Fort Worth, Texas.” 4 
more colorful tray, giving the 
“Thanksgiving Greetings of C. D, 
Kenny Co.” pictures a little girl in 
night clothes kneeling to say her 
prayers. 

Other useful items were not over- 
looked. 
weights were among the gifts. 

The Pfalzgraff Stoneware Co. of 
York, Pa. put out a cute 3 inch high 
crock, a replica of the large grey. 
brown crocks for which they are well 
known. 

Mirrors seem to have been a very 
popular give-away item. As a child, 
I remember I treasured on oblong yel- 
low and black backed mirror that my 


mother had received from “Newton's & 


Coal Co.” in Philadelphia. An inter- 
esting round mirrior was evidently 
given away some years ago by the 
Farmer’s and Merchant’s National 
Bank of Red Lion, Pa. On the back 
of the mirror, a celluloid border car- 
ried the months of the year, a pic 
ture and the name of the birthstone 
for each month, and futhermore, gave 
the personal characteristics the ston 
and month denote. For instance for 
March, the Bloodstone is pictured and 
named, and “true”? and “firm” are 
given as the characteristics of the 
person whose birthday falls in tltt 
month. 

A large and interesting collection in 
American Business Antiques could be 
made of paperweights alone. Many 
were of the oblong or round _ heavy 
glass type with a colorful picture or 
a black and white photograph sealed 
in the glass. One put out by a bicycle 
firm in Washington, D. C. is now an 
item for collectors of old _ bicycle 
material. It pictures Col. Albert A. 
Pope, and describes him as “Founder 
of the Manufacture of Bicycles in the 
U. S., and Pioneer of the Great Move- 
ment for Better American Roads.” 
What an item, too, for American 
Business Antique collectors! 

Just as “American Business Anti- 
ques” is a late-comer in the columns 
of Hobbies, so the items described in 
this article, being of the early nine 
teen hundreds are, too, truly new 
comers to be classed as antiques. It 
is hoped, however, that a_ little 
thought on them may create or et- 
courage an interest in similar articles 
of an earlier period, and that throug!

The Early American 
Industries 
Association 


Twice a year a group of tool collec- 
tors gather to study and discuss un- 
usua! tools, devices and appliances 
made and used by our American an- 
cestors. These meetings are held 
where there is a collection of hand 
tools, and during the past two years 
there have been sessions at the Smith- 
sonien Institution in Washington, 
D.C., The Farmers’ Museum at Coop- 
erstown, N. Y., and Old Sturbridge 
Village at Sturbridge, Mass. In May, 
1952, the meeting is scheduled to be 
at tne Ford Museum at Dearborn, 
Michigan. 

One of the most interesting facets 
of this hobby is that it deals with 
tools made by individuals for a specific 
purpose—one of a kind. Sometimes a 
; lively discussion starts when three or 
more members disagree on the use of 
some ingenious gadget obviously de- 
signed to fill a need which today is 
fulfilled by some machine. The uses 
for which these gadgets were origin- 
ally intended are sometimes obscure 
but the members have great fun try- 
ing to figure them out. 

Perhaps the most popular portion 
of the program of each meeting is the 
» “What’s It” session to which members 
bring tools for which the use is ques- 
tioned and all swap information and 
guesses. 

The Early American Industries As- 
sociation was founded somé years ago 
by William B. Sprague, a New Eng- 
land collector, and the group has con- 
tinued the publication of The Chron- 
icle which Mr. Sprague established 
and originally edited. This magazine, 
which carries articles on tools and 
early American crafts and methods of 
treating raw materials, is now edited 
by Mrs. Josephine Pierce of Leicester, 
Mass. 

The purpose of the Early American 
Industries Association is to encourage 
the study and better understanding 
of early American industry, in the 
home, on the farm, and on the sea, 
and especially to discover, identify, 
classify, preserve and exhibit obsolete 
tools, implements, utensils, instru- 
ments, vehicles, appliances and me- 
chanical devices used by American

OLD SONGS 


A PONSELLE 


Readers of my review of the Rosa 
Ponselle LP disc (page 19 of the 
January issue of HOBBIES, please 
note that, in praising Columbia’s re- 
cording engineers for the “skill with 
which they have transferred the 78- 
RPM originals (not 80-RPM as I had 
thought) to 33-RPM Microgroove”, I 
was unfortunately passing on an 
error in the same good faith with 
which J am sure it was given to me. 
For I am now certain that the ori- 
ginal Columbia discs from which this 
otherwise admirable LP was made 
could not have been recorded at 78- 
RPM. My “had thought” was correct, 
after all: the originals were mostly 
recorded at 80-RP and at least one 
at 82-RPM. 

What happened was this: When I 
played the LP I was amazed at the 
wonderful tonal quality of the repro- 
duction—which [ still consider the 
finest transfer from acoustic original 
to Microgroove LP I have heard—and 
I immediately wrote to its publisher, 
Addison Foster, 1226 Montgomery 
Avenue, Narberth, Penna., to that ef- 
fect, at the same time, however, ex- 
pressing my regret that the effect of 
the expert engineering was somewhat 
spoiled by failure to make the speed 
compensation necessary to bring the 
music up to pitch. This reservation 
was also included in the original draft 
of my HOBBIES review. On receiv- 
ing my commert, Mr. Foster prompt- 
ly telephoned to say that the records 
were dubbed at 78-RPM and that the 
reason they were was because Colum- 
bia’s records (the written kind!) 
showed this to be the speed at which 
they were originally recorded. On the 
strength of this statement, I changed 
my review of the record to the extent 
quoted in the foregoing. 

Playing the record over again later, 
discussing it with various colleagues 
whose opinions I respect, convinced 
me that, written records to the con- 
trary, those Ponselle originals were 
not done at 78-RPM. As everybody 
knows, to sound in the same key in 
which it was performed, recorded 
music must be reproduced at the same 
speed at which it was recorded. Thus, 
in the case of a recorded aria sound- 
ing lower than the key in which it 
was written, we may conclude that 
either it was sung in transposed form 
‘or that our playback turntable is 
revolving at too slow a speed. Sing- 
ers, of course, do sometimes resort to 
transpositions and for that reason we 
cannot always be syre what the cor-

rect speed of a record should be. But 
those familiar with Ponselle’s singing 
as it was when these recordings were 
made insist that she would not have 
transposed her arias. Moreover, they 
add, it would have been most unchar- 
acteristic of the great baritone Strac- 
ciari, then at the height of his fame 
while Ponselle was a comparative be- 
ginner, to agree to a transposition 
downwards when his best notes lay 
in his upper register. 

Concerning Ponselle’s own opinion 
as to the pitch of her Columbia discs 
as reproduced on LP, we are indebted 
to Captain J. M. Alfonte of the 
United States Military Academy, 
West Point, New York, for the fol- 
lowing information: 


“On the 27th of January 1952, F | 


was a guest at Villa Pace. During 
the afternoon we were listening to 


various phonograph records. Among 
those played was Rosa _ Raisa’s 
Un bel dt. Ponselle asked that we 


play the LP version of her rendition. 
We could not find her rendition, but 
she remarked, ‘Too bad that mine is 
not in correct pitch.’ Then she 
seemed to be unsure and said, ‘Maybe 
the Butterfly is correct. I don’t re- 
member.’ I then asked, ‘What about 
the Trovatore?’ And she said, ‘Oh, 
of course that one is off. Way below 
the pitch at which [ sang it.’ These 
were the only two selections on the 
disc that were mentioned. 

“May I just add the note that the 
singing Rosa did for us that evening 
was more beautiful than anything on 
the disc under discussion?” 

This is certainly indicative of error 
in the LP speed, though as a perfec- 
tionist in such matters I should ap- 
preciate the opportunity of register- 
ing Ponselle’s comments on every 
selection in this LP collection, first 
making sure, of course, that the turn- 
table to be used was revolving at ex- 
actly the correct speed! 

So what does all this mean to the 
person who has bought or who plans 
to buy the LP edition of Ponselle’s 
gloriously voiced Columbia perform- 
ances of 1918-1923? Well, it means, 
provided your LP player is running 
at the right speed, that you are hear- 
ing most, probably all, of the arias 
about a half tone lower than they 
were sung and, in the case of the 
superb D’amor sul ali rosee (Trova- 
tore), a full tone lower (four revolu- 
tions a minute seem to equal one 
tone). It also means correspondingly 
slow tempo. The sound of the voice, 
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DEATH OF 
DANIEL E. BISHOP 


Veteran 
Record Collector 


There will be regret among col/ec- 
tors throughout the country at news 
of the death of Daniel E. Bishop, of 
North Haven, Connecticut. 

Mr. Bishop, who had a fine collec- 
tion of about 10,000 discs and 2,000 
cylinders, had been a New Haven 
Railroad engineer for 33 years prior 
to his death last July 11. He suf- 
fered a stroke of paralysis while at 
work on June 29 and was taken to 
the U. S. Veterans Hospital, Bronx, 
New York, where he died. 

A veteran of World War I, in which 
he served with the 42nd Infantry, Mr. 
Bishop is survived by his ‘wife, Mrs. 
Daisy Bishop; two daughters, Mrs. 
Walter Nieman, of Utica, New York, 
and Miss Ellen M. Bishop, of North 
Haven; a son, Daniel P. Bishop, of 
North Havens a_ brother, Amos 
Bishop, of North Haven; and a sister, 
Mrs. John Hourihan, of Somerville, 
Massachusetts. Burial took place 
July 15 at Lincoln, Maine. 

Mr. Bishop w&s an _ enthusiastic 
supporter of the John Biehling Day 
parties for pioneer recording artists, 
and he and Mrs. Bishop were familiar 
and popular figures at these gather-

I repeat, is tonally sumptuous, though 
less brilliant than it would be if re- 
produced in the correct key. The too 
low pitch and too slow tempi combine, 
of course, to rob the music of some of 
the brightness and animation intended 
by the composer. Perhaps in this case 
the degree of error is too slight to 
warrant so lengthy a discussion as 
this, for as it stands the record is a 
wonderfully thrilling reproduction of 
one of the greatest voices of our cen- 
tury, but I feel that it is certainly not 
a matter to be lightly overlooked 
especially when the time comes for 
another LP collection of Ponsellie, 
Columbia! In any case, the present 
LP can be brought up to pitch by any 
one with the current Zenith all-speed 
turntable or the Rek-O-Kut CVS-12 
variable speed turntable. For once, 
perhaps it’s just as well for the major- 
ity of us that most LP players seem 
to revolve a bit too fast anywey, 
thereby lessening the degree of error.

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


ESTELLA LOUISE MANN 
(And Some “Forgotten Woman” Singers) 


For the past twenty years talk 
about “the Forgotten Man” has been 
a commonplace of American politics. 
But anyone studying the record cata- 
logs of the early phonograph com- 
panies is likely to think more about 
“the Forgotten Woman.” Most men 
who made records in the 1890’s and 
early 1960’s are still well remembered, 
but their feminine counterparts are a 
forlorn, forgotten group, whose names 
mean little to music lovers today. 


Fifty years or so ago the soprano 
voice was so difficult to record that it 
7. always emerged from the 
phonograph as a blasting, squawking 
travesty of the real thing. The Edi- 
son Company did not claim complete 
success in its efforts to remove the 
“blast” from soprano cylinders until 
it began to issue records in Septem- 
ber, 1905, by an accomplished Austra- 
lian singer, Marie Narelle. Her ren- 
ditions of “Killarney” and “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold” were wide- 
ly praised as “the first perfect sopra- 
no records.” 


Contraltos usually fared somewhat, 
if not a great deal better, with the 
result that most of the brown wax 
cylinders by feminine artists were the 
work of ladies esteemed for their 
deep, chesty tones. Top notes of 
tenors also came out often as a 
screech and caused baritone record- 
ings to be preferred. Even so, it was 
not so hard to make decent tenor 
records as it was to avoid caricatur- 
ing the soaring tones of soprano. Yet, 
in spite of all handicaps, reasonably 
satisfactory soprano records some- 
times were achieved. 

I imagine that few, if any, readers 
of HOBBIES own solo records by 
Estella Louise Mann, whose phono- 
graph career began in 1896 and ended 
around 1900, when the brown wax 
cylinder, although still the dominant 
medium of recording and reproduc- 
tion, was soon to give way to the 
black gold-moulded cylinder and the 
scratchy, but much less fragile, disc. 

Perhaps a few of the cylinders in 
which Miss Mann sang as a member 
of the once noted Lyric Trio have 
escaped destruction, but it’s doubtful 
that any of her unassisted efforts 
have survived. As veteran collectors 
know, the “brownwaxes,” besides be- 
ing easy to break, lacked volume and 
easily fell victims to fungus growths 
that destroyed the sound even if the 
cylinders remained intact. 

So it happens that Estella Mann 
has become such a “forgotten woman” 
that her name is recognized by few 
record specialists today. Instead of 
being, by current standards, a “Fav- 
orite Pioneer Recording Artist,” she

is the most obscure singer about 
whom I have written during the ten 
years in which this department has 
appeared. But it should not be for- 
gotten that Miss Mann, who died so 
recently as 1947, was a favorite with 
the comparatively small number of 
persons who bought cylinders for 
home use in the Spanish-American 
War period, and the much larger 
number who listened through ear- 
tubes in “slot machine parlors.” 


Estella Mann may have been the 
first woman to make a career of sing- 
ing for the new-fangled “talking 
machines,’ and she was almost cer- 
tainly the first feminine artist to 
operate her own record company, 
which began issuing Lyrics cylinders 
(named, I imagine, for the Trio) in 
1898. I don’t think I have ever heard 
the recorded voice of Miss Mann, but 
all available information agrees that 
she was a concert singer of high 
standing, an accomplished artist with 
a beautiful, well controlled, soprano 
voice. A pioneer of pioneers, she de- 
serves to have her life story told and 
the history of her accomplishments 
preserved. 

Although I have said Miss Mann 
probably was the first professional 
woman recording artist, I do not 
mean that she was the first woman to 
sing into a phonograph. It may be 
impossible to determine to whom that 
honor belongs. From the earliest 
days of Edison’s original crude tin- 
foil device, both men and women were 
eager to hear their voices issue from 
experimental “phonograms.” Tradi- 


tion says that the first record jade 
in England was sung by Mrs. P erre 
Ronalds, a lifelong friend of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. In 1877 Sir Arthur 
set music to Adelaide Proctor’s poem, 
“The Lost Chord,” while he wat:hed 
by the bedside of his dying bro‘her, 
Snortly after its publication the song 
became the greatest ballad, or “semi- 
classic” success England had krown 
in 40 years. Sullivan gave Mrs, 
Ronalds the original manuscrip‘ of 
the song, and she sang it into a tin- 
foil phonograph. By her instruct:ons, 
the manuscript was buried with her, 
I wonder what became of that record! 


There is a persistent story that 
“the Swedish Nightingale,’ Jenny 
Lind, who died in 1887, ten years 
after the invention of the phonograph, 
also made a record, but no one seems 
to know whether it still exists. In 
the eariy 1890’s an enterprising Edi- 
son dealer in San Francisco engaged 
a talented young soprano, name un- 
recorded, to sing cylinders of “Ave 
Maria,” which were sold to the some- 
what gullible public as replicas of the 
voice of Mrs. Thomas A. Edison. 
Many opera stars, among them Nellie 
Meiba and Adelina Patti, made Bet- 
tini cylinders in the ’90’s, but these 
were chiefly for Bettini’s private col- 
lection ratner than commercial dis- 
tribution. “Edison House,” in Lon- 
don, even had a woman announcer, 
who officiated on August 2, 189), 
when Kenneth Landfrey recorded the 
bugle call that he had sounded 36 
years before at the Charge of the 
Light Bridgade in the Crimean War. 
(The same bugle had been used at 
the Battle of Waterloo.) 


The still charming Edith Helena, 
one of the finest colertura sopranos 
of her day, sang in 1898 for the crude 
seven-inch Berliner discs, and Alice 
Nielsen and her “double quartet” 
made records that same year. A Miss 
Helen Jenygne also sang “The Meba 
Waltz” for Berliner. In preceding 
articles I have referred to Grace 
Spencer, yet happily with us, as “The 
First Lady of the Phonograph,” but 
Miss Spencer (Mrs. Willard Foster 
Doolittle) says her diary shows that 
she made her first cylinders, under 
the personal supervision of Mr. Edi- 
son, in 1897. She therefore was pre- 
ceded by Miss Mann, but Miss 
Spencer does appear to be the first 
woman who made a Victor record. 
About a year ago The Billboard pub- 
lished a notice of the death in New 
York on January 19, 1951, of Mrs. 
Kate Ellis Hobby, 90, “who made 
some of the first song recordings for 
the late Thomas A. Edison on the 
original gramophone. . . . The wax 
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ylinders used in cutting the songs 
vere lost when a fire destroyed Edi- 
on’s |aboratory.” 

The Edison fire occurred in Decem- 
er, 1914. The Billboard displayed 
e lavman’s usual inacouracy in re- 
erriny; to recorded music. Edison of 
ourse had nothing to do with the 
ramophone invented by Emile Ber- 
ner. Wax cylinders could not be 
played on a gramophone, and it was 
he Edison phonograph for which 
Mrs. Hobby sang. Until I read the 
jeath notice I had never heard of this 
lady and have no idea when and what 
he recorded. 

Sincs beginning to make notes for 
his a: icle I have been going through 
ld ca‘alogs, tracing the first appear- 
nees of “the forgotten women,” and 
shou d like to mention more of them, 
ven ‘hough this involves a_ brief 
bostporement of my account of 
stella Mann’s career. I feel an 
pbligation to give the other erstwhile 
opraios and contraltos at least this 
passin’ mention, because they are un- 
ikely {0 become the subjects of iater 
mdividual sketches. 


In i894 the United States Record 
ompany, which made “New Jersey” 
ylinders in Newark, issued what the 
listinguished banjo virtuoso, Fred 
Jan l:ps, tells me was the first com- 
plete record catalog ever published 
by any company. It contains no rec- 
rds by women. The 1896 Columbia 
ist also lists no feminine performers. 
n 1897, however, there were 14 by a 
ontraito, Maud Foster, with the com- 
ment that “Miss Foster’s records are 
well known. They rank among the 
best of female voice records, and are 
n great demand.” 


The Foster numbers ran from 2255 

0 2268, and the titles were ‘Down 
n Poverty Row,” “Oh, Uncle John!”’ 
‘Arrah, Go On!” “Little Alabama 
oon,” “Girl Wanted,” “The Picture 
n My Heart,” “Sliding Down Our 
ellar Door,” “The Sunshine of Para- 
lise Alley,” “I Want Yer, Ma Honey,” 
Henrietta,” ‘‘Dad’s the Engineer,” 
The Midway in the Moon,” “I Don’t 
Vant to Play in Your Yard” and 
‘Mama Says It’s Naughty.” A few 
bf these songs are still well known 
nfter 54 years. Most are ballads, but 
} few are humorous. 


Maud Foster’s eminence as the only 
Woman singer for Columbia didn’t 
ast long. There were as yet no per- 
manent master records, and it may 
be that her voice couldn’t endure the 
train of singing the same songs 
lozens of times by the “round.”’ Her 


hame is not in the 1899 catalog, but 


here is a list of 19 solos by Miss 
Minnie Emmett. According to the 
nnotator, “The records of Miss 
Minnie S. Emmett’s songs are the 
most successful and popular ever 
made of the female voice. Miss Em- 
mett has a clear and strong soprano 
vice of great range and sweetness.” 
he songs were nearly all the “old 
tandard” type, with no comedy in- 
luded, but in 1903 Miss Emmett sang 
Columbia disc, No. 731, of a humor- 
us selection, “If Money Talks It 
Ain't On Speaking Terms With Me.” 
She made several Columbia records 
m 1905, but gradually disappeared 


from the lists before coming back 
from 1910 to 1913 as one of the sing- 
ers for Albert Benzler’s U. S. Ever- 


«lasting cylinders. 


Although Minnie Emmett is en- 
titled to only incidental mention in 
this article dealing with the life of 
Estella Mann, .I can’t resist setting 


down here a rather pathetic story 


which the late Albert Campbell once 
told me about Miss Emmett, who may 
just possibly still be alive. 


Al said he had gone to see an old 
friend in a home for retired actors. 
In the lobby he glanced at an elderly 
woman wearing dark glasses. Not 
recognizing her, and assuming she 
was blind, Campbell didn’t mean to 
stop. But the old lady wasn’t blind. 
She imperiously exclaimed: “Albert 
Campbell, how dare you come in here 
without speaking to me!” It was 
Minnie Emmett, whom he had imag- 
ined dead long ago. Her sight was 
bad, but not so bad that she couldn’t 
recognize black-haired, twinkly-eyed 
Al Campbell. I have never heard of 
the soprano’s death, so it may be 
that she yet lives in the actors’ home, 
peering wistfully or commandingly at 
casual visitors through those dark 
glasses. 


The 1899 Edison cylinder catalog 
contains solo records by four women, 
with three listed as contraltos—Anna 
Barthold, May Kelso and Marguerite 
Newton. I know nothing of Anna 
Barthold, except that she was repre- 
sented by half a dozen sentimental 
songs. May Kelso also sang a few 
solos but is now best remembered as 
a duet partner of the late John Biel- 
ing. Marguerite Newton was the 
most prolific of Edison’s 1899 lady 
recorders. Although it is generally 
believed that Ada Jones was the first 
woman to sing comic numbers suc- 
cessfully, and she probably was the 
first to take part in humorous spoken 
sketches, this ancient Edison list in- 
cludes many so-called “coon songs” by 
Miss Newton, with such titles as “Mr. 
Johnson, Turn Me Loose,” “Kiss Your 
Goosie Woosie” and “The Lady Friend 
of Mr. Rastus Jackson.” Marguerite 
also sang an occasional sentimental 
trifle, of which “She Is More to Be 
Pitied Than Censured” is character- 
istic. 

Marguerite Newton died ten years 
ago, aged 76. John Bieling told me 
that she was the wife of the famous 
German yodler, George P. Watson, 
who had 18 records in this 1899 list. 
However, no mention is made of Wat- 
son in a Billboard obituary, which 
tells of Miss Newton’s death on Jan- 
uary 1, 1942, at her home in Gallit- 
zin, Pennsylvania. The article says 
that “she began her career at the age 
of 14 on the concert stage in New 
York. Later she appeared in vaude 
and in Chautauqua shows. She was 
the first woman whose voice was re- 
corded by the late Thomas A. Edison 
after he perfected the phonograph.” 


The last quoted sentence need not 
be taken at face value. Whenever a 
pioneer recording artist dies, the pub- 
lications using death notices say that 
the performer was one of the first— 
or usually the first—to sing for Edi- 
son. And just when did Thomas A.

Also listed in the 1899 Edison cata- 
log are several records sung in Span- 
ish by Senorita Godoy, whose voice 
quality isn’t indicated. The senorita 
and the Misses Newton and Kelso are 
the only women shown in a 1900 
group photograph of 42 Edison art- 
ists. 

Likewise in the 1899 list—and here 
we get back for a moment to the rank- 
ing heroine of this article—is a list 
of eight songs by “the original Lyric 
Trio—Estella L. Mann, John Havens 
and Wm. F. Hooley.” These cylin- 
ders, one or two of which we may hope 
are still extant somewhere, were No. 
4804, 4800, “Attila” (presumably the 
“Praise Ye” trio); 4801, “The Flow- 
ers That Bloom in the Spring’’; 4802, 
“You Remember ’Twas Six Months 
Ago”; 4903, “No, No, ’Tis You”; 
“Farewell, My Own”; 4805, ‘Bell 
Trio”; 4806, ““Unchain the Dogs of 
War”; and 4807, “When I Was a 
Boy.’”’ Numbers 4802 and 4806 were 
from Sousa’s opera, “The Bride 
Elect”; 4803 was from “Olivette”; 
4801 from “The Mikado,” and the re- 
maining three from “Pinafore.” 
“When I Was a Boy” surely should 
be “When I Was a Lad.” 


By May, 1901, May Kelso and Mar- 
guerite Newton still had some rec- 
ords in the Edison catalog, but poor 
Anna Barthold was missing. No new 
women singers had been added, and 
the “Original Lyric Trio” was now 
composed of Grace Spencer, soprano, 
in the place of Estella Mann; Harry 
Macdonough as tenor, instead of John 
Havens, and Hooley remaining as 
bass. In the fall of 1902, when the 
gold-moulded cylinders had been in- 
troduced (no more Edison “brown 
waxes” were made after July 25 of 
that year), all the women just men- 
tioned were missing, and the only 
feminine vocalist was a contralto, 
Miss Louise Roberts. The January, 
1903, supplement contained a rendi- 
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tion of “I Am the Merry Postillion,” 
by a soprano, Miss Hallie White, 
while Miss Minnie De Rue Fay, con- 
tralto, sang “a coon love song,” 
“Moon, Moon, Moon.” Corinne Mor- 
gan, the first woman recording artist 
to gain a large following on Edison 
cylinders, had begun making duets 
with Frank C. Stanley in 1902, and 
Edith Chapman, soprano, singing as 
“Miss Chappell,” appeared in 1903 as 
. duet partner of George M. Strick- 
ett. 

In 1904 a mysterious Miss Daisy 
Boulais, who took “soubrette” parts 
in a few “rube” sketches with Byron 
Harlan and Frank Stanley, and Grace 
Hornby, a New York choir singer, be- 
came one of Stanley’s duet partners 
under the pseudonym of Grace Nel- 
son. And then, in March, 1905, came 
Ada Jones, beside whom all the other 
Edison women singers of that period 
pale into insignificance. (Ada, in- 
cidentally, appears to have made test 
records some eight or ten years be- 
fore this.) 


We are already several years past 
the period at which Estella Mann re- 
tired from phonograph work. But be- 
fore leaving the Edison lists, it may 
be interesting to note that what seems 
to have been the first comic monolog 
recorded by a woman came out in 
October, 1905. It was “The Village 
Seamstress,” adapted from a char- 
acter sketch by Kate Douglas Wiggin, 
and made on Edison cylinder No. 9103 
by Miss Elene Foster—presumably no 
relation to Columbia’s Maud. ‘his, 
apparently the only record Miss Fost- 
er ever made, was described as ‘“‘some- 
thing entirely new in the way of a 
phonograph record. Miss Foster, who 
makes it, is a well-known elocutionist, 
having given readings and recitations 
before many of the leading clubs and 
at select entertainments in various 
parts of the country. She is an un- 
usually clever mimic, as those who 
hear this record will admit. Her por- 
trayal of the garrulous village seam- 
stress, with the latter’s characteristic 
repetition of the gossip of the day, 
will be readily recognized as lifelike 
by all familiar with country life.” 


Now, just a glance at the early Vic- 
tor lists before proceeding on to a 
detailed account of the career of Estel- 
la Mann. The first Victor ten inch 
records, beginning with 3000, were 
issued in 1901. The list I have is in- 
complete, but no woman appears as 
an artist, although I believe that 
Grace Spencer sang a few selections, 
whick were later renumbered. The 
Lyric Trio, in its later stage of 
Spencer, Macdonough and Hooley, 
however, is present. She also made 
duets with Macdonough for Victor, 
Zonophone and Edison. 


After some of the 3000 series rec- 
ords were renumbered and others 
were discontinued, Victor started 
over at No. 1. In the 700 series there 
are a number of records by the Trin- 
ity Choir, in which unidentified wo- 
men sang. Probably Miss Spencer 
was the soprano. A_ comedienne, 
Mina Hickman, first appears with No. 
1918, issued in 1902 or 1903. Several 
months afterward, there were solos by 
Edith Helena, and Sallie Stembler 
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sang her famous “Laughing Song” in 
1904. Corinne Morgan’s first con- 
tralto solos belong to 1903 or 1904, a 
year in which Mina Hickman did some 
more recording. Ada Jones was first 
heard on Victor discs early in 1905. 

And this seems a fairly adequate 
covering of the field of pioneer wo- 
men recording artists, except that it 
occurs to me [ have said nothing 
about feminine instrumentalists. 
American companies made no records 
by women musicians for many years, 
considerably after they had _ been 
given recognition in England. Lillian 
Bryant, who was associated with the 
Edison Bell and Pathé companies, 
made piano solos in 1900. The first 
woman violinist to record in England, 
seems to have been Marie Hall, whose 
Gramophone and Typewriter Com- 
pany discs were popular for many 
years, beginning about 1904. (How- 
ever, I believe the American player, 
Maud Powell, made experimental 
white wax cylinders for Edison that 
were demonstrated at the Paris Ex- 
position of 1889.) Also worthy of 
mention are the bird imitation rec- 
ords made by Maud Dewey, a whis- 
tler, for English companies as early 
as 1900. 

And now, as an afterthought, be- 
fore proceeding to the belated story of 
Estella Mann, I find myself wonder- 
ing about the identity of an old-time 
woman recording artist mentioned in 
the Talking Machine World for Sep- 
tember 15, 1910. Under the heading, 
“A Real Captain of Industry,” the 
article describes the career of Eld- 
ridge R. Johnson and tells of his 
struggles to make a success of the 
Victor Talking Machine Company in 
its fledgling days. I shall quote a 
few sentences that fit appropriately 
into this study of the “forgotten wo- 
men” of the phonograph: 


“T remember,’ said one who worked 
with the inventor in the early days, 
‘that we had no place for the singers to 
record in except a loft that you got to 
with a ladder. I would scurry around 
and get some poor devil to come and 
sing for a dollar in real money and then 
I’d push him up the ladder and try to 
get a record. Sometimes the voice would 
record and sometimes we would have 
nothing but failure 


‘*‘T sometimes think as I watch Melba 
and Tetrazzini and Farrar singing. in 
our laboratory, of a woman I got to 
sing for us once in the beginning. I can 
see her now, a_ stout, good-natured 
creature who had come in the rain with- 
out an umbrella, to sing for a dollar 
or so. She had a long feather in her 
hat and it hung over one ear and dripped 
water on the floor of the loft. What a 
time I had getting her up the ladder 
too! She was a kindly soul, for she en- 
joyed singing into the machine so much 
that she wanted to come back ‘every 
day and work with us.’” 
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Judging from her photograph, this 
description rather aptly fits Mar. 
guerite Newton, but I don’t know that 
she ever sang for Victor around the 
turn of the century. Alas, the buxom 
lady with the feather in her bonnet 
probably always will be a “woman of 
mystery.” And now, at last, to Estel- 
la Mann, who in those days, was man- 
aging her own record company. 

Frequent reading of old record cat- 
alogs had made the name of Estella 
Mann familiar, but it remained the 
name of a soprano about whom | 
knew nothing until I attended a radiy 
newsmen’s convention last Aprii in 
Washington. Then Rudolph E. And. 
erson, editor of NADA, the National 
Automobile Dealers Association’s ma- 
gazine, and author of “The Story of 
the American Automobile,” took me 
for a visit to the Library of Congvess, 
There I found a bound volume of the 
first talking machine trade publica- 
tion, The Phonoscope, for the years 
1896 through 1899. The Phonoscope 
was edited by one of the leading re. 
cording artists of that far-away per- 
iod, Russell Hunting, originator of 
the famous “Casey” monologs. 

Checking back through the notes | 
made then, I find a few mentions of 
records by women that had previously 
escaped my attention. There is act- 
ually a reference to a cylinder made 
by Mrs. Ulysses S. Grant and her 
children for ‘the famous Chinese 
statesman, Li Hung Chang.” That 
was in November, 1896. A couple of 
months later, the magazine mentioned 
that the French chanteuse, Yvette 
Guilbert, while visiting in America, 
made records, which she sent to her 
mother, describing her trip. 

In addition to being editor of The 
Phonoscope, Russell Hunting in 1897 
was manager of the Universal Phono 


graph Company, which offered “high 
class original records” by Dan W. 
Quinn, Ailen May, Hunting himself, 
George Gaskin, Lottie Gilson (the 
vivacious “Little Magnet” 

Weber and Fields productions), the 
Diamond Quartet and Len Spencer. 
A music publisher, Joseph W. Ster, 
was financially interested in the Uni 
versal Company, one of whose ad: 
vertisements said: 

‘In the last ten years the record busi 
ness has been handicapped by having 
only about ten vocalists, three bands and 
a few instrumental soloists.’”’ The ad 
continued that the company was plat: 
ning to offer records by many fzmous 
vaudeville stars, including Lottie Cilson, 
Bonnie Thornton 
James L. Thornton), James Thorntot, 
Sam Devere (composer of “The Whistlingm. 
Coon”) Johnnie Carroll, Sam Bernard, 
Weber and Fields, Leona Lewis, Meyé 





(wife of Song Write; 
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California Baritone’’), 


Mortimer, Annie Hart, Maude 
Nugent (composer of ‘“Sweet_ Rosie 
o'Grady’’), Allen May, William Jerome, 
Margaret Gonzalez, May Howard, Walter 
Talbot, the La Porte Sisters, Ed. Latell, 
May Lowry, the Gotham Comedy Four, 
Anna Willmuth Curram and John P. 
Curran.” 

However, it’s doubtful that many, 
if any, of these records appeared. The 
voices of the the average vaudeville 
singer of the day usually didn’t rec- 
ord well. 

In March, 1897, a list of new cyl- 
inder records was printed for the 
benefit of traveling phonograph dem- 
onstrators and penny arcade opera- 
tors, put names of the companies were 
not given. Yvette Guilbert was listed 
as singing “I Wants Yer, Ma Honey” 
in boch French and English versions. 

> were even two cylinders by 

1 Bernhardt, “Passage dans 
Izeyl’’ and Victor Hugo’s “Un Pende 
Musique”, while Madame Regane re- 
cited ‘Passage dans ’Divorcons.” (At 
a guess, the Bernhardt and Regane 
records were issued by Bettini.) Both 
Lottie Gilson and Len Spencer had 
made cylinders of “You’re Not the 
Only Pebble on the Beach.” Maud 
Foster was the only woman in the 
month’s Berliner list. 

And then I came upon what to me 
was the most interesting item J had 
so far seen. In February, 1898, The 
Phonoscope quoted an article from the 
New York World about the leading 
lady of this sketch. Written in the 
typical World feature style it said: 

“Estella Louise Mann, a pretty young 


woman of this city ... makes a living 
singing into the phonograph. She used

» phonograph and ‘talk’ into the 
machine several hours each day. She 
was soloist for Sousa’s Band for some 
time and studied jn the College of Cin- 
cinnati under Professor Tito Mattioli 
and won a gold medal and certificate.’’ 

The article said that Miss Mann 
sang mostly classical music and was 
amember of the original Lyric Trio, 
consisting of herself as soprano; John 
C. Havens, tenor, and William F.

West 84th Street. The company ad- 
vertised that it would make special 
records by her to order at short no- 
tice.

‘Bthere was a Lyric advertisement, 
which also appeared in several other 
ie ssues, showing Miss Mann singing 
into a row of horns.

#emade of the picture and hope that it 
is sharp enough to reproduce with the 
article. I didn’t copy the reference, 
but i recall an editorial remark that

“the wise boys” who had predicted 
that Miss Mann’s business couldn’t 
last were going to be disappointed. 

The April, 1898, issue mentioned 
that the “plucky” soprano was the 
daughter of E. H. Mann, assistant 
manager of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company. Meanwhile, 
the young lady’s records were meet- 
ing with new competition from Colum- 
bia. In July, readers were informed 
that Harry Spencer (brother of the 
more famous Len and a handy man 
around the Columbia establishment) 
had invented a new device for record- 
ing the female voice. Records of 
“Snow Baby” from “The Bride Elect” 
and “On the Banks of the Wabash,” 
by Minnie Emmett, were described as 
“loud, clear and distinct and free 
from blast or screech.” That same 
issue contained a group photo of “the 
galaxy of talent making Columbia 
records.” Feminine interest was pro- 
vided only by Minnie Emmett, whose 
career was described as “from church 
choir and opera to talking machine.” 
No one then foresaw her latter-day 
destiny as a half-blind old lady in a 
home for retired actors and musicians. 

Unfortunately, I didn’t have time to 
read all the way through the volume, 
and there may have been some inter- 
esting references to Estella Mann 
that I missed. But what I did find 
was enough to stimulate my interest. 
It was nothing unusual for male re- 
cording artists to imagine they could 
make more money by operating their 
own company than by singing for 
U. S., Columbia, Edison or Leeds and 
Walcott at 75 cents to a dollar a 
round. In the first number of The 
Phonoscope, Editor Russell Hunting 
advertised his own series of “Casey” 
and “Hiram Wilkins” records, saying 
he’d had more than six years experi- 
ence in recording and had already 
made over 50,000 cylinders. Then 
followed this indignant complaint: 
“Certain unprincipled individuals and 
organizations are duplicating my 
work, thereby deceiving the public 
and furnishing a record about one- 
third as loud as the original.” 

George J. Gaskin also had his own 
company for a time. The July, 1897, 
issue contained a letter from an ex- 
hibitor in Portland, Oregon, maintain- 
ing that Gaskin’s records were too 
short. The Irish tenor, born in Bel- 
fast, was implored to “sing two verses 
and sometimes a refrain, and the pho- 
nograph men all over the country will 
rise up and call you blessed.” Editor 
Hunting suggested that Gaskin should 
not confine himself to using light 
colored blanks, but might get better 
results from dark ones. 

Roger Harding, who died in 1901, 
was a true pioneer in the juvenile 
field. He was reported to be having 
great success in making records, such 
as “Who Killed Cock Robin?” and 
“Little Red Riding Hood,” especially 
for children. And in 1896, J. W. 
Myers was operating his own Globe 
Phonograph Record Company, making 
his own cylinders, which he sold for 
$1 each. He laid claim to having the 
largest repertoire of any American 
singer. 

But before Estella Mann there 
seemingly had been no woman with 
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sufficient confidence in her vocal 
abilities to set up her own company. 
Hurriedly turning the pages of The 
Phonoscope and wishing I hadn’t ar- 
ranged to leave Washington by an 
early afternoon train, I made up my 
mind that I must write a HOBBIES 
article about the soprano who some 
long gone New York World feature 
writer had called “this extraordinary 


Determination to do the article was 
one thing, but how to get the fill-in 
material was another. [ didn’t even 
know whether Estella Louise Mann 
were dead or alive, but since more 
than 50 years had elapsed since she 
started her Lyric Record Company, 
the odds were in favor of her having 
passed on. Assuming she was only 
25 in 1898, she would be 78 if she 
were still alive. And I knew nothing 
of any surviving relations. 

However, The Phonoscope articles 
gave a couple of clues. They men- 
tioned that her father had been an 
official of the L. and N. Railroad, and 
that she had been graduated from the 
Cincinnati College of Music. 

So, with this slender lead, I wrote 
to the Superintendent of the L. and 
N., at Louisville, Kentucky, and to 
the College. Both letters brought help- 
ful replies, 

Thomas E. Owen, editor of the 
Louisville and Nashville Employes’ 
Magazine, wrote: 


“This is in answer to your letters... 
asking to be put in touch with Miss 
Estella Louise Mann or some of her 
relatives. 

“Miss Mann and her father are dead, 
but her brother, W. J. Mann, a retired 
city ticket agent of this railroad, lives 
at 814 S. E. Riverside Avenue, Evans- 
ville, Indiana. He says if you will write 
him at that address he will be glad to 
furnish any information possible.” 


Naturally, although I was sorry to 
learn of the hardly unexpected death 
of Miss Mann, I was glad to know she 
had a brother living, and I wrote im- 
mediately to Mr. W. J. Mann. Then 
came an interesting letter from Miss 
Marjora W. Shank, registrar and 
dean of women at the College of 
Music of Cincinnati: 


“We are very glad to be of whatever 
help we can in helping you gather infor- 
mation regarding one of our former 
students, Estella L, Mann. Your ‘labor 
of love’ sounds most fascinating. 

“Miss Mann took a Certificate in Voice 
from the College of Music in 1893. In 
1894 she was granted a Diploma as a 
Vocal Artist. Although our terminology 
has changed somewhat over the years, 
a student awarded a Diploma was sure 
to have been an outstanding musician. 
Today this is the highest performance 
award which we grant. 

“Our records reveal no more. Un- 
fortunately, those who may know of Miss 
Mann or who may have been her teachers 
have now passed from our scene. Mr. 
Mattioli died a year or two ago, and 
others of that contemporary scene are 
no longer here at the College. If we 
can find further information relating 
to Miss Mann we shall be glad to pass 


it on to you.”

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Ancient Hobbies 


Depicted 
in 
Stone 


The hobbies ‘of this Nobleman- 
Priest of Upper Thebes in Egypt, 
2600 years ago, were hunting and 
fishing. So, knowing that some day 
he must die he had reliefs sculptured 
in the sides of the tomb he designed 
for himself showing these sports. He 
had also his portrait carved into the 
limestone walls, and that of his wife, 
and pictures of his servants, priests 
and priestesses bringing offerings to 
his funeral. It was his attempt “to 
take it with him.” 


The Cleveland Museum of Art has 
just acquired as gift of Hanna Funa, 
sixteen of these sculptures from the 
nobleman’s tomb. They have been m 
this country for some time in the 
hands of a dealer. They are of the 
highest quality for the art of their 
time. Though the sculptor of the per- 
iod didn’t know how to use perspec- 
tive and thought out his scenes all in 
profile, he had a masterly way of 
using his lines that made his figures 
full of life and action, with a simpli- 
fication that is close to modern art. 
Silvia A. Wunderlich, Associate Cura- 
tor of Classical Art of the Cleveland 
Museum, says that the sculptures are 
from the XXV or XXVI Dynasty, 
about 690-650 B. C. 


It is characteristic of Egyptian 
sculpture, because of the hardness of 
the stone from which it was carved, 
to be extremely simple in detail. The 
surfaces are smooth and a dignified, 
often majestic effect is obtained by 
vigorous masses. Since their figures 
were usually modelled in a state of 
repose, the three reliefs shown on 
these two pages are unique, in which 
a certain element of action is present. 
These sculptures also stand alone in 
that their subjects depart from the 
allegorical figures such as the sphinx 
and the falcon, which were produced 
in great quantities. 


It may be said that the art of 
sculpture was developed to a fairly 
high degree of perfection in ancient 
Egypt. Many of their stone statues 
were brilliantly colored in flat tones, 
the male figures usually shown with 
red faces, and female faces tinted a 
light yellow.

“Country Houses 
on Manhattan Island” 


Pastures full of cattle at Charleton 
Street . . . “pure air and profound 
quiet” on 88th Street, just west of 
Doctor’s Hospital . . . magnolias and 
fig trees and a lilac hedge at 12th 
Avenue and 54th Street — doubting 
New Yorkers can see it for them- 
selves at The New York Historical 
Society’s new exhibit, Country Houses 
on Manhattan Island. This is the 
first comprehensive pictorial display 
of over one hundred country homes 
that were scattered about Manhattan 
during the period 1750-1860 when the 
“city” was confined to the southern 
end of the Island. The exhibit opened 
January 22nd and will remain on view 
until July 31st. 

Before 1860 it was fashionable for 
Knickerbocker families to summer on 
Murray Hill, or on the banks of the 
East and Hudson Rivers, or up at 
Washington Heights. But after the 
Civil War urban expansion caused 
New Yorkers to abandon their Man- 
hattan retreats and retire to far off 
Newport. Only four of these for- 
saken country estates have survived 
amid built up urban blocks, saved by 
circumstance and historic association: 
the Morris-Jumel mansion, the Dyck- 
man house, Archibald Gracie’s home, 
and Alexander Hamilton’s Grange. 

However, the other homes have 
been preserved pictorially by artists, 
lithographers, and photographers. 

They are of interest not only to the 
architect and historian, but to the 
Gothamite and out-of-town visitor 
who will be able to see what country 
estate or garden covered the spot 
where he now lives, or shops, or 
catches the subway. 

The suburban villas of prominent 
New Yorkers covered an area from 
Varick Street to Inwood — Henry 
Rutgers home at Rutgers Place was 
occupied by members of the family 
from 1754 to 1865; “Petersfield”, the 
residence of Peter Gerard Stuyvesant, 
is now the site of a Stuyvesant Town 
apartment building; “Richmond Hill” 
at the bed of Charleton Street, east of 
Varick, was occupied during 1789-90. 
by Vice President John Adams. His 
wife described their view of “The 
rolling Hudson .. . luxuriant shrub- 
bery ... fields covered with verdure 
and pastures full of cattle . . a grove 
of pines and oaks fit for contempla- 
tion”. Richmond Hill was later the 
home of Aaron Burr, and in 1822 
opened as an amusement resort, and 
subsequently became a theatre before 
it was demolished in 1849. 

Further removed from the city 
were J. J. Audubon’s “Minniesland,” 
and Alexander Hamilton’s Grange 
with its thirteen trees planted in 
honor of the thirteen original colon- 
ies. 

Almost all of the one hundred 
homes included in the exhibit have 
been identified and their exact loca- 
tion given. However, several unidenti- 
fied mansions will also be on view. It 
is hoped that visitors to the Society 
will be able to establish their where-

WHAT TO LOOK FOR IN OLD CLOCKS 


My article for September 1951 in 
HOBBIES. dealt specifically with the 
clocks of Germany. A 
article and the illustrations that ac- 
companied it will give a good idea 
of the great variety of German made 
clocks. In my mind, there is nothing 
more desirable than the chiming 
clocks made in Germany and sold in 
considerable quantities in this coun- 
try during a period of about ninety 
years ending with World War II. 
These clocks require different ap- 
proach than do most other types. 
They have a type of beauty in that 
the cases are generally of solid ma- 
hogany and the dials are often nicely 
decorated. Their great charm and 
appeal, however, is in the excellent 
musical effects achieved by the 
chimes. They are esteemed also for 
the excellent precision movements that 
actuate them. While the later models 
with full four-tone chimes are not in 
any sense to be classed as antiques, 
they are becoming scarcer and in 
greater demand since they are no 
longer available. Condition is of 
course a prime factor. They were 
moderately expensive when new and 
consequently many of them had good 
care and are in mint condition. 
Nevertheless, some I have seen were 
in pitiful shape. It is possible to get 
parts for these clocks, such as 
springs, pendvlums, etc., if replace- 
ments are necessary. I have noted 
that in some of the older ones, the 
two powerful springs that e@rive the 
quarter-hour chime train and _ the

hour-strike train may weaken and 
fail to furnish power for a full eight 
days of running. They can be re- 
placed with new, full-power springs. 

It is not too difficult to dis- 
tinguish between the old German 
cuckoo clocks and the new ones that 
are now being imported and sold. 
A glance at the movements will con- 
firm it. Generally speaking, the new 
and inferior models are being sold at 
prices equal to, or greater than, the 
prices of good, old ones. 

The German 400-day, or anniver- 
sary clocks, are again being made 
and exported to this country. In this 
type clock, it is not nearly so easy 
to distinguish between the old and 
the new. I have never been very en- 
thusiastic about this clock anyhow. 
In my opinion, it is mechanically un- 
sound and it is almost impossible to 
make them keep good time. To me, 
they are novelty clocks, fascinating 
to watch, but impractical as honest 
and dependable timekeepers. 

One must employ some knowledge 
of design and perhaps a little bit of 
instinct in estimating the age of 
German clocks since factual data is 
limited. However, if one applies the 
six principles of consideration which 
I continuously refer to, we probably 
will not go too far wrong.

In referring to the October 1951 
article in HOBBIES, I can become 
guite enthusiastic. French Victorian 
clocks are great favorites of mine 
and that particular article was the 
most profusely illustrated of all that 
I have done to date. Here the scope 
and variety almost exceed the imagi- 
nation. With the French, the instinct 
for decorative effects is uninhibited. 
Perhaps my taste runs to the rococo 
in decoration but I can truthfully say 
that I have seen few French clocks 
that did not appeal to me greatly.

The earliest, and most desirable, 
French clocks were decorated with 
Boule work which is an inlay of light 
colored metals or shell. Boule ciocks 
are practically impossible to find to. 
day. The Victorian French clocks en.- 
ploy brass, bronze, marble, cnyyx, 
gilding and inset porcelain panel's iy 
endless combinations. I have never 
seen any two exactly alike. 

The heaviest importations of 
French Victorian clocks took plac 


between 1880 and 1900. One can kf 


reasonably sure that the newest one 
are nearing the century mark. I: the 
six considerations are applied, the 
weakest point will be age. They will 
rate high on the other five points, 
which will give them a high overall 
rating of eighty-five to ninety. 

There is little factual data avail. 
able to the average collector to in 
dicate the age of French clocks. The 
preceding paragraph gives a hint 
that is helpful. Beyond that, we 
must again fall back on a knowledge 
of design and mechanical construc 
tion plus a bit of instinct. 

Occasionally we may see a clock 
with a cord, or string suspension for 
the pendulum rod and this is a sur 
sign of age. The cord suspension 
was used before the spring sus 
pension. 

Condition is an important consider. 
ation as it is in all clocks. However, 
in French clocks the condition is usv- 
ally better than it appears at first 
glance. The dirty and black surfaces 
are almost always solid brass and can 
be cleaned and burnished to gleaming 
brilliancy. Gilded parts can be re 
gilded. Marble, onyx and glass parts 
are easily cleaned. Glass doors ar 
usually heavy plate glass, bevelled 
and set into ornate brass bezels. The 
glass, if broken, is somewhat ex 
pensive to replace since it must be 
cut special. Many of the older clocks 
never had a bezel or glass. The dials 
are porcelain and it was considered 
unnecessary to cover them. 

Some parts, such as _ pendulums, 
suspension springs, main springs ali 
the like can be purchased. Repairs 
of this type are not too difficult. 


The November 1951 article in 
HOBBIES dealt primarily with s0- 
called Connecticut shelf clocks, stress 
ing especially the name of Seth 
Thomas. Any of these clocks made 
prior to 1860 are considered to he 
full-fledged antiques and are growing 
in value constantly. 

Factual data is readily available, 
making it not too difficult to define 
the age of American made clocks. 
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Seth Thomas eight-day weight 
clock, known as a “Thomaston” 
clock, with painted tablet. 


Prior to 1860, they are acknowledged 
antiques. Those made between 1860 
and 1900 are nearing antique status; 
in fact, many of them, by every rea- 
sonable consideration, are desirable 
antiques today. 

The most desirable and consequent- 
y valuable of these clocks are those 
in nearly perfect original- condition; 
that is, the original case intact con- 
taining the original movement, dial, 
hands and door decoration. One may 
expect it to be necessary to refinish 
the case because of successive layers 
of varnish, paint and dirt. If the 
original case is intact, however, the 
refinishing job will restore its origi- 
nal beauty.

In the article of December 1951 in 
HOBBIES, we discussed the interest- 
ing subject of china clocks. Here 
again, design and decorative variety 
tuns rampant.

1952 issue of HOBBIES. I can repeat 
the statement made before: “I have 
never seen any two porcelain or china 
clocks exactly alike. 

China clocks are almost as old as 
clocks. China cases to house clocks 
were made at Dresden as early as 
1710 and at Sevres soon after. We 
know of course that we seldom see 
a specimen of such great age outside 
of museums or private collections. 
The china clocks that interest us, as 
average collectors, are those of Vic- 
torian age. Most of them will date 
from 1870. 

What does one look for in a china 
clock? That will depend pretty much 
on our individual tastes. To me, al-

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most all of them are beautiful but 
not everyone will agree with me on 
that. These clocks are nearly al- 
ways colorful. The design of the case 
and its decoration should be con- 
sidered. If the case is well designed, 
of graceful appearance and nicely dec- 
orated, we cannot expect much more. 
The dial should be attractive and in 
good condition. The bezel should be 
of molded brass and the glass should 
be of plate thickness and bevelled. 

Condition in china clocks is of par- 
amount importance. Unlike wood 
cases, the replacement of a broken 
and missing portion is impossible. 
Even a crack in the china case is un- 
fortunate. It means eventual break- 
age. Mending broken china is a high- 
ly specialized art. Broken pieces can 
be cemented together but the job is 
usually unsatisfactory because the 
cracks will show. An expert can 
make an invisible repair but the cost 
will usually be disproportionately 
high in relation to the value of the 
clock. The safest thing to do is to 
lcok for perfection in china clocks, 
particularly of the case, the bezel, the 
door glass and the dial. 

Distinction should be made be- 
tween natural age checks which ef- 
fect is on the finish surface of china 
cases, and actual cracks which may 
run all the way through the wall. 
The older the clock, the more apt it 
is to have the tiny age checks in its 
surface. Many people consider this 
adds value to the case because it is a 
good proof of age and actually does 
no harm.

I have never heard of a manufac- 
turer of clock movements who also 
produced china cases. The making of 
a china case was the work of a potter 
and an artist. The clock maker pur- 
chased china cases from the potters 
and fitted the movements to them. 

The most prolific marketer of 
china clocks in America was the An- 
sonia Clock Co. of Ansonia, Conn., 
1851 to 1878, and of New York, 1879 
to £930. Few china clocks were sold 
after 1900 however. Most other man- 
ufacturers in business during the per- 
iod sold them in limited quantities. 
Ansonia was the big producer of 
china clocks in America. 

All of this boils down to the fact 
that china clocks should be judged by 
applying the same six considevations 
that I have been stressing all! along. 
If this yardstick is applied carefully, 
few mistakes will be made. 

We now come to the romantic tall 
case clocks, or grandfather clocks as 
they are commonly called. My rules 
and suggestions for this type of 
clock were so clearly set forth in the 
January 1952 issue of HOBBIES 
that very little elaboration is re- 
quired here. Condition is, of course, 
of very great importance. Restora- 
tions or replacements in a tall case 
clock will be spotted by an expert 
quicker than in most other types of 
clocks. The ideal is a completely 
original timepiece throughout; and 
they can be found. Refinishing is 
naturally expected because’ the 
tendency has been to cover them with 
coats of varnish or paint. Refinishing 
an original is one thing, however, and 
the doctoring up of a case with re- 
stored sections is quite another. 

Throughout my writings, I have 
made certain natural groupings or 
classifications of clocks. We must 
recognize, however, that there are 
many types that do not fall into any 
of these groupings, such as ships’ 
clocks, novelty clocks, et cetera. It 
would be impossible to cover them 
all. Regardless of the type of clock, I 
can think of nothing better than the 
oft-repeated six rules of considera- 
tion. I have used this yardstick for a 
long time — and it works.

M:. Mann’s letter calls for a few 
notes. Nashville was also the birth- 
place, in 1876, of Alice Nielsen, the 
concert and opera star who became a 
popular Victor and Columbia singer 
after having, as I have already men- 
tioned, sung for Berliner in 1898. 

Notice that Mr. Mann’s spelling of 
the name of his sister’s teacher differs 
somewhat from that in the New York 
World story. I wonder if the Man- 
telli Opera Company was headed by 
Eugenia Mantelli, whose old Zono- 
phone records are so much prized by 
collectors. 

*, Mann’s kindness and thought- 
fulness in letting me borrow his only 
photo of his sister was typical of the 
generosity and cooperation I usually 
meet with in seeking information for 
these articles. I expressed my grati- 
tude, and he replied: 


‘I have a lot of faith in humanity, 
80 had no hesitation in forwarding you 
the photo of my sister. 

“My father, a native of New York, 
was a corporal in the Union Army and 
an orderly to General U. S. Grant. After 
the war, having had railroad experience, 


he was sent to Nashville by the govern-. 


ment to straighten out the freight car 
Situation. He met and married my 
mother there, where my brothers and 
sister were born. He accepted a posi- 
tion with the L&N Railroad after his 
telease from the government as train- 
master, in Louisville, Kentucky. 

“They moved to Louisville, wheré I 
was born in 1881. He was_appointed 
Assistant Superintendent at Evansville, 
date unknown, and ‘lived there until his 
death in 1912. 

“My sister was a niece of W. A. 
Sheetz, manager of the Vendome Theatre 
for many years. It was at the Vendome 
Theatre that Al Jolson made his debut 
as a minstrel. My Sister’s eyes were 
dark brown. She had black hair and 
Was five feet eight inches tall. She 
died August 24, 1947. She began making 
records in 1896 through 1899. I do not 
Tecall any hobby she had outside of her 
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music. She never made any dise records. 
John Havens was an opera tenor but I 
do_not know if he is living or not.” 


I had some excellent copies made of 
the photo of Estella Mann before I 
returned it to her brother, and have 
submitted one for reproduction with 
this article. To me the outstanding 
impression made by this picture, 
taken at the height of the soprano’s 
career, is her appearance of quiet 
dignity and determination. That 
rounded chin and the straightforward 
gaze seem to indicate a nature that 
would not easily give in to obstacles. 
I can imagine that when the tall, 
raven-haired brunette stood on the 
concert stage, or sang in opera or 
with Sousa’s Band, she was an im- 
pressive figure who looked every inch 
a prima donna. But circumstances 
were against her in founding her own 
record manufacturing company just 
when she did. The moulded process 
of making permanent masters would 
inevitably have doomed her methods 
to defeat, even if the dise record had 
not eventually removed the cylinder 
from competition. 

Another kind act of Mr. Mann’s 
was his lending me the recording of 
his interview on Vernon Paule’s pro- 
gram, “A Penny for Your Thoughts.” 
The interview took place on October 
28, 1949, and, judging by the traffic 
noises, must have been of the “Man 
On the Street type,” except when an 
Edison cylinder of a band record was 
played from the WJPS studio. The 
spoken parts sound as if they were 
recorded out-of-doors. 

The transcription tells little that is 
new about Estella Mann, but it reveals 
that the brother was a friend of 
Thomas A. Edison, and that he be- 
came acquainted with the inventor 
when he was in the phonograph busi- 
ness and used to make business trips 
to the Edison laboratory. I suppose 
that these trips took place when he 
was associated with his sister in the 
Lyric Company, and that he went to 
West Orange to buy blank cylinders. 
Mr. Mann told of how Edison pre- 
sented him with a phonograph, which 
he kept for many years but eventual- 
ly presented to the Evansville Mu- 
seum. It was this instrument, bor- 
rowed from the museum, that was 
played on the program. 

Mr. Mann described Edison as “a 
very fine. man—easy to talk to.” He 
explained that his interest in the pho- 
nograph business started because of 
his sister makng’’ records, and said 
that since the female.voice has many 
more vibrations than the male, it was 
much harder to record when the talk- 
ing machine was new. The com- 
panies, he went on, had a great deal 
of trouble finding women whose voices 
would record, but his sister tackled 
the problem, “worked it out in some 
way or other,” and made a great 
many records. For the benefit of 
listeners who didn’t know what an 
old-time cylinder phonograph looked 
like, he described it as “a kind of 
little box, with the machine in the 
bottom, and a belt running up to the 
mandrel.” 

Another letter from Mr. Mann gave 
the names of the male members of his 
family in more detail than previously. 
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His own name is William J. Mann; 
his father’s, Eugene H.; his eldest 
brother, a retired railroad man, is 
Albert E., and his second brother, 
now dead, was Arthur H. 

I had asked if any of Estella 
Mann’s cylinders were still in the 
family’s keeping, but he replied: 

“Sorry, all her records were destroyed. 
Being made of wax, they were warped, 
and melted — our hot summers were 
responsible.”’ 

Mr. Mann added: 

“My acquaintance with Mr. Edison 
was through a Mr. Torres, a friend of 
his. On several occasions I accompanied 
him to the Edison plant. He was a very 
fine gentleman. 

“My sister never made 
through Edison, but the 
Edison made.” 

The latter statement, however, 
obviously is in error, since I have 
shown that Lyric Trio records, in 
which Miss Mann sang, are listed in 
the 1899 Edison catalog. I think it’s 
also worth mentioning that six cyl- 
inders by “the Original Lyric Trio” 
appear in the catalog for that year 
of the Talking Machine Company of 


Chicago. Numbered from 6000

BELL LEGENDS AND INSCRIPTIONS 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


In the church of St. Nicholas at 
Velill in Aragon was a bell measur- 
ing 30 ft. in circumference, which had 
on its sides two crosses, one east and 
one west. It is said that on certain 
occasions, the bell foretold great 
calamities months before they hap- 
= by beginning to ring by it- 
self. 


Because of the sacred character of 
bells in olden times, Justices of the 
Peace required dates to be shown on 
them, a custom. which prevailed in 
Ireland as late as 1882. A Justice of 
County Clare required a “bell-oath” 
te be sworn on every old “clog-orgha”, 
or golden bell. 

Most Japanese bells have serpents 
cn top of them. This comes from an 
old legend, that Kiyo, a geisha girl, 
enticed a priest away from his re- 
ligion. When he later returned and 
scorned her, she took revenge on him, 
by turning herself into a serpent and 
following him to the temple. When 
ke took refuge under the great bell, 
she was so angry that she climbed to 
the top of it, and stayed there until 
the great heat of her breath melted 
it down on his head, thus destroying 
priest, bell ¢nd herself. 


Another story is that a Chinese 
Emperor, angry at his repeated fail- 
ure to cast a sweet-toned perfect bell, 
decreed that he was to forfeit his life 
if the next attempt failed. 

His daughter Ko-aid, having been 
told that unless the blood of a maiden 
was mixed with the metal it would 
fail, threw herself into the molten 
metal, thus saving her father’s life. 


When the bell was finished and 
cool, the sound was perfect, but it is 
said that the deep boom was followed 
by a wailing sound, which sounded 
like the word “hsiek” or shoe, after 
every stroke. 

As one of the bystanders attempted 
to save her as she leaped, her shoe 
came off in his hand, and the sound 
is believed to be Ko-aid calling for her 
shoe. 

In 1499, when an old woman came 
every evening to say her prayers in 
the Chapel in Valencia, she could 
hear the sad tone of a bell, beneath 
her knees as she knelt. Upon investi- 
gating, a large bell was found to- 
gether with the image of the Virgin, 
which was thought to have been 
buried during some war to preserve 
it.

0,” “No, No, ’Tis You,” “Farewell, 
fy Cwn” and “The Bell Trio”—in 
other words, the same selections that 
he Edison catalog contained. 


Its no secret that the Chicago firm, 
thich later became Babson Brothers, 
the famous Edsion distributors 
‘dubbed” its record supply from Edi- 
son aid Columbia originals in addi- 
ion to making its own cylinders by 
‘the Xing of Coon Shouters,” Silas 
Leachman. Its Lyric Trio records 
onsecuently were only copies of those 
issue’ by Edison. The catalog men- 
ions Estella L. Mann as one of the 
ompany’s artists, but the only solo 
recor's listed by women are taken 
from Marguerite Newton’s Edisons 
and ]{innie Emmett’s Columbias. 


Still later I learned from Mr. Mann 
that his sister “was in her early 
hirti:s when she retired. My mem- 
ory is a bit foggy, however, as to the 
exact year. She did no church or 
solo work thereafter. My mother was 
quite a care in her old age, and she 
absor ed most of my sister’s time. My 
mother died in her 87th year.” 


So there ends the story of the 
caree’ of Estella Mann. Gifted with 
a beautiful voice and the courage and 
determination to organize her own 
phonograph company and to under- 
take the grueling task of making rec- 
ads to order by the round, she was 
self-sacrificing enough to give up her 
areer aS a young woman and spend 
most of her many remaining years, 
ministering to the needs of her moth- 
e’. And then she herself died at the 
advanced age of 75. 


It is impossible for me to repress 
a feeling of sadness at the way most 
of the life story of Estella Mann must 
temain obscure. I don’t like to think 
of the destruction of all the wax cyl- 
inders that once contained the impress 
of her voice but now no longer exist. 
So accomplished and courageous an 
artist deserved a better fate. 

But I have one surprise for her 
brother, whose courteous help I have 
so much appreciated. While I was 
assembling the notes for this article, 
I found in my card index a list of 
seven-inch Zonophone records which 
Someone offered to sell me at some 
time in the past. I wish I had kept 
the owner’s name, but I didn’t. How- 
ever, one of the records is No. 9461, 
‘The Prince of Peace’—and it is 
sung by Miss Estella Mann. This 
shows that her brother, who was only 
about twenty when she gave up mak- 
Ing records, was mistaken in his be- 
lief that she never sang for discs. 
Since she sang at least this one Zono- 
phone, of the “etched” type issued 
around 1900, she may have made 
more. JI hope she did, and that they 
will be brought to light. 


Scratchy and imperfect as were 
hose early discs, it is well worth 
Knowing that the recorded voice of 
stella Mann still exists. I only wish 
lhad bought the record when it was

A NEW ALBUM 
OF BANJO RECORDS 
BY FRED VAN EPS 


Millions of record buyers have ac- 
claimed Fred Van Eps as one of the 
greatest banjoists who has ever lived. 
Now there’s a pleasant surprise for 
admirers of this noted player. Mr. 
Van Eps, whose life story will be 
told later in “Favorite Pioneer Re- 
cording Artists”, and whose address 
is R. D. 2, Plainfield, New Jersey, has 
made a new album of six recordings, 
which he is issuing under the “Five 
String Banjo” label. |Accompani- 
ments are by his son, Robert, a bril- 
liant pianist. 


Included in the six selections are 
“Maple Leaf Rag”, Scott Joplin’s 
masterpiece which Rudi Blesh and 
Harriet Janis declare in “They All 
Played Ragtime” to be the greatest 
ragtime composition; James Scott’s 
“Ragtime Oriole”, which they rate al- 
most as highly; Percy Wenrich’s 
“Smiler Rag”; Felix Arndt’s “Nola”; 
“Dell Oro” and Moszkowski’s 
“Bolero.” They are splendidly re- 
corded and played in the masterly 
style that has always been typical of 
Van Eps. 


These records probably make Mr. 
Van Eps the champion long-distance 
recording artist. He began in 1897 
when he was in his teens, and he’s 
still at it 55 years later. If this al- 
bum meets with the success it de- 
serves he undoubtedly will issue 
others. Meanwhile, he has a large 
business, manufacturing radio equip- 
ment at Plainfield.

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WHEN JEWELRY CAME OF AGE 


With the dawn of the Middle ages, 
the barbarian tradition of form and 
pattern in jewelry came to an end, 
and jewelry took its place as one of 
the many industrial arts, fostered 
first in the monastic workshops for 
the service of the church, and then by 
the jewelers of the towns. Our knowl- 
edge of this, at the same time, comes 
from different sources. 

After Carolingian times, the custom 
of burying jewels with the dead de- 
clined, but with the development of 
graphic and plastic art more and 
more jewels were represented in 
painting and sculpture, and with the 
simultaneous development of a settled 
society, more and more jewels were 
described in wills and inventories. 

The brooch continued to be the most 
characteristic ornament but the 
Roman safety pin type became a 
thing of the past. The mediaeval 
brooch is nearly always a ring-brooch, 
the pin being held in position by the 
pull of the material through which it 
passes. The ring form was modified 
in endless ways. It might be partly 
filled in, as on the great Eagle brooch 
at the Mainz Museum—a gold dec- 
orated piece with cloisonne enamel in 
translucent greens and blues, tur- 
quoise, white and yellows. Or this 
type may be’ formed as a wreath or 
a heart or in more fantastic shapes. 

The other characteristic mediaeval 
jewel is the reliquary or devotional 
pendant, chased or enamelled with reli- 
gious subjects, often set in an archi- 
tectural frame. Thus, through form 
and design, jewelry became more a 
part of dress, and by the 14th and 
15th centuries, was found in belts and 
chaplets, hair nets and necklaces, and 
sewn into garments themselves. The 
personal motto of the wearer was 
often inscribed upon these jewels.

With the Renaissance the link be- 
tween jewelry and costume became 
still closer. On occassions of cere- 
mony, the whole dress was sewn with 
jewels, as many portraits of the 16th 
century illustrate. A new class of 
artificers in metal came into being, 
whose only concern was with such 
small objects as jewels. From here 
on, a gradual loss of plastic qualities 
is noticeable, compensated by an in- 
creasing skill in the cutting and dis- 
play of gems. 











At the same time the development 
of the art of engraving, and the publi- 
cation by this process of designs for 
jewels, helped to standardize their 
patterns throughout Europe. Both 
these developments, however, were 
gradual, and the designs of Renais- 
sance jewels show no lack of individ- 
ual fancy. Very often the outstand- 
ing appointment of Renaissance dress 
is an oddly formed gem or baroque 
pearl. 

The Reformation and the classical 
revival combined to bring the religious

symbolism of mediaeval jewel cesign 
to an end. Only in Italy and Spain 
did the mediaeval reliquary type 
survive. A new class of portrait 
jewels came into being, and thousands 
of jewelled cases of extraordinary 
beauty were made to contain po*trait 
miniatures. 

If we look to the 17th and 18th 
centuries, another change is evident, 
At that time, jewels ceased to be 
works of art with some idea or fancy 
to express, and they became mere 
personal ornaments, beautiful in line 
and material but without any deeper 
significance. Many improvements 
were made in technique—the art of 
gem cutting was developed to a high 


degree, and by the middle of the 17t¥ 


century, brilliant cutting had almos 
superseded the older table cut die 
mond. Enamellers produced painted 
flower enamels in rich variety, as well 
as enamels in such delicate techniques 
as Email en resille sur verre, of 
which the ground is not metal bu 
glass. Jewelers learned to mass their 
gems and to set them with great light- 
ness and elegance in leafy settings of 
gold and silver. With the develop- 
ment of this style, which in a modified 
form still influences modern jewelry 
design, the forms of jewels tended to 
become stereotyped. The character 
istic jewel of the 18th century is the 
parure: earrings and brooch, necklace 
or clasp, and ring and _ sometimes 
shoulder brooches or buckles, all t 
match, set with diamonds alone, or in 
combination with rubies, topazes, sap- 
phires or emeralds. 

While the origins of jewelry are 
lost in the mists of antiquity, there 
are few branches of craftsmanship in 
which the characteristics of a perioi 
are more clearly expressed than in 
the jewel boxes of its people.

The Ring of Gyges 


There is a legend of Rags to Riches 
which has been handed down to us by 
Nizami, the famous Persian poet, 
who died in 1209. The story involves 
a ring which appears to be a very 
close version of the ring of Gyges. 

It is said that a hot vapor once 
ruptured the ground, and in the 
earth’s opening there appeared a 
hollow horse of tin and copper with 
a large fissure in its side. A shep- 
herd, tending his flock, came upon 
the chasm and went down to investi- 
gate. There, in the hollow horse, he 
discovered an old man asleep, with a 
gold ring on his finger. The allure of 
the gold proved too much for him, 
and he took it off the old man’s 
finger. 

Next morning he went to his mas- 
ter to ask him what was the value 
of this ring, and during his visit he 
made an astonishing discovery. By 
turning the seal of the ring toward 
his palm, he could make himself in- 
visible. Being a _ resourceful young 
shepherd, he decided to make the 
most of this delightful turn of events. 

















‘His first step was to gain access 


to the palace and particularly 
to the council chamber, where he 
could eavesdrop with profit. When 
the nobles left the chamber, he turned 
the ring around, seal facing up, and 
revealed himself to the king, declar- 
ing himself a prophet. The king at 
once took him as his minister, and 
later on, the shepherd became king. 
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_ The Diamond 


An experiment was once tried with 
a black diamond from Borneo. A 
famous diamond cutter, Gallais, 
wore out a steel wheel and a large 
quantity of ordinary diamond powder 
without making the least impression 
on its surface. It lost none of its 
roughness, althought loaded with a 
considerable weight, and heated al- 
most to whiteness by the rubbing of 
the wheel which revolved with so 
much velocity that a continual shower 
of sparks was thrown out during the 
operation. 

For a long time the mines of India 
held the monoply of the diamond 
market of the world. Later Brazil 
added its production which often had 
a slight yellowish tint. The Star of 
the South, however, came from Brazil 
where it was discovered in July 1853, 
with a weight of 254% carats, and it 
appeared perfectly limpid and with- 
out any tint. The cutting of it re- 
duced its weight to about half the 
original. 

In 1891 Lord Randolph Churchill 
gave a most interesting account of a 
visit to the diamond mines of Kimber- 
ley in South Africa. After going 
through mountain and valley scenery 
hardly to be surpassed in beauty, the 
external appearance of Kimberley 
was a disappointment, and gave no 
indication of its fame or wealth. 
When diamonds were first discovered 
in that region some twenty years pre- 
viously the thousands of persons who 
quickly settled there did so in the usual 
rough and primitive manner of the 
mining towns, never dreaming but 
that the yield of diamonds would be of 
short duration, which has been proved 
to be exactly the reverse in this case. 

The De Beers Company repre- 
sented the amalgamated interests of 
their own, Kimberley, Bultfontein, Du 
Toits Pan, and many other smaller 
mines, and had been organized over 
almost insurmountable difficulties 
and opposition by Cecil Rhodes. The 
company’s operations were stupen- 
dous for between 1888 and March of 
1890 some two million five hundred 
thousand carats of diamonds had been 
taken out. However, it has been the 
policy of the company to restrict the 
production of diamonds to the quanti- 
ty the world could absorb. Thus, 
when we hear in these modern times 
that if the value of the diamond were 
not held at the proper level, the aver- 
age price would be about $3.00 a 
carat, we find it difficult to believe. 

Gardner Williams, an eminent min- 
ing engineer who was general man- 
ager of the concern in its early days, 
and who knew more about diamonds 
than any other man, said: “I have 
been frequently asked, ‘What is your 
theory of the original crystallization 
of the diamond?’ And my answer has 
always been, ‘ I have none.’ All that 
can be said is that, in some unknown 
manner, carbon, which existed deep 
down in the internal regions of the 
earth, was changed from its black 
and univiting appearance to the most 
beautiful gem that ever saw the light 
of day.” —I. G.

NATIONAL MUSEUM OF RACING, INC. 


The National Museum of Racing 
which opened its doors to the public, 
August 6, 1951, is located in Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., where flat rac- 
ing by thoroughbred horses has flour- 
ished since 1864. The Museum, the 
only one of its kind in the United 
States, is housed in the picturesque, 
City-owned Casino in Congress Park, 
formerly owned and operated in the 
early years of the present century, 
by the Prince of Gamblers, Richard 
(Dick) Canfield. 

The museum’s charter of incorpor- 
ation was granted by the Board of 
Regents for and in behalf of the Edu- 
cation Department of the State of 
New York, October 20, 1950. The 
purpose of the project, as set forth 
in its charter, is to establish a suit- 
able repository for flat racing memor- 
abilia, including paintings and prints 
of famed American race horses, cups, 
statuettes and other relics associated 
with the history and development of 
horseracing and the breeding of the 
thcroughbred. Also to promote a 
code of ethics in both racing and 
breeding. The Corporation is a non- 
stock organization and is in no way, 
whatever, a money making enter- 
prise. Since its opening there has 
been no admission charge to the ex- 
hibition. 1ts maintenance and sup- 
port is entirely dependent upon var- 
ious forms of membership dues and 
contributions from interested sports- 
men, 

Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, 
distinguished owner and breeder of 
equine “greats”, is President of the 
Museum and from its inception has 
shown an untiring interest in its 
steady development. He is ably as- 
sisted by a Board of Trustees which 
includes the names of such important 
men in the racing world as Mr. Whit- 
ney’s brother, John Hay Whitney, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, George D. 


Widener, F. Skiddy Von Stade, and 
Walter M. Jeffords. Two prominent 
sports writers, Grantland Rice and 
William H. Corum, are also members 
of the Board. 

During the spring months of 1951, 
through the influential efforts of Mr. 
Whitney and his associates, which 
involved voluminous correspondence 
and countless interviews, gifts and 
loans of priceless oil paintings, old 
prints and photographs of the coun- 
try’s outstanding racers, cups, bronzes 
and valuable documents pertaining 
to the sport, arrived at the Museum 
to be placed on exhibition. On the 
day of the opening, the placing and 
the hanging of the collection had been 
completed. On the walls of the dis- 
play gallery, beautiful paintings of 
celebrated horses of an earlier day 
were to be seen, including Priam, 
Tranby, Lexington, Fashion, Iroquois, 
Firenzi and Longfellow. These are 
magnificent representations of the 
art of truly great American painters, 
viz., Troye, Ferneley and Delattre. 
Renowned racers of a later day, 
Proctor, Knott, Salvator, Tenny, Dom- 
ino, appear in oils, as do the remark- 
able Man O’War, in repose and in 
action, Sir Barton, Broomstick, 
Equipoise, Stymie, Assault, Gallant 
Fox, Twenty Grand, Artful and last 
but not least, that staunch old cam- 
paigner, Exterminator. Of the cups 
on display, there are among others, 
two won by Man O’War, as a 3 year 
old. What is perhaps the most inter- 
esting single item on exhibit, is a 
porringer, dating back to 1668 and 
regarded as the first authentic rac- 
ing trophy awarded in what later be- 
came the United States. The por- 
ringer is on loan from Yale Uni- 
versity. 

From the date of opening, up to 
November 1, 1951, upwards of 17,000 
visitors registered at the Museum. 


Every State in the Union was repre 
sented as were many foreign coup. 
tries. Mr. Whitney, according t» his 
repeated statement plans ultimately 
to build or purchase permanent jead. 
quarters for the Museum, which 
doubtless will be in the City of Sara. 
toga Springs — a logical choice for 
the reason that it has the oldest 
operating race track in America dat- 
ing back to 1864. Every member of 
the Board of Trustees is deeply inter. 
ested in the furtherance of Mr. Whit- 
ney’s plans for the future of the Mu 
seum. He is fully aware that it will 
be a matter of a year or two befor 
his ambition for the Museum will be 
realized. He has pointed out that, as 
with all institutions of this type, 
progress will at first be slow but he 
seems confident that in the end a 
Museum will be established which, of 
its kind, will not be rivaled anywher 
in this country. 

Mr. Whitney’s art consultant is Mr. 
E. J. Rousuck of the well known firm 
of Scott & Fowles of New York City. 
Mr. Rousuck and a Screening Com- 
mittee pass upon all objects of art be 
fore they are accepted for the Muse 
um. Once accepted, he has complete 
charge of hanging the rare paintings 
and prints. On Mr. Whitney’s staff, 
in addition to Mr. Rousuck, is M1. 
Clarence H. Knapp, former Mayor of 
Saratoga Springs, who acts as Cur 
ator and Publicist of the Museum. 

The local Chamber of Commerce 
and the City of Saratoga Springs, 
through its governing Commission, 
have shown a fine spirit in assisting 
in every way in their power toward 
making the new project a success.

Churchill allows himself in writing 
official communications—the use of 
the word “pray” when most satiate 
would write “please.” 

“Pray let me have a report, on a 
single piece of paper,” is one of his 
favorite notations.

A reporter once asked Churchill to 
define the word “diplomacy.” He 
answered that it could best be ex- 
plained with a Lord Beaconsfield 
yarn. An influential politico asked 
Disraeli to obtain a baronetcy for 
him. The statesman turned him 
down without at all hurting his feel- 
ings. After explaining he was un- 
able to give the baronetcy, Disraeli 
added: 

“T can do something for you that 
is even better... . 

The politico wondered what the 
great man had in mind. 

“You can tell your friends that I 
offered you a baronetcy,” explained 
Disraeli, “and that you refused it.”

Indicative of Churchill’s vigorous 
pleasure in life is his delight in rid- 
ing, always his favorite sport and one 
at which he was expert when younger. 

“Don’t give your son money,” he 
counsels parents. “Give him horses. 
No one came to grief, except honor- 
able grief, through riding. No hour 
of life is lost that is spent in the 
saddle. Young men have often been 
ruined through owning horses or 
backing them, but never through rid- 
ing them. Unless, of course, they 
break their necks, which taken at a 
gallop, is a very good death to die.”

During the war, when members of 
the cabinet had to submit their 
speeches to the Prime Minister for 
approval, one minister submitted a 
speech that was very hastily and 
carelessly put together. After wad- 
ing through the speech, Churchill 
drily remarked to a secretary:

CAR COLLECTION 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Cer collecting, according to Tommy 
Protsman, is “America’s fastest 
growing hobby.” And probably the 
mos popular place for fanciers in 
Atlenta, Georgia, on a Sunday after- 
noo:. is his back-yard museum, or 10- 
car garage, which holds the second 
largest car collection in the South, 
consisting of nine cars and a 
brovgham left over from horse-and- 
bugxy days. 

P:otsman began collecting cars two 
yeais ago, acquiring his first on a 
trip through Ohio. This ‘was a 1914 
Model T Ford touring car, which had 
shiny brass lamps that had to be 
lighted with a match. 

The second was a 1913 Model T, 
which he found in Thomaston, 
Georgia. This was used for special 
occasions and parades, while F. D. R. 
lived in Warm Springs. Taking on 
the job of reviving a defunct auto, 
which barely cranked, had no tires, 
and crumpled fenders, was a bigger 
job than he realized, but after eleven 
months of hard work the results were 
worth it, for it looks like new. 

The prize Ford in his collection is 
a two-cylinder, 1905 model, which he 
bought in Courtland, New York. This 
was in pretty good shape, but still 
cost over $1000 to get it, together 
with the affidavit that it once be- 
longed to Henry Ford. The motor, 
(No. 68), is under the front seat. It 
has a right hand drive, and a back 
door. 

His 1909 Maxwell came from New 
England, and the 1907 Cadillac a one- 
cylinder job, with a left-hand crank 
at the side of the seat, came from 
Fitzgerald, Georgia. Before cranking 
this, Protsman primes the petcock on 
the top of the cylinder with gas, and 
when the little car with the polished 
brass and new upholstery starts, she 
does a neat shimmy. 

Protsman is a member of the Auto- 
mobile Clab of America, of which 
James Melton is president, and of the 
Horseless Carriage Club. 

Five early models were assembled 
in Atlanta, the most popular being 
the Hanson. American cars have had 
some odd names such as the Seven 
Little Buffalos, and Car-Nation. 

His ambition is to found a museum 
for the State of Georgia, and if this 
becomes possible, will see to it that 
some of his four-wheeled curiosities 
are there for the public to enjoy.

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GOLDEN JUBILEE 


of Auto Association 


The American Automobile Associ- 
ation was founded in Chicago on 
March 4, 1902, by nine pioneer auto- 
mobile clubs. This association now 
has more than 3,500,000 members and 
includes 750 affiliated clubs. 

On March 4, 1952, in commemoration 
of the birthday of the association, 
choice ancient automobiles in the 
Chicago area were brought out for 
parade. 

These antique autos, eight in all, 
found the going a little difficult as 
they chugged through Chicago’s snow 
on the anniversary date. The run was 
comparatively short—from the Drake 
Hotel to the Main Post Office. All 
but one of the eight cars made the 
run under their own power. A 1904 
Oldsmobile found the going a little 
too tough and had to be towed by a 
1909 Gleason. 

Pete Mays, a Studebaker employee 
for 54 years drove one of the oldest 
cars in the parade, a Studebaker 
Electric model of 1902. The other 
1902 car in the parade was a Rambler 
model. : 

One car was equipped with narrow 
solid rubber tires. It kept getting 
stuck in the street car tracks and had 
to be helped out by the escorting 
motorcycle policeman and tow trucks. 
Two cars, a 1910 Brush and a 1911 
Schact just managed to get through 
their exercises. After it was all 
over they had to be towed to the 


Museum of Science and Industry 
which supplied most of the cars in 
the parade. 

Probably the car that ‘won the most 
admiration and respect from the es- 
corters and the public was the 1913 
Stanley Steamer. It chugged right 
along and seemed to give the least 
trouble of all. A 1907 Cadillac was 
also much admired for the good 
service that it rendered while on 
show. 

The climax of the day was arrival 
at the post office. Here Postmaster 
John Haderlein presided at the issu- 
ance of a commemorative stamp for 
the jubilee. He remarked that it was 
the first stamp ever issued in pro- 
motion of traffic safety. At this 
writing no totals are at hand on the 
first day sales. It was thought a 
record would be broken with 600,000 
approximately the total. 


Walter S. Austin of Los Angeles, 
one of the two surviving pioneers 
who founded the A.A.A., attended the 
dinner and reception, which featured 
the old cars, klaxon horns, and other 
antique devices of the automobile. 


Colonel Willard Chevalier of New 
York City, executive vice president 
of the McGraw Hill Publishing Com- 
pany, addressed the group on the sub- 
ject of highway transportation at a 
Founder Day dinner in which 400 
persons participated.

We are wont to associate only lith- 
ographs with N. Currier, or as the 
firm later expanded, with Currier & 
Ives. It may, therefore, not be out 
of place to call attention to an in- 
teresting steel engraving which was 
published in 1838 by N. Currier at 
his location, 2 Spruce Street. The 
plate mark of the engraving measures 
6% by 7% inches. A border of flor- 
iated scrolls enriched by animals and 
birds, a swan, peacock, eagle, owl, 
deer, squirrel, etc. surrounds the 
prominent parts of the engraving. 
These are the medallions of Martha 
and George Washington, side by side, 
exquisitely done in stipple, with a 
laurel wreath above, enclosing a five- 
pointed star. Below the medallions is 
a square with lopped-off corners con- 
taining in finely engraved italics a 
biographical account of George and 
Martha Washington in 42 lines. At 
the bottom flanked by the ends of 
the border is an oval showing the line 
engraving of the Mount Vernon resi- 
dence of Washington, according to 
the legend underneath. Signatures, 
faintly engraved beneath the border 
are, at the left: “Portraits Engd. by 
G. F. Storm” and at the right: 
“Border &c by T. Pollock.” Under 
the pictorial oval is the following 
minutely engraved inscription: “En- 
tered according to Act of Congress 
in the year 1838 by G. E. Storm & T. 
Pollock in the Clerks office of the 
District Court of Massachusetts.” 
Way at the bottom, but still within 
the plate mark we read: “Pub. By N. 
Currier, 2 Spruce St.” 

G. F. Storm, born in England, came 
to Philadelphia about 1834. Al- 
though he remained not many years in 
the States he engraved a considerable 
number of American portraits which 
established his reputation as an ad- 
mirable engraver of portraits in 
stipple. Skill in etching has also 
been named as one of his accomplish- 
ments. 

Less seems to be known of T. Pol- 
lock, 'who engraved portraits in line 
in Providence, Rhode Island. It has 
been conjectured that later he _ be- 
came a member of the firm of Pol-

lock and Doty, engravers in New 
York. 

Thus we find our knowledge of the 
early endeavors of N. Currier en- 
riched by an interesting and ap- 
parently unique item, and hope that 
it may be a stimulus to bring ferth 


additional data which is needed to 
dispel the mist hovering about the 
inception of an establishment for dis- 
seminating quaint and robust art 
which came to dominate the Amer! 
can home for the larger part of the 
nineteenth century. 
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A Currier Book Illustration 


Charles Dickens edited the mem- 
oirs of Joseph Grimaldi (1779-1837), 
peloved English clown and comedian 
of italian parentage. A contempor- 
ary critic wondered why; after all, 
Dickens never knew Grimaldi. Dick- 
ens was ready with an answer: he 
wondered, in return, how close an in- 
timecy had Lord Braybrooke with 
Samuel Pepys. 

The book was published in Eng- 
land early in 18388. An American edi- 
tion followed in the same year: 

“Memoirs of Joseph Grimaldi, 
edited by “Boz.” Embellished with a 
Portrait. New York: William H. 
Colver, 104 Beekman-Street. 1833.” 
12 o0., pp. X, 25-232. I-X contains 
Title, Introductory Chapter (sub- 
scrived: Doughty-Street, February, 
1838.”), Contents. The second sheet 
or signature is missing in the Amer- 
ican. edition. The body of the book 
starts ‘with p. 25, having the signa- 
ture number 3 at the bottom of the 
page. 














GRIMALDI by N. Currier 





The frontispiece is a lithograph of 
Joseph Grimaldi, signed; “N. Cur- 
rier’s Lith.” 

Edward Morrill & Son, 144 King- 
ston Street, Boston, Mass., devoted 
their Catalogue No. 6, to American 
Children’s Books. Item No. 972 is 
headed: An Unrecorded Currier. They 
describe it as follows: “972. Satirical 
Hits on the People’s Education. 8 
full-page lithograph plates by N. 
Currier. 12 mo, original black cloth, 
98 pp. New York, 1839. $20.00.” 

First edition of this is This Biting 
and Relentless Criticism of American 
School Methods of the Time. We can 
find no record of these plates by Cur- 
rier in any bibliography or work on 
Currier and Ives. Though no 
author’s name appears, the copyright 
notice is in the name of J. Orville 
Taylor.

A rare chromolithograph of Bath, Penna. 


While I have the readers attention 
for obviously -he is interested in od- 
dities in the print world, otherwise 
he would not have read thus far, 
this is not a Currier, but a rare im- 
print of Bath, Pennsylvania — there 
is very little known about this 
picture, consequently there is not 
enough material to formulate an ar- 
ticle concerning it—hence this hodge 
podge method of dragging it on be- 
hind, not unlike Little Bo Peep’s 
sheep. Nevertheless it is of suf- 
ficient interest to bring. it to all 
print lover’s notice for perhaps in 
this 'way, we can find out more about 
John Hailer, Northampton County, 
Bath, Pa., the man responsible for 
drawing and publishing this odd, 
amusing but quite true chromolitho- 


raph. 

This broadside showing in circular 
design, about 13 inches in diameter, 
a well-arranged chromolithograph en- 
titled “The Way of Good & Evil” 
where two roads show the progress of 
life. On the left, from youth to bawdy 
house, inn, prison, the gallows and 
finally hellfire where a devil invit- 
ingly stands with pitch fork in hand. 
At the right, past a peaceful dwell- 
ing house, school and church, the 
road leads to a college buiiding, sur- 
mounted by an American flag and 
without further complications, but 
devoid of all excitement, directly to 
the gate of heaven where angels are 
in attendance as a reception com- 
mittee The interesting aspect of life 
is decidedly on the left. Whatever 
choice you take, the picture is gaudy 
in color and also printed on the 
bottom center of the circle is “Entered 
according to Act of Congress in the 
year 1862 by John Hailer in the Clerk 
Office of the District Court of the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, 
Drawn & Published by John Hailer, 


Bath, Northampton Co., Penn.” 

After spending several days in and 
around the charming small town of 
Bath, Pa., searching out the oldest 
folk who still might remember some- 
thing at least of the Hailer printery 
— we came away happy to have met 
many delightful, wholesome persons 
— but unfortunately no information 
about our print or printer. 

However, all was not lost: we de- 
cided to put a short paragraph or two 
ef query in Bath’s small eight paged 
newspaper and received the follow- 
ing amusing results, from various 
folks: “Mr. John Hailer was not 
mythical. The son of this printer, 
another John, died in 1932. The Hail- 
ers were people of some substance at 
one time and owned a series of small 
tanneries, situated in Bath. This son, 
John, inherited his father’s estate 
finally, which was made up almost 
entirely of stocks and bonds — which 
turned out to be just paper of a very 
fine quality — a thing which poor 
son John was not able to take—conse- 
quently, he leaned towards the left 
path. He began by pickling himself 
royally (and as the native of Bath 
went on) when his veins became 100% 
proof, his poor old heart finally quit 
and no plumber around knew how to 
install a new set of valves to handle 
alcohol, so the undertaker got him in 
1932.. 

“This poor John Hailer (evidently 
son of our printer) after living a com- 
fortable life, in a well-to-do manner, 
died in indescribable squalor and 
filth. When his friends called upon 
him they carried with them a copy 
of the daily newspaper, under the 
guise of a gift, which they threw 
upon the chair before sitting down. 
If Mr. Hailer was near the wood box 
he used it for a receptacle for the 
juice of the chewing tobacco that he

used in such quantity and of such 
quality that it put one in mind of an 
abandoned straw stack. The 
kitchen was a delight to behold in 
that the objects on the table defied 
all laws of gravity. They should have 
fallen off but didn’t because the 
dirt probably acted as a binder be- 
tween the various objects to keep 
them on. 

“Some folks related, that somewhere 
about on the property of John Hailer 
was buried quite a vast sum of mon- 
ey, evidently placed there by our 
elusive printer — persons were seen 
digging here and there but nothing 
has ever come of it, that we have 
learned to date. 

“One friend of Hailer influenced 
him to believe that all his troubles 
could be based on one thing and that 
was “your house is fer-hexed and we 
most of the trouble—SOooooo, our 
fore it is too late.” So in delving 
through the attic a copy of the book 
entitled “Seventh Book of Moses” 
came to light — on this was blamed 
most of the trouble—SOooooo, our 
cleaner-upper proceeded by taking 
this book with him saying that the 
book had to be destroyed by the in- 
cantation of certain mystical words 
which ‘would cause the book to go up 
in a whisp of flame taking the curse 
of the Hailer family and house with 
it. Also it was related this man of 
hexeri informed him that a witch 
was holding up the entire final 
cleansing of his house of its curse, 
so that the next female who darkened 
his doorway, would be a witch, and 
she should be allowed to enter and 
in this way she would remove the 
lingering bits of curses. After this 
he was advised to clean the entire 
house but it was not to involve the 
use of soap and water! 

“In putting all these bits together, 
we finally learned that a local pas- 
tor’s wife turned out to be the un- 
fortunate witch. She being a woman 
of great strength of character and 
persistence, was making her usual 
call of kindness and gifts of food 
stuffs. She knocked upon the door 
but was not received promptly with 
eagerness as was the case in all 
previous visits, so in her persistence,

A Currier and Ives 
in a Buddhist Temple 


The late Rudolf P. Hommel, author 
of “China at Work” relates the fol- 
lowing: “A singular distinction has 
been accorded to a copy of the well 
known Currier and Ives folio depict- 
ing the Brooklyn Bridge. Among a 
lot of marine trumpery, some models 
of boats, archaistic symbols of Pose- 
idon, and distressing Buddhist pictures, 
it holds an honored place in an Ex-voto 
Hall in the temple precinct of the fam- 
ous Kompira Shrine in the town of 
Kotchira, Shikoku Island, Japan. 
About 9,000,000 pilgrims come every 
year to pay homage to the Buddhist 
divinity Kompira, the patron saint of 
seamen and travelers. The main tem- 
ple was founded early in the ninth 
century by Kobo Daishi, the most 
famous of all Japanese Buddhist 
saints. Near the Ex-voto Hall with 
the Currier and Ives picture, stands 
the life-size figure of a bronze 
horse with a tail spreading like a 
pleated skirt. To touch it holds 
promise to the credulous and ailing 
for good fortune and health. In con- 
sequence the nose of the bizarre 
bronze horse is half gone from being 
rubbed by the host of pilgrims. And 
as they continue their pious round 
and gaze upon the much faded litho- 
graph of the Brooklyn Bridge, we may 
well wonder what the effect of it 
is which their inscrutable faces do 
not betray.”

THE GIRL SKIPPING ROPE BANK 


In placing the Girl Skipping Rope 
Bank in 7th position in the numerical 
classification of mechanical banks 
based on desirability and rarity, the 
writer expects that a number of col- 
lectors will question the ranking of 
this bank. It is to be admitted that 
there are certainly rarer banks which

are also quite desirable that would on 
the surface seem to be logically ahead 
of the Girl Skipping Rope. As example, 
Roller Skating, Springing Cat, Circus 
Bank, Giant, Old Woman in the Shoe, 
Sportsman’s Bank, and Little Red 
Riding Hood. However, there is no 
other bank that rates over the Girl

rope — a sure sign of spring — embodied in this old mechanical bank 


Skipping Rope as being a “must” in 
any collection of mechanical banks. 
Furthermore, this bank in the past 
few years has increased in monetary 
value far ahead of many other rare 
banks. Then, too, it has become in- 
creasingly scarce over the same per- 
iod as more collectors have come into 
the field. The writer in placing the 
bank so high has tried not to be in- 
fluenced by personal opinion or favor- 
itism. 

The bank was designed and _ pat- 
ented by Mr. J. H. Bowen of Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania, May 20, 1890. 
It was manufactured by the Stevens 
Company in Cromwell, Connecticut. 
Some years ago the writer was for- 
tunate enough to talk to several men 
who had helped to make this bank in 
the Stevens foundry and found they 
had more difficulty with it than any 
bank they had ever manufactured due 
to the involved casting of the enclo- 
sure covering the mechanism. This 
was due to the problem of having the 
metal flow properly into the mold, 
necessary to make the _ two-piece 
curved intricate casting. . 


The bank was obtained from an 
antique dealer in Albany, New York, 
some years back and is original 
throughout and in perfect working 
condition. It is painted in bright 
colors, the base being red, green, yel- 
low and gold, and the girl’s dress is 
painted yellow and green. It operates 
as follows: the coin is inserted, as 
shown, by the squirrel, then a key 
which winds up the mechanism is in- 
serted just above the squirrel. The 
lever located between the girl and the 
mechanism is pressed and the follow- 
ing action takes places: the coin auto- 
matically drops in the bank, the rope 
revolves, the girl moves up and down, 
each leg moves back and forth real- 
istically, and at the same time her 
head turns from side to side. The 
whole action is quite realistic and it 
is the most mechanical of all the 
banks. 

Very few of the mechanical banks 
were made for girls only and obviovs- 
ly the Girl Skipping Rope comes into 
this category. Originally this bank 
was called the Jumping Rope Bank 
and it is listed as such in one of the 
old Stevens’ catalogs. However, for 
some years now it has come to 2 
called the Girl Skipping Rope Bank.

WHEN SILVER WAS A CULT 


The cult of which we speak was 
brought about by the many Romans 
who collected and appreciated silver 
plate. Technical names for various 
kinds of reliefs were in common use, 
weights were recorded and compared 
and ostentatiously exaggerated. Large 
quantities of bullion came to Rome 
from the spoils of Greece and Asia in 
the 2nd century B.C., and the Roman 
author, Pliny, writes that even in re- 
publican times there were more than 
150 silver dishes in the city, of a hun- 
dred weight apiece. It is known that 
the Emperor Claudius had a slave 
who alone possessed a five-hundred 
weight dish. Weights of vessels are 
often found marked on their bases. 

About the 4th century B.C., the 
fashion of ornamenting silver vessels 
with relief was revived, and this type 
of work remained the usual mode of 
decoration until the end of the Roman 
Empire. Various fabrics of molded 
pottery correspond to the successive 
styles of metalware. A silver vase in 
the British Museum, bearing a frieze 
of chariots between floral bands, is 
nearly a reflex of an earthenware 
Calene bowl of the 8rd century B.C. 
in the same collection. 

Pliny names Greek silversmiths 
whose work was valued highly at 
Rome, and laments the disappearance 
of the art in his own day. He must 
refer only to its quality, for Roman 
silverware has been abundantly pre- 
served. Many rich hoards in modern 
collections were buried by design 
during the tumultuous last centuries 
of the ancient world, and the most 
sumptuous, the Boscoreale treasure, 
was accidentally saved by the same 
voleanic catastrophe that destroyed 
Herculaneum and killed Pliny. This 
treasure—108 pieces—is mostly in the 
Louvre. A hardly inferior hoard of 
70 pieces, found at Hildesheim, and 
housed in the museum of Berlin, also 
belongs to the early empire. 

Cups and jugs of Augustan style 
are usually covered with ornament in 
high relief. The subjects are diverse: 
historical, mythological and mystic 
scenes, formal and naturalistic de- 
signs of flowers and foliage, graceful 
studies of animals and birds. 

Prior to Roman times, when the 
period of transition from the Bronze 
to the Iron Age took place, the silver 
world was more or less poverty strick- 
en. The period was not favorable to 
wealth or art, and the only consider- 
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able pieces of plate that have come 
from Greece are the embossed and en- 
graved silver bowls made by the 
Phoenicians. Most of them bear 
elaborate pictorial designs of Egyp- 
tian or Assyrian character, and are 





How- 


evidently foreign to Greece. 
ever, some simpler types, decorated 


with rows of animals in relief or 
wrought in the shape of conventional 
flower bowls, can hardly be distin- 
guished from the first Hellenic pro- 
ducts. Early Greek work is rare in- 
deed. A severe and elegant silver 
bowl in the Metropolitan Museum of 
New York, represents the flower type 
in its finest style. It is cast and 
chased, and probably belongs to the 
5th century B.C. Other pieces of the 
same age are simply molded, and no 
special kind of decoration seems to 
have been developed for work in pre- 
cious metals. 

Silver vases and toilet instruments 
have been found beside the more com- 
mon bronze in Etruscan tombs. A 
chased powder box of the 4th century 
is in the Metropolitan Museum. The 
bronze reliefs of the archaic chariot in 
the same collection have their opulent 
counterparts in some hammered silver 
and electrum fragments in London, 
Munich and Perugia. 

However, all this is as nothing, 
relatively speaking, alongside the 
cult of silver which florished through- 
out all Rome. The love of riches, 
common to these people, extended to 
the development of a special feeling 
for silver and gold, and in fact, the 
glitter and glamor of all metals. 

Others have conventional fluting, 
petals or gadroons, Bacchic instru- 
ments and masks, embossed or en- 
graved wreaths, gilt or inlaid with

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DOLLS—DP’S—DIPLOMACY 


“Welcome to the Bavarian Muse- 
um” reads a little sign at the top of 
the stairway leading to the attic of 
Mrs. Frank Morse, Mankato, Minn. 
And what a welcome the visitor re- 
ceives. . 

There are paintings, hand carved 
trays and book ends, groups of steins, 
collections of pipes, hand carved cuck- 
oo clocks, hand carved. chorus of an- 
gels and many other priceless items 
of glass and china. 

But the collection of over 200 dolls 
is particularly outstanding. This col- 
lection had its start through the 


hunger of a German countess. 

Mrs. Morse lived in Munich a year 
while her husband was on duty as 
captain in the legal department of 
the U. S. army at the Nuremberg 


trials. One day, a German lady, 
dressed in a shabby fur coat came to 
the apartment of the American hop- 
ing to sell her “Puppen” for food. 
“A countess could be as hungry as a- 
peasant” and the meager diet of 
black bread, flesh and greens could 
become very monotonous. 

The little group of dolls offered 
for sale, consisting of a father, moth- 
er, son and daughter, were dressed in 
the garb of a typical Bavarian family; 
every detail of their dress was 
brought out With careful artistry. 
This family became the first of the 
many “Puppen” in Mrs. Morse’s 
growing family. 

On a second visit the countess 
whose ambition was to become a pup- 
peteer in America, brought another 
family dressed as natives of Gross 
Hesse of Frankfort — daughter and 
mother wearing numerous petticoats, 
short and full, with a tiny em- 
broidered heart on the bodice front. 
Soon a family from Black Forest 
joined the group. The little husband 
is dressed in a black suit, long coat 
and lots of buttons; the little wife 
quite gay with her yellow snood. 
From then on, Mrs. Morse was an 
ardent collector and began her search 
for dolls typical of all sections of 
Europe. 

In her search she visited the D. P. 
camps and the work shops established 
there through the efforts of the 
I R O. In 1947-48, the year she was 
in Bavaria, there were three million 
people in the D. P. camps — Poles, 
Serbs, Latvians, Lithuanians, Jugo- 
slavs, and many others. The U. S.

furnished the lion’s share of supplies 
for these camp work shops. These 
shops produced many beautiful ar- 
ticles in contrast to the conditions in 
which they were created. The D. P. 
camps did not kill the talent of the 
many who had no hopes for the 
future. _ They spent countless hours 
completing in minute detail, pictures 
of their homes and their home folks 
while dreaming of the pleasures of 
the past. Not one detail was omitted. 
Time was all these people had. Liv- 
ing from day to day they welcomed 
any task which would keep their 
hands busy and their talents alive. 
Time and talent created.the many 
exquisite tiny dolls of Mrs. Morse’s 
collection. 

_As the result of one of the first 
visits to a D. P. camp, a Lithuanian 
bride doll was added. This is one of 
the prize dolls of the group. 

Everything is hand made, the 


knitted tights, the hand woven w> 
skirt, the coronet of tiny scalline 
each row different, large full sleeve 
daintily embroidered, as are the 
apron streamers. The doll’s features 
and expression created with cloth and 
thread, are especially life-like. 

, Another doll of interest to the 
visitor is the Bavarian doll with the 
little Ledern Hosen, goat beard hat 
and hand carved horn. buttons with 
tiny figures of deer cut in relief, 
This outfit, is worn by the men and 


people. Here again we note the life 
like expression.’ There is a_plaited 
a age coat _ the high hat 
or the groom, and a beaded 
for the bride.

tioned before have faces made of 
cloth and are either painted or 
stitched. The carved faces bring out 
the fierceness and daring of the gyp- 
sy, and the dress of red depicts the 
love of color. 

Another outstanding group is the 
one made by the 65 year old 
sculptress. This group is made up 
of four old ladies. She could not get 
material for her work so she turned 
to miniatures to satisfy her creative 
interests. Once a resident of Berlin, 
the wife of a railroad official, she 
moved to a village 15 miles from 
Munich before the war. There she 
lived in only a few rooms, as the 
family was allowed only 100 lbs. of 
coal during the winter, so she could 
not afford to heat the whole house. 

Mrs. Morse invited the sculptress 
and her family for luncheon one day 
and served a typical American meal 
of scalloped ham and potatoes, rolls, 
jello, and cake. The Germans were 
amazed that the American woman 
could and did cook! The molded salad 
appealed particularly to the artist 
Frau Camp. As a parting thank you 
gift to Mrs. Morse she was given a 
Swiss doll in honor of her Swiss 
grandfather. The skiing dolls with 
fur shoes and leather soles were 
found at the D. P. camp at Ober- 
ammergau. These dolls depict the 
familiar figures seen at the Garmish 
skiing area. 

At Christmas this year, a group 
of dolls, perhaps the most highly 
prized, were added to her collection. 
They were made by a young sculp- 
tress, Margaret Ubel, whose artistry 
in creating expression in tiny wax 
faces is outstanding. Her wedding 
feast: doll is truly exquisitite. The 
dainty features, the tiny ears pierced 
with wee earrings, the ‘tiny. cross on 
the Bible carried in the carved hand, 


all make a perfect miniature picture. 
The detail shown*on the dress, the 
embroidery of gold thread, beads and 
sequins on bodice and sleeves, all 
make this doll indeed a museum piece. 
It was placed in a museum in Ger- 
many for a time. Another doll made 
by Fraulein Ubel is the Madonna 
doll, dressed in gold cloth. As a 
special Christmas gift to Mrs. Morse, 
she has sent over a number of dolls 
made like angels with candles and 
halos, no two alike. 

Another gift highly prized by Mrs. 
Morse, is the wedding doll complete 
to the last detail, of her own 
daughter’s wedding. Miss Ubel copied 
the doll from a full length wedding 
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picture, using the satin and lace of 
the original gown. 

In addition to these _ specially 
named dolls, Mrs. Morse has dolls 
of all sections of Germany and coun- 
tries of Europe, from Helsinki to 
Zagreb, France to Serbia. There are 
Swiss guards, Cossacks, natives of 
Napoli and Lucani, and Dutchmen. 
Then, too, there are novelty dolls such 
as Peter Rabbit, the chimney sweep, 
and even Mephistopheles. 

Mrs. Morse, during her year in 
Munich, tried to make friends with 
the people about her. She tried to 
gain the confidence of the Germans 
by giving the children candy bars and 
by serving afternoon coffee to those 
she met during her visits in and 
around the neighborhood. She tried 
to be an emissary of good will 
stressing international friendship. 
She gave them clothing, food and 
friendship. Through her contacts 
made as state president of the Amer- 
ican Legion Auxiliary and member 
of the welfare board and child wel- 
fare committee, she was able to in- 
terest many in the needs of the 
people in the D. P. Camps. Hundreds 
of pounds of clothing were sent to 
Germany to her to be distributed. 
Gallons of coffee and dozens of 
cookies were served to cheer those 
who had so little to make them hap- 
py. As oie man said “There are also 
good Americans.” Since her return to 
the United States, over 30 Care 
packages have been sent to Europe. 
She was also instrumental in placing 
D. P’s in Minnesota. 

Mrs. Morse has given lectures and 
has exhibited her dolls at over 100 
meetings of veterans, civic and edu- 
cational groups, and has appeared on 
T V and radio programs. All revenue 
is used to finance her gifts to the 
needy. 

She is continuing her role of am- 
bassador of good will, carrying on 
in the truest diplomatic tradition. 
When bullets and bombs fail, try 
dolls and diplomacy.

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THE THREAD OF PROGRESS 
IN BUTTON MAKING 


The making of cloth and thread covered buttons in 
England has produced interesting highlights in the field 
of industry throughout long years of experience and 
progress. 

As far back as 1685 officers of the First Foot 
Guards wore silver thread buttons and members of the 
Second Foot Guards wore buttons of gold thread. These 
metallic threads probably were wound over a mold of 
wood or bone. 

Machine-made silk covered buttons were produced in 
1715 when the designs for the complicated machinery 
were stolen from Italy. A Norwich silk weaver, Mr. 
Lombes, went to Italy to learn, by fair means or foul, 
the methods used in manufacturing the buttons in 
that country. He introduced himself to one of the super- 
visors in a factory there, and was taken on a conducted 
tour of the building. It was a leisurely visit, but it did 
not allow him time to get detailed information about the 
methods and machinery in use. 

Next he made the acquaintance of a priest in the 
neighborhood who promised to help him in his quest. 
The priest introduced him to the master of the silk fac- 
tory. Mr. Lombes, dressed in thread-bare old clothes, pre- 
tended to be a poor young man needing work. He at- 
tracted so much pity that he was employed and given 
permission to make his home in a corner of the building 
while he was working there. 

In the sniall hours of the night he made sketches of 
the complicated machinery and smuggled the drawings 
to the priest who took them to friends in the city who 
were interested in silk weaving. They made working 
models from the drawings and shipped the models to 
England in bundles of silk yarn. There the machines 
were put together at the factory by means of the detailed 
drawings and the instructions sent along by Mr. Lombes. 
After a few years, England became an important center 
for the making of silk covered buttons. 

For probably a century or more prior to 1840, beauti- 
ful, but simple hand-made thread buttons were produced 
by the women and girls of Dorsetshire; but more about 
these later. 

In 1841, Mr. John Aston of Birmingham, whose but- 
ton shop ranked for many years as a leader in the in- 
dustry, patented the three-fold linen button. It was an 
invention of the famous Humphrey Jeffries, whose feats 
with kites and balloons were the talk of the times. This 
new button was formed on a ring of metal and the linen 
coveriftg was arranged so that the sides and the center 
were completely covered with separate pieces of-+linen. 
It was neat and convenient and was considered a great 
improvement over the old fashioned thread button, a 
Dorsetshire specialty. 

Four years previously to this, Mr. William Elliott had 
made the fancy silk button, which was extensively 
copied. However, its popularity was short lived because 
it wore out quickly on the edge. To improve on this, the 
corded-edge button was patented by Mr. John Chatwin of

Birmingham. After the three-fold linen button was 
made, Mr. Elliott improved on it. During the year 1864, 
Messrs. Dain, Watts and Manton, successors to Mr. 
Elliott, used sixty-three thousand yards of cloth and 
thirty-four tons of metal and employed two hundred fifty 
hands for the making of linen buttons. 

; Thread buttons were made at Birmingham. as well as 
in Dorsetshire. In describing buttons more than a cen- 
tury ago, one writer states, “When little children are 
shown old portraits, they are pretty sure to notice the 
large buttons on the coats of our forefathers. Those 
buttons were no doubt made at Birmingham; for few 
were, in old days, made anywhere else in the kingdom. 
Those buttons were covered by women, and by the slow 
process of the needle. Women and girls sat at round 
tables in a cosy way, having no machinery to manage; 
and there was no clatter, no grinding, or stamping of 
machinery to prevent their gossiping as much as they 
liked. Before, the work-women lay molds of horn or 
wood, of various shapes, but most commonly round, and 
always with the hole in the middle. These molds ‘were 
covered with gold or silver thread, or with sewing silk, 
by means of the needle.” 

The author continues, “One would like to know how 
many women were required to supply, at this rate, the 
tailors who clothed the gentlemen of England? At 
last, the tailors made work quicker by covering the 
molds with the material of the dress. So obvious a 
convenience and saving as this might have been ex- 
pected to take place as a matter of course, among 
new arrangements; but there were plenty of people who 
thought they could put down such buttons by applying 
to Parliament.” 

Ninety-eight years ago a prominent magazine men- 
tioned that gilt buttons had suffered in quantity of 
production because of the prevailing popularity of Flor- 
entine and silk buttons. 

In one style of silk button, the article relates, “The 
silk is expressly woven for the purpose, and contains 
patterns and ornamental designs placed at suitable dis- 
tances for cutting up into circular pieces for covering 
buttons. The ground may be of satin, satinet, twill, etc., 
with an ornamental central figure of any fibre. ‘The 
parts of a Florentine button are numerous, and the man- 
ufacture is very ingenious. All the different parts are 
cut eut at a fly-press; they are, first, a metal shell, 
secondly; a metal collet, with an oblong hole for the 
shank of the button, thirdly, a circular piece of silk or 
other woven material, fourthly; the padding which /ies 
under the collet. In this kind of button there is no pro- 
jecting shank, but a flexible one through which th 
needle can be easily passed.” ; 

Lady Dorothy Neville in her Reminiscences, publis'1ed 
in 1907 and edited by her son, recalls a visit in her girl- 
hood during the 1840’s to Dorchester, a village in Dorset, 
whose chief industry was button making. When she 
asked the peasant girls what their occupation was, they 
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always answered quaintly, “Doing buttony.” Lady Neville 
was intrigued by the daintiness of the thread buttons 
which were hand-made from. ancient patterns. They were 
irst made during the reign of Charles II. Lady Neville 
ecalled the special styles, one known as cart wheels,

The making of the but- 
was a simple hand craft handed down from mother 
ughter and was a thriving business until the 1840’s, 
when the three-fold linen button came in. The slow 
ethods of making buttons by hand became obsolete in 
he race with machine progress, and eventually the hand 
raft died out almost entirely. Up until 1900 a few 
buttons continued to be made by hand in England, Ger- 
any, and France; but machine-made buttons of similar 
onstruction were manufactured, too. 
In the middle of the last century it was fashionable 
or young ladies to include enough articles of clothing 
n their trousseau to last a lifetime. There were dozens 
mf pairs of gloves and silk stockings, and similar 
amounts of other clothing. The Duchess of Somerset was 
one woman who kept everything. She apparently never 
hrew anything away, and after her death there was a 
great sale of her belongings. There were hose that had 
mever been worn, done up in packages of one dozen each, 
and similar amounts of other items. Much of her hus- 
band’s apparel was also included in the sale. Lady 
Neville bought one of his court suits for three pounds 
because she admired the beautiful buttons on it. 
According to an old Dictionary of Needlework, in 

he “trade” of thread industry, a “yard” of sewing cotton 
hread was fifty-four inches long, linen thread measured 
inety inches to the “yard,” and worsted thirty-five 
nches. In a book published in 1882 is the following note 
regarding cloth covered buttons. “Linen ones and those

of silk and cotton can be bought machine-made, but they 
can be hand-made by covering a wooden mold designed 


for the purpose, or a round flat bone foundation, 
strongest fourfold linen buttons are sold by the dozen 
or the gross, and are measured by lines, from six to 
thirty-six. Some kinds are covered in hand crochet, net- 


ting, and gimp.” 


From numerous notes and articles published years 
ago, we can realize that the manufacture of cloth butions 
of one kind or another, either by hand or by machine, 
has been for many years a very important industry. 
Cloth and thread buttons are scarcer than those made of 


metal or glass, due to their high mortality rate.

Once across the threshold of the Museum’s American 
ing, you discover yourself moving in an atmosphere of 
pr away and long ago. Here a group of ladies in frilled 
aps gossip as they bend over a quilting frame; there a 
minutive man in periwig and velvet breeches pays 
purt to a girl whose over-dress, open to the waist, 
pveals a quilted petticoat. In the Alexandria Ballroom, 
gay assembly of colonial aristocrats — perhaps the 
ging General Washington is among them tonight — 
ance a frozen minuet to the music of silent violins. It 
easy to imagine that some Prince Charming will press 

‘Mis lips to this sleeping world and that suddenly the 
ughter of the dancers will fall like broken glass 
rough the perfumed air, brocaded skirts will rustle like 
ythes in tall grain, and the little suitor will sink to 
ie velvet knee before his haughty lady. 


The exhibit, an epitome of American portraits, cos- 
mes, and furnishings during the century between the 
scension of George II to England’s throne in 1727 and 
e end of the early Federal period, opened January 25. 
he Museum’s Costume Institute has staged it in cooper- 
ion with the American Wing. Included are forty-four 
ostumes of the Colonial and Federal periods. 


There is something here for designers, who have al- 
ays drawn to some extent upon the past; for the his- 
brian, the craftsman, and the layman who simply won- 
ers what kind of folks great-great-great grandfather 

fd his wife really were. 


For one thing, standing among the costumed figures, 
e will probably. feel a bit like Gulliver in a static Lilliput.

twenty-one. In any case, the bee was a favorite pastime, 
sometimes drawing a whole countryside together and 
lasting as long as ten days. 


Most of the dresses in the exhibit can be divided 
roughly into two styles — the eighteenth century and 
the early nineteenth. Dress in the eighteenth century 
was marked by elegance in style and fabric. Typical of 
women’s clothes was the extension of the hips over 
penniers, the loose-cut back, sometimes called the Wat- 
teau pleat or sacque, the fitted bodice, and long, full- 
flowing skirts. Silk, both plain and brocaded, satin, 
velvet, beautiful quilting, wrought buttons and precious 
laces were used by both men and women who had the 
money to buy them. The fashionable quilted petticoats 
are echoed in today’s quilted skirts and blouses. 


Men’s suits were made of silk, velvet, rich im- 
ported broadcloth or more modest homespuns, and dashes 


of elegance appeared in braided button holes, braided 
pockets and some elaborately embroiderd waistcoats. 


People in the more humble walks of life wore 
humble materials. The cottage people, the shop keeper, 
business men and their wives and daughters often made 
their clothes of cottons, muslins, and homespuns. They 
were beautiful in a different way, lovely in color and 
design, style and cut. 


Brocaded ball gowns of this early period are dis- 
played in the Alexandria Ballroom, which was brought 
to the Museum from the old City Tavern at Alexandria, 
Virginia. In this room and in others like it, Virginians 
whose names are enshrined in our history whirled to 
measured minuets or perhaps danced the patriotic 
“Clinton’s Retreat” and “Defeat of Burgoyne.” 


In another Virgina interior — the Petersburg Room 
— are gowns of the nineteenth century. As it began, 
Yankee clipper ships brought the styles of Napoleon’s 
Empire to the young republic where they were eagerly 
adosted. There were delicate muslins embroidered in 
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white, colored, and silver and gold threads. Waistlines 
came high beneath the breasts, sleeves were often small 
puffs, and skirts tightly followed the form. 


Typical of styles at the end of the Federal period are 
two dresses that were worn to the Lafayette Balls of 
1824, the nation’s paroxysm of devotion to the general, 
and for that matter, to everything French. One is a gown 
of transparent egg-shell muslin, trimmed in satin and 
glittering with silver embroidery. The other, a white 
muslin production, features two tiers of shirred poufings 
at the hem and vertical slanting stripes of open-work 
embroidery and poufings at the high bodice. 


Portraits by Copley, Peale, Wollaston, Badger, Earl, 
and other eighteenth-century painters sharply. delineate 
the personalities and customs of the people who wore 
these dresses and danced at these balls. Peale’s portrait 
of Mrs. Rebecca Edgehill Mifflin shows a dignified 
grandmother wearing the fashionable quilted petticoat 
of the period, seen through the transparency of her apron. 


Mrs. Jared Lane, painted by Ralph Earl, is dressed 
with elegant simplicity in gleaming white satin, a sheer 





fichu at her throat, a fringed ribbon sash, and narroy 
black bands at her wrists. Copley portrays Joseph Sher. 
burne dressed for lounging in brocaded banyan and the oriei 
soft cap that was often put on after removing the wig send 
His portrait of Mrs. John Winthrop reveals every detail ':

QUEEN MARY’S CARPET 


During the twenty-five years’ reign of her husband, King 
George George V, Queen Mary shared fully in his exacting 
round of public duty, and since his death in 1936, she has con- 
tinued to move among the British people. Yet throughout this 
time, inspired by her love of beautiful things, she has managed 
to acquire an almost unrivalled knowledge of Britain’s heritage 
of craftsmanship. Nor has she rested content with a mere study 
of what past generations achieved. A skillful ‘worker, with the 
highest standards in neatness and design she has long devoted 
a considerable portion of each day to needlework of various kinds. 
And at eighty-four, she still threads her own needles. 


About 1932, her interest began to turn particularly towards 
gros point work. At first she was content to fill in backgrounds, 
but soon started blending colors and selecting the shades best 
suited to each flower and leaf in the floral designs she loves. 
Various chair-seats and a small screen were the first fruits of 
her labours. Next, she ‘made a small carpet for her own room. 
Then in 1941, at the height of the war, when she herself had 
reluctantly withdrawn to the west of England, she began the 
series of twelve panels which, together with the border. make up 
the carpet illustrated on this page. For nine years she worked 
on, while the free nations moved from defeat to victory, and, 
as the carpet grew, she may ‘well have pictured it laid up in the 
royal castle ,of Windsor, a lasting testimony to her skill and 
knowledge. 


But destiny interposed. For though emerging victoriously 
from the war, Britain had been gravely weakened by her ex- 
ertions and it became evident that the country could no longer 
provide her citizens with a livelihood unless they were prepared, 
by labor and sacrifice, to pay their way in the world. Realizing 
this, the Dowager Queen Mary wrote to the Prime Minister offer- 
ing for sale this carpet which she was in the act of finishing. 
The Dowager Queen was clear in her desire that any money her 
handiwork might earn should go to the National Exchequer. And 
so it was. 


The only conditions of sale were that payment must be in 
dollars and that the ultimate home must be a public institution. 


The carpet measures 10 feet 2 inches by 6 feet 9% inches 
and contains about a million stitches. The designs are adapted, 
on the Queen’s instructions, by the Royal School of Needlework 
from 18th century originals at London’s Victoria and Albert 
Museum and elsewhere. Never used previously in their present 
form, they will never be made available to anyone else. The 
colors reflect Her Majecty’s personal choice, though restricted as 
regards the backgrounds by the shortages ‘which arose in war. 


The carpet is thus unique in design. It is equally remarkable 
for being the only one of comparable size to be worked by a 
Queen. But above all, its history typifies a life where the love of 
beauty and craftsmanship has gone hand in hand with devoted 
service to the community.

To tell the story of man’s life from ¥ 


the pristine vigor of youth to his 
eventual decline and death at the 
spearpoint of Dame Sickness, late 
medieval tapestry-makers often used 
the allegory of the stag hunt. 

Such a stag hunt is the subject of 
five small tapestries on loan from 


Mrs. Arthur Lehman to The Cloisters % 


for their first public exhibition. They 
will remain on display at The 
Cloisters uptown branch of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in Fort Tryon 
Park, until early April. Since early 
in this century, the tapestries have 
been part of the collection of Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Lehman — one of the 
first great collections of Gothic 
tapestries in this country. 

Literary source for this interpre- 
tation of man’s journey through the 
perils of life — a kind of secular Pil- 
grim’s Progress — was an anon- 
ymous doggerel of the middle Ages, 
pPertions of which are woven into 
the tapestries. A parallel with 
Shakespeare’s seven ages of man 
may be easily drawn. So that there 
might be no misunderstanding of his 
theme, the artist labeled each of his 
figures. 

Here is the story of the hunt in the 
words of William H. Forsyth, as- 
sociate curator of medieval art at the 
museum: “The hunted stag is called 
the Cerf Fragile because he repre- 
sents man’s life on earth, mortal and 
transitory. At first he must run, for 
the hound of youth is in pursuit. He 
has hardly started from his lair and 
is but entering manhood when Dame 
Ignorance and Lady Vanity, who lie 
in wait for him with relays of hounds, 
let loose their dogs labeled Desire, 
Rashness, and Overconfidence, while 
Vanity sounds the horn. 

“So the stag is pursued in the vigor 
of manhood through pleasant glade 
and forest meadow, running with zest 
while the hounds only add excitement 
to the chase. At last, his powers 
somewhat declining, he tries to throw 


Trouble harry the stag. Dame Sickness thrusts 
her spear into his side as death sounds the 
mort. 


the dogs off the scent by foiling 
(doubling in his tracks) and taking 
to the water, but Age, the huntress 
with crooked back and staff is not 
fooled by such a ruse and sets on new 
hounds to afflict him—Ague, Heat 
and Cold, MHeaviness, Care, and 
Trouble. In the end Dame Sickness 
thrusts the stricken heart with her 
relentless spear as Death in lordly 
fashion sounds the mort.” 

Such heady symbolic drink was 
familiar and sweet to the medieval 
palate. Franco-Flemish weavers only 
a few years earlier made a somewhat 
similar use of the hunt in the Uni- 
corn Tapestries. These rich, lush 
tapestries are permanently on display 
in The Cloisters. On one level there 
is the faithfully detailed pursuit of 
an animal, in this case the unicorn, 
and his presentation to Anne of Brit- 
tany upon the occasion of her mar- 
riage to Louis XII of France. The 
unicorn symbolizes variously marital 
happiness, virtue, and maidenhood. 
The artist must also have had in 
mind other representations of the 
fantastic animal as Christ. Other 
values were attached, eithed sub- 
consciously or not, to the unicorn. 
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CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTUR:ES

In discussing furniture making in 
America during the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries, we must con- 
sider not only the time element 
me ay dy with its influx of 
new styles and new workmen from 
Europe, we must also note how these 
styles were adapted and interpreted 
in the various colonies. Life varied 
considerably in each of these colonies 
—New England, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia. The Old World 
influence differed in each and even 
though the basic furniture styles 
might be the same, there were details 
in construction and treatment that 
make it possible today to assign a 
piece of furniture quite definitely to 
one or another of the colonies. These 
details were often dissimilar from 
cabinetmaker to cabinetmaker. 

As we study the development of 
furniture not only in America but al- 
so in England, it is interesting to 
note that until the middle of the 18th 
century, furniture styles received 
their designations from periods or 
reigns such 4s Gothic, Tudor, Eliza- 
bethan, Jacobean, William and Mary, 
and Queen Anne. Then for about 
seventy-five years, certain  cabinet- 
makers in England became so closely 
associated with the furniture fashion- 
able during their lifetime and which 
they more or less popularized and 
adapted, that the styles were named 
for them. These men were Thomas 
Chippendale (1718-1779); Robert 
Adam (1728-1792); George Hepple- 
white (?-1786); Thomas Sheraton 
(1750-1806) ; and to a lesser extent in 
America, Duncan Phyfe (1768-1854). 
Then we find a return to terms based 
upon the time or political element as 
Regency, Federal and American Em- 
pire. 

A second fact must be recognized 
and this is most important. New 
styles, new periods, and new schools 
evolve from preceding styles, periods 
and schools in a steady progression, 
with many a wandering off into 
pleasant’ byways to be sure, but with 
the main highway as the chief line

of development. A new style never 
suddenly appears like a meteor. It al- 
ways develops gradually from its pre- 
decessor. In America the greatest in- 
fluence upon furniture making came 
from England. There was, naturally,

some importation of ideas and work- 
men from Holland and France especi- 
ally into the New York and Pennsyl- 
vania colonies, but to a great extent 
styles of Dutch or French origin 
came to America after their espousal 
by the English workman. 

In these studies on furniture mak- 
ing in America, we shall consider the 
various periods from settlement to 
about 1830 — Jacobean, William and 
Mary, Queen Anne, Chippendale, 
Hepplewhite and Sheraton — and 
their interpretations in the various 
colonies by the cabinetmakers and 


local joiners. We shall examine tk 
construction, the woods used, ani 
finally we shall discuss briefly th 
ee cabinetmakers of eacli per. 
iod. 

In discussing furniture constructei 


in the colonies, it is not necessary t0 
consider seriously the Gothic o 
Tudor-Elizabethan furniture of Eng 
land, and yet, we must speak of it 
briefly, since it 'was the furniture to 
which our early settlers were 2 
customed at home, and it was the 
direct ancestor of the early furniture 
made in this countrv. 

The Gothic period in Europe /asted 
from 1100 to 1500. These were the 
days of the Crusaders, and the minds 
and souls of men were filled with r 
ligious fervor. And so, during this 
period, even furniture was influenced

by this spiritual revival. Carving and 
omamentation were basically ecclesi- 
astical. Heavy oak was the favorite 
wood and the furniture, itself, was 
architectural in preportion and mas- 
sive in size. 

The Gothic period was followed by 
the Tudor which encompassed the 
reigns of Henry VII which began in 
1485, followed by Henry VIII, then 
Edward VI, Mary, and finally Eliza- 
beth whose reign ended in 1603. With 
Elizabeth on the throne, England 
entered a great and glorious period. 
There was progress in learning and 
the arts. This was the age of 
Shakespeare. The East India Com- 
pany was chartered and there began 
a period of profitable trading, of dis- 
covery and of conquest. 


The furniture of the Elizabethan 
period shows not only the lingering 
characteristics of both the Gothic and 
Tudor periods (the latter of which it 
was a part) but also the influence 
of the French, Italian and Fiemish 
workmen who came to England dur- 
ing this Queen’s reign. It was still 
constructed of oak, was still massive 
and basically straight in line, but now 
it also took on some of the character- 
istics of the Italian Renaissance fur- 
niture. Among the most common mo- 
tifs used in the carving and decor- 
ation of this Elizabethan style are 
the linen-fold panel of the Gothic per- 
lod, the Tudor arch and rose, the 
acanihus leaves of the Italian Renais- 
Sance, and flowers, animals, gar- 
goyles and heraldic devices. 


During these vears furniture was

not to be found in quantity except in 
the homes of the great and according 
to our standards today, even those 
would be sparsely furnished. The 
types were also limited. Shakespeare 
often speaks of the huge four-poster 
beds. Cupboards had been in common 
use for generations and were of

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low serving “borde’”. It was the cus- 
tom in the feudal households of the 
fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, for 
the mistress to dole out the daily 
rations and hence some cupboards 
constructed to hold food were called 
“delivery” from the word “livrer”. 
Later these usually, with grilled doors 
to let the air at the food to keep it 
from getting moldy, were called liv- 
ery-cupboards. Press cupboards were 
those with the lower shelves enclosed, 
doubtless for linens and clothing. 

In addition to the beds and cup- 
boards, there were, during this period 
in Engand, wainscot chairs, long rec- 
tangular tables, benches and joint 
stools.

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OUR HERITAGE 
FROM THE PAST 


I have small patience with the 
antiquarian habit which magnifies the 
past and belittles the present. It is 
a vicious business to look backward 
unless the feet are set steadfastly on 
a forward road. Change is inevitable, 
at once a penalty and a privilege. 
The greatest of the Ionian philoso- 
phers wrote: “It is necessary that 
things should pass away into that 
from which they are born. For things 
must pay one another the penatly of 
compensation for their injustice ac- 
cording to the ordinances of time.” 
An open and flexible ‘mind, which 
recognizes the need of transformation 
and faithfully sets itself to appre- 
hend new conditions, is a prerequisite 
of man’s usefulness. But those who 
take my point of view will try to 
bring all change into harmony with 
the fundamentals drawn from the 
past. If the past to a man is nothing 
but a dead hand, then in common 
honesty he must be an advocate of 
revolution. But if it is regarded as 
the matrix of present and future, 
whose potency takes many forms but 
is not diminished, then he will cherish 
it scrupulously and lobour to read its 
lessons, and shun the heady short- 
cuts which end only in blank walls. 
He will realize that in the cycle to 
which we belong we can see oniy a 
fraction of the curve and that prop- 
erly to appraise the curve and there- 
fore to look ahead, we may have to 
look back a few centuries to its be-

What comes into your mind when 
you hear the word “Wedgwood”? To 
the average person it 1s associated 
with either precious pottery or a 
“Wedgwood” blue pitcher decorated 
with white Grecian figures. | ‘ 

My first thought is jewelry. 
Thirty years ago when I began my 
eollection of Wedgwood, my first in- 
troduction ‘was in the shape of a ring. 
A lovely ring, blue, with Diana, God- 
dess of the chase, standing by a young 
deer, in white relief. : 

This ring became my first Wedg- 
wood possession and it started me on 
the hobby that I have pursued for 
many years. To this ring was gradu- 
ally added, a brooch, a pendant, ear- 
rings, and finally a medallion 
to be used in a bracelet. I have 
hunted from one coast to the other, 
and the country in between, for a 
bracelet but have never found one. 

A dish in Wedgwood Jasperware is 
cne of the most beautiful in design 
and minuteness of detail. Around the 
neck of the maiden, one can see the 
perfectly exetuted necklace, her fin- 
gers and toes are perfect. The hair 
is a thing of art. 

Josiah Wedgwood, creator, was 
born in Burslem, England, and bap- 
tised July 12, 1730. Records were 
kept more of baptisms than of births, 
it seems. As a small child he worked 
in his father’s potteries at Burslem. 
He was the youngest of thirteen chil- 
dren. When Josiah was a lad of nine, 
his father passed away leaving only 
twenty pounds to each child. 

The elder brother Thomas assumed 
managership of the works and young 
Josiah became an apprentice to his 
brother at the age of fourteen. Three 
years later he fell victim to the dread 
small-pox and was very ill. Upon his 
recovery, one knee was found to be 
permanently crippled. 

When he was twenty, his mother 
also passed away, and he left his 
brother’s employe, going to Stoke 
where he began making agate ware 
knife handles. 

At twenty-two, he had perfected a 
green glaze which still features much

of the work bearing his name. 

Eight years later he returned to 
the family potteries at Burslem, and 
worked chiefly on “cream-ware”, so 
called for its creamy appearance. The 
colors ranged from a creamy prim- 
rose to a deep saffron. 

His first real success in cream-ware 
came with the production of a break- 






(probably by 
royal command) did likewise. 

The Empress of Russia ordered , 
very large service of what had now 
become known as “Queens-ware”. She 
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ordered that it must be most ornate. 
Each piece must bear a hand exe- 
cuted sketch of some county seat, 
but also on each must appear some- 
where, a TOAD. It seems that a toad 
was her particular talisman.

During the presidency of Theodore 
Rooseveit a one thousand piece din- 
ner service was ordered for use in the 
White House. Each dish bore a rep- 
lica of the Great Seal of The United 

of America. 


The decorations that came from. the 
fertile mind of Josiah were largely 
from nature. His favorite ones in- 
cluded the ivy. On the Jasperware 
which is most usually associated with 
Wedgwood, the Grecian influence is 
seen. Images from mythology, cher- 
ubs and small animals are very prom- 
Inent. 

Josiah Wedgwood was the first 
Persen to use silver luster on his 





ware. I have two pieces, tea pot and 
sugar bowl to match. They are 
basalt trimmed with luster. These 
pieces are the oldest in my collection, 
being of the 1790 period. Instead of 
the customary button as a finial, is 
the “Widow Warburton.” 


The Widow Warburton was one of 
the workers in the Wedgwood potter- 
ies. One day she asked Josiah why 
he always used such a formal finial; 
why not something a little unusual? 
As an answer she was asked to pose, 
and the “Widow Warburton Finial” 
was the result. It shows her seated 
by what appears to be a keg, her 
head covered ‘with her widow’s veil. 


But to digress here! Though the 
“Wedgwood” mark is lacking from a 
dish, it does not mean necessarily it 
is of another make. Quite often the 
workmen wishing to take home cer- 
tain articles without having them go 
through regular channels, which in- 
cluded among other things, stamping, 
would smuggle the dish or whatever 
it might be, out of the shop. It was 
a long time in the course of my col- 
lecting before I learned this. In fact 
I refused to buy a beautiful pale blue 
tea set with the Widow finial because 
it was not marked. I have since 
learned to my sorrow that it was not 
only authentic, but valuable. 





_I have two other pieces in black, a 
pitcher, and a large bowl given me 
by my son, last Mother’s Day. 

The next oldest dish in my collec- 
tion is a covered game pie dish. It is 
of biscuit glaze ornamented with rab- 
bits and pheasant. The finial is a 
reclining rabbit three and a _ half 
inches long, and one and a half inches 
high. Around the edge of the outside 
dish is a fluting, made to resemble 
that on a pie crust. It measures (out- 
side measurements) fourteen by ten 
inches and is eight and one half 
inches high. The oven dish is still in- 
tact but shows signs of much wear. 
I have never seen another dish like 
this one anywhere. In studying the 
markings, I find “Wedgwood” “14” 
and “oo”. A picture of a similar but 
smaller dish is shown on page 72 of 
“Wedgwood” by John Meridith 
Graham: and Hensleigh Cecil Wedg- 
wood. The date given is 1815. 

My latest acquisition is a dear lit- 
tle pitcher of salt glaze, my one and 
only piece of salt glaze of any kind. 
Originally there had been a pewte? 
top but this has long since been lost. 
The little pitcher is five inches high 
and a sort of greenish white in color. 
Clusters of leaves and grapes cover 
both uneven sides and twine about 


the handle, and on one side is shown

Is WEDG WOOD

two small figures said to be the 
“Babes in the Woods.” ‘You remem- 
ber the old song, I’m sure. Salt glaze 
js made by throwing rock salt into 
the kiln at its greatest heat. As the 
salt volatilizes a thin hard coating 
is created on the dish in the kiln. It 
is " ry beautiful, but rather hard to 
find. 

A commemorative pitcher in cane 
color is another of my prized collec- 
tion. It is seven and one half inches 
high and the handle is marked “1876- 
i776’. On one side of the pitcher is 
a building with the words “July 4, 
1176’, and on the reverse another 
simj ar building with the words “July 
4, 1:76.” I do not know the name of 
either building. Around the neck of 
the pitcher is a fluted roll with the 
names of the thirteen original 
colonies. 

T)e largest part of my collection is 
Jasperware, but I have many pieces 
of @ueensware, including a large cov- 
ered tureen with ladle to match, and 
compote, both in the popular Beatrice 
pattern. There are several decorative 
plates, tooth brush holder, cup and 
saucer. 

Josiah described Jasperware as a 
“fine white terra cotta of great beau- 
ty and delicacy proper for cameos.” 
The decorations are usually Grecian, 
white on a colored background. While 
blue is the predominant color, there 
are many other shades.also used, 
green, yellow, lavender, red and 
others. 

One of my most prized pitchers is 
almost a burgundy color. I have been 
told it is one of the only two in the 
state of California. How this de- 
cision was reached I do not know. Ex- 
actly like this pitcher as to size and 
design, I have two in shades of 
blue, and one in green. 

My pitchers number twelve (not 
counting the cream pitchers) of dark 
blue, light blue, dark green, light 
green, red and black. One large bul- 
bous green pitcher has a medallion of 
George Washington on one side while 
on the reverse is one of Benjamin 
Franklin. 

There is a blue fern dish brought 
from Panama by my Navy husband 
cn one of his numerous cruises, 
candlesticks to match; an old covered 
butter dish; a bulbous bud vase; an- 
other small vase; two tea sets, one 
dark blue and a smaller one in the 
heavenly lighter blue. 

There are two lovely jardinieres, 
the dark green being the larger while 
the other one is a pale blue. 
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There are two identical iamps—the 
Wedgwood combined with bronze 
columns and Milk glass fonts make a 
most beautiful combination. Except 
for one similar lamp in Washington, 
D. C., these are the only Wedgwood 
lamps I have ever seen. 

There is a compact, a pale blue 
medallion imposed upon a large clear 
plastic case. It was a birthday gift 
from my son. Altogether there are at 
least fifty different pieces of Wedg- 
wood, Jasperware and Queensware in 
my collection. 

By far the most famous of all 
Wedgwood was the replica of the Port- 
land Vase. The original vase was the 
property of the Duke of Portland who 
had paid the fabulous sum of 1029 
pounds for it. Josiah Wedgwood 
greatly admired the vase and asked 
permission to make replicas with his 
own identification marks. Permission 
was granted and after four years of 
labor and experimentation, he ob- 
tained the proper color and texture. 
This was in 1790. About twenty-five 
Wedgwood Portland vases were made 


at this particular time, but many 
others have been made since. To own 
one of the originals, would, I feel, 
make my collection complete, but un- 
less some kind soul, knowing my love 
of the beautiful, would bequeath one 
to me, I am afraid it as far distant 
as the moon. 

Josiah Wedgwood died at the age 
of sixty-four, in 1795. He is buried 
in the Churchyard-at-Stoke, England. 
His widow and six children were left 
to mourn his passing. To his second 
son, Josiah, was left 380 acres on 
which were located the home and the 
potteries. The business is still car- 
ried on at Barlaston under the per- 
sonal direction of the Wedgwood 
family. 

Often I am called upon to appear 
before various groups of club women 
to tell about my Wedgwood. I al- 
ways like to close my little talk with 
an expression from Aunt Het. “I 
know it’s silly to brag, but when a 
woman starts talking to me about 
her trip abroad, I’m going to tell her 
about my Wedgwood.”

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LIBRARY — HOBBY DISPLAYS 


By PEARL FRANKENFIELD

Almost everyone with a hobby uses 
the public library to some extent — 
but in most cases it’s a rather limited 
use. You borrow the books that deal 
with your particular hobby, you and 
your librarian occasionally get to- 
gether on the selection of new printed 


















material in your field—and there it 
usually ends. 


In Norristown, Pennsylvania, hob- 
byists and the ‘Public Library have 
cooperated to bring to the attention 
of the whole town (population 38,000) 
the joys and values of good hobbies, 
by a series of displays that have at- 
tracted wide attention and that could 
be duplicated in other communities. 
Last spring the. Norristown Public 
Library contacted local groups with 
special hobby interests garden

Along came Thomas Jefferson — 
the right man — in the right place — 
at the right time — to say the right 
things.

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Grand Coulee Dam 
Commemorative 

Postmaster Donaldson states that 
the 3-cent Grand Coulee Dam com- 
memorative postage stamp will go 
on sale at Grand Coulee, Washing- 
ton, on May 15. The issuance of this 
stamp will be preliminary to a cele- 
bration which the people of the 
Columbia Basin are planning from 
May 22 to June 1, in observance of 
the first integrated portion of the 
big million acre Columbia Basin re- 
clamation project. This stamp is be- 
ing issued in commemoration of fifty 
years of Federal cooperation with the 
West in developing the resources of 
the rivers and streams which head 
up among the mountain ranges be- 
tween the Missouri River and the 
Pacific Ocean. Grand Coulee Dam 
is the key structure in the great 
Columbia Basin Reclamation Project 
in central Washington State. It is 
the largest concrete dam in the world 
and also boasts the largest hydro- 
electric plant and water pumps. 

The new stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged hori- 
zontally with a double outline frame, 
printed by the rotary process, elec- 
tric-eye perforated, and issued in 
sheets of 50. An initial printing or- 
der of 110,000,000 Grand Coulee Dam 
commemorative stamps has_ been 
authorized. 

The central design of the stamp is 
a scene of Grand Coulee Dam, show- 
ing the spillway. An irrigation farmer 
at work is shown on the left side of 
the stamp, and on the right side ap- 
pears a power transmission line and 
towers, typifying the two principal 
benefits of this project. The wording 
“U. S. Postage” is shown at the top 
center of the design with the denomi- 
nation “3c” in each upper corner, In 
white face Roman. The title “Grand 
Coulee Dam,” in white face Gothic 
appears in the lower part of the cen- 
tral design and in a ribbon, which 
frames the bottom of the central de- 
sign, is the wording “1902 Reclama- 
tion 1952”, in dark modified Roman. 
The words “Irrigation” and “Power” 
appear in the lower left and right 
corners, respectively, in white face 
Gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a limited number of addressed enve- 
lopes, not in excess of ten, to the 
Postmaster, Spokane, Washington, 
whcre the preliminary work will be 
done, after which the covers will be 
forwarded to Grand Coulee, Washing-

United a Release 


A total of 1,113,216 first-day of 
issue cancellations were provided on 
first-day covers for the complete ser- 
ies of 15 United Nations stamps, ac- 
cording to the United Nations Postal 
administration. 

The stamps were issued in three 
groups on October 24, November 16, 
and December 14, 1951. It was neces- 
sary to engage a temporary staff of 
114 to supplement the regular staff 
of the Postal administration during 
the period of affixing the required 
stamps to covers sent in by mail to 
the UN for servicing and cancella- 
tion. 

It is estimated that approximately 
16,000 individual mint orders were re- 
ceived by mail during the last three 
months of 1951 in addition to first- 
day cover orders. It was advisable, 
due to cancellation and mailing 
processes involved, to process the 
first-day Cover requests before mint 
stamp orders could be filled.

orative stamp will be April 4, .952, 
at Washington, D. C., states ost. 
master General Jesse M. Donalilson, 
This stamp will commemorate the 
third anniversary of the signinz of 
the North Atlantic Treaty. 

The stamp will be 0.75 by 0.87 inch 
in dimensions, arranged vertically, 
printed by the rotary process, elec 
tric-eye perforated, and issued in 
sheets of 100. The color of the stamp 
will be purple. Since this stamp is of 
the ordinary size it will be supplied 
postmasters in lieu of the present 
3-cent stamp of the Presidential ser- 
ies for a temporary period. 

The central design of the stamp de- 
picts a torch, symbolizing freedom 
and peace, being held aloft by human 
hands, representing the strength and 
cooperation of united North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization members. A por. 
tion of the world serves as a supporting 
base for the arms and the torch. The 
wording “North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization” in dark Gothic forms the 
top of the stamp. Directly above the 
flame of the torch appears the letters 
“NATO” in bold dark Gothic. “U.S. 
Postage” in light face Gothic is 
placed to the left of the torch, and 
on the right appears the numeral “3c” 
in modified white face Gothic. In a 
dark panel forming the bottom of the 
stamp are the words “Peace, 
Strength, Freedom”, also in white 
face Gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of this stamp may send 
a limited number of addressed enve- 
lopes, not in excess of ten, to the 
Postmaster, Washington 13, D. C, 
with money order remittance to cover 
the cost of the stamps to be affixed. 

An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope and 
the flap either sealed or turned in. 
The outside envelope to the Post- 
master should be endorsed “FIRST 
DAY COVERS.”

Briefs 

Just about one hundred years ago 
Lieut. Charles Wilkes and his Amer- 
ican crew stopped at the Fiji Islands. 
One of his men was slain by the 
natives. Wilkes demanded renumer- 
ation. The Fiji chief paid it in coins 
of his realm, the said “coins” being 
eight turtles. 


General Fedor Von Bock of the 
German army, answering as to why 
he was so prodigal with his soldiers’ 
lives said, “The soldier’s life is only 
what it is worth to his country, and 
like a coin, acquires value only when 
it is spent.” American numismatists 
resent the simile; they believe a live 
soldier is more valuable than a spent 
dollar. 


The motto “Unus non sufficit” (One 
is not enough) appears on an old 
ducat. If the motto happens to refer 
to the insufficiency of one of the 
ducats to its owner, then the motto 
is not very distinctive as it would fit 
any coin, past, present or future. 


Queer old codger, grandpa was, he 
gathered his old coins from his 
change, kept them in a cigar box, but 
he kept his budget intact. “Queer old 
codger, grandpa was’, muses the 
Kiowa Signal, “he slept in his under- 
wear, ate with his knife, but he paid 
his debts.” 


Henry VIII of England, memori- 
alized his murdering of two wives 
with a coin bearing “I have chosen 
the Lord as my helper.” He should 
have issued a sequel coin with the 
Lord’s reply, “I do not choose to 
help.” 


The familiar coin, the English 
crown, was not so named because of 
a literal reference to the jeweled 
crown worn by English royal rulers, 
but refers to the crown as symbolic 
of the government. The word crown 
as applied to the coin implies it was 
issued by authority of the crown, 
or government. England hasn’t a 
monopoly on the crown. Other coun- 
tries adopted the same name, (with 
a different spelling) for the same 
reason. The word “crown” is merely 
the English spelling of other coun- 
tries such as kroner, kronor, kronen, 
corona, koruny, krooni, krone, kroon, 
krona. 


The body-politic of numismatism is 
made up mostly of average collectors. 
They don’t go in for the all out, they 
don’t try to adopt all phases. Collect- 
ing all the phases in monies is like 
“threading beads on a string with no 
knot in the end of the string.” Aver- 
age collectors like diversion sets, 
small, easy to form, yet interesting. 
Such a set would be one that spans 
three centuries. 

For instance:— 1796 half-dollar, 
1839 half-dollar, 1920 half-dollar, rep- 
resenting the 18th, 19th, and 20th 
centuries. It would give three dis- 
tinct types, head and bust of Liberty, 
Liberty seated Liberty standing. 
Each eagle on the three coins is alto- 
gether different, showing the differ- 
ent designers’ conception of our fly- 
ing ace. Also three denominational 
types, the “14” on the 1796, the “half 
dol.” on the 1839, and the “half dol- 
lar” of the 1920. 

Even the stars on the coins furnish 
an interesting item; the 1796 with 
its sixteen stars, the 1839 with the 
customary 13. and the obscure, all- 
huddled-together stars of the 1920. 
The lettering and the date on the 
1796 are large and very distinct, on 
the 18359 small but very distinct, 
while the lettering and the date on 
the 1920 could not be termed especially 
distinctive. This three-century, three- 
coin type set is only one of the many 
combinations possible to the average 
collector. 


Lawyers and law-makers should be 
interested in a Byzantine gold coin, 
527-565 A. D. It depicts the face of 
Justinian, the great law-maker and 
author of the Code of Justinian. 


A rather gruesome coin is the 
Roman one showing the head of 
Brutus and the dagger with which he 
assassinated Caesar. It is one of the 
rare coins with a price around $200. 


Frederick II, thirteenth century, at 
times paid his troops with leather 
money. He must have been “strapped 
for real money.” 


The “wooden nickel” is mosily a 
publicity token, issued without gov- 
ernmental sanction. However, there 
was a time when wooden money was 
real money. The Byzantine Empire 
was the first to try it out; other na- 
tions have tried it also; it had to be

abandoned on account of lack of ip. 
trinsic value. 


It sounds thin, but it is claimed 
that the silver bracelet money of 
Otto I of Germany is so thin that it 
will float on water. 


In 1918 Mexico issued a coin with 
“Death to Huerta” printed oi it, 
When Huerta became President of 
Mexico he ordered the death of any 
person possessing’ one. 


Semi-Freaks 

The difference between a freak and 
a semi-freak coin is that the freak 
speaks for itself while the genuine. 
ness of a semi-freak is unprovable. 

Shortly after the burial of the mar. 
tyred James A. Garfield, pennies 
were offered for sale claimed to 
have been flattened by the wheels of 
the train that bore the president’s re 
malns. 

Many collections contain a dime 
purported to be an original Rockfeller 
dime, a coin actually given by him. 

Years ago it was a common prat- 
tice to hole coins. Collectors like to 
believe that the holed coin in their 
collection was operated on when the 
practice was prevalent, and the worse 
the hole the better it is liked. 

And what collector hasn’t an origi- 
nal gilded centless nickel, one that 
they like to believe was actually 
passed as a $5 gold piece. Collec. 
tors constantly scan their change with 
the hopes of finding a coin with ini- 
tials on it, the initials scratched 
thereon by some one to see if a “bad 
penny” really is ever returned. 

And there are some who like to be 
taken in by a counterfeit coin, and 
instead of turning it in, place it in 
their collection, and the poorer the 
workmanship the more highly prized 
is the counterfeit. 

Fortunately there is no premium 
value on a “semi,” otherwise it would 
prove an easy and lucrative pastime 
manufacturing them.

7 a pessimist predicted they’d 
ever be redeemed! They were 
thougn, and even today can be re- 
deemed for their face value if one 
wants to turn them in for such a 
price. Yes sir, that “damm Yankee” 
paper held its own! 

That may not be the case now with 
Confederate bills, but they’re com- 
ing back — getting scarcer all the 
time and in more demand among 
collec‘ors. I wouldn’t be surprised if 
the rarer Confederate bills take quite 
a rise in value in the very near 
future. ; 

Let’s go back to the 1830’s. Paper 
money was so uncertain then that 
publications were issued periodically 
listing all the paper money circulat- 
ing at the time, with “Discounts.” 
Glancing through one of these pam-

phlets, it is interesting to read that 
such a bank is “broke’’; hence its notes 
valueless. The notes of another bank 
are being offered at “10% discount, 
others are at par.” Indeed, to do 
business with paper money in those 
days would require one to be a mone- 
tary expert to prevent being stuck. 
The panics of 1837-40, probably ended 
that era of uncertainty — 90'% went 
broke and were valueless! 

Even though the United States doi- 
lar is declining in purchasing power 
and we are off the gold standard 
today, it still is, and will probably 
continue to be, the best darned mon- 
ey in the world. Look at the English 
pound, which I consider second best— 
$2 to $2.80 today against a round $4 
to $4.50 before World War II. 

And the Canadian dollar is par 
with us — and as good. But look to 
other countries. France—paper prior 
to 1943, no good; Germany, Italy, all 
countries that were involved in war, 
have depreciated their money, and 
some issues are not redeemable. 
Russia’s holds up but it is controlled 
by the government and has no “For- 
eign Exchange.” South America? 
Uncertain values! 

A few years ago Mexico gave its 
citizens the opportunity to buy gold 
“50 Peso” pieces to save their money 
by putting it in gold. The paper peso 
was then worth around 20c to 25c in 
our money! Today? 10c to 15c. 

Let’s trace some of the better 
known foreign currencies. In 1914 in 


France, the franc was worth around 
20c, but it has declined steadily un- 
til today the new franc is quoted 
at around one quarter of a cent per 
franc, and for those pieces only dated 
after 1943. 

In 1914 in Germany, the mark was 
worth 24c, in the ’20’s it nosedived 
until one could buy trillions of marks 
for a cent. It was revalued, and 
fluctuated between 24c and 40c until 
the downfall of Hitler. New issues 
recognized, 1948 up, at around 15c per 
mark. 

The English pound in 1914 ‘was 
$4.86; in 1920 it declined to $2.50; 
rose to $4.50 later in the twenties; 
dropped to around $3.50 in the 30’s; 
and is down to $2 or $2.80 now. But 
no issue was ever cancelled, all good! 

Canada has always run with our 
values, with a 10% fluctuation. 
British colonies as a rule, have values 
comparable to those of Great Britain. 
The Philippine Islands peso was al- 
ways considered to be worth 50c, 
that is until the Japanese invasion. 
This necessitated our cancelling all 
currency that was used prior to that 
time. The post war peso with “Vic- 
tory” surcharge was worth 45c. Then 
we gave them their liberty. The peso 
is now down to around 40c, and the 
“Victory” notes are not recognized as 
“Foreign Exchange”, and are only 
good in the country itself. Think it 
over! No matter how you look at it 
there’s nothing like the good old

I have a medal, two and half inches 
across; the front has at top the word- 
ing, EDWARD, PRINCE OF 
WALES, with a bust of the Prince 
facing to right, on the lower right 
corner is a crown with three feathers 
and ribbon at bottom with word 
“SERVICE”. 

The reverse has inscription “com- 
memorating the visit of H. R. H. the 
Prince of Wales to the United States, 
November MCMXIX”, and beneath 
Is a circle of oak leaves, and 
across are initials A. N.S. Near left 
hand edge is a branch of oak leaves 
with acorns and on right is a figure 
that looks like “Liberty” with out- 
stretched arms facing left. On her 
right is another branch of oak leaves 
and acorns. The edge is about one- 
eighth inch thick and on bottom edge 
Is number fifteen. It it really silver 
and what is its worth or cost?

Answer: 
_ While I have not seen any medal of 
its kind, I believe it is one issued by 


the American Numismatic Society to 
commemorate Prince Edward’s visit 
here at that time. It wouid be dif- 
ficult for me to determine whether it 
was silver or not without seeing and 
inspecting it, for some medals are 
struck in a sort of “German”’ silver. 
Silver medals quite frequently have 
the word “sterling” upon the edge and 
this might be a little aid in assisting 
gs to determine what type of metal 
it is. 

Medals can be made of white metal, 
bronze, copper, nickel, silver, brass, 
gold, in fact most any metal or alloy. 

While your medal is interesting I do 
not think it is of any great value.

It was published 
much later than 1824, is profusely 
illustrated with genuine notes, and 
was published with the approval of 
the United States. The books are 
bound in cloth, and come in two sizes, 
I understand. 

As you have only given the city 
and date of yours, it would be dif- 
ficult for me to determine what you 
have. 

I might add that the Heath books 
usually sell for between $5 and $15.

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‘HE KINGS OF BOOKS 


ILLUMINATED MANUSCRIPTS 


By HAROLD J. MAKER, Conductor of Book Department 


To the book collector the greatest treasures of the 
past: have always been the illuminated manuscripts, These 
unicue volumes, really art galleries in miniature, the pro- 
ducts of the zeal, devotion and unparalleled skill of the 
medieval monk and artist, created of sparkling burnished 
golds, white and ivory calfskins, and brilliant pigments 
usec with amazing skill and artistry to form resplendent 
initials, borders, and magnificent miniature paintings 
have always held the utmost in fascination for the collec- 
tor and art lover alike. It isn’t long before the novice, 
beccming acquainted with the glories of illumination, be- 
comes aware that they are indeed among the greatest 
artistic triumphs of the human mind and hand. The un- 
spotted vellum, untarnished gold, and unfaded pigments 
are all a living monument to a dead age. 

Many may say that it was a great waste of time to 
spend years, in many cases literally lifetimes, in the crea- 
tion of a single book! Is not the text the only really im- 
portant thing? But is it not true that the pleasure secured 
in reading and beholding a beautifully made book is in- 
deed great? To the ancients the greatest treasure was 
the thought and the idea. The book was the physical, 
visible expression of these thoughts and ideas and so 
deserved the highest skill and patience in its creation. 

Even the rubrics (the red and blue initial letters used 
in the beginnings of ——— and headlines) relieve the 
stark yet beautiful black and white of the text itself; but 
when the capital letters are filled with beautiful flowers, 
the margins are embellished with realistic birds, leaves, 
and even amusing insects or grotesques and drolleries, we 
find the book invested with a new beauty. When all of 
these decorations are supplemented with the ultimate, a 
magnificent miniature painting that rivals in beauty and 
genius the great later masterpieces of art, we may then 
well realize that the book has been clothed in a beauty 
and breathtaking’ splendor separate from the text itself. 

An important division of the study of illumination is 
the examination of the types of script or lettering used 
for the text itself. Although the modern collector is in- 
terested in the illuminated manuscript as a work of art 
alone, it is not amiss that he know how the text lettering 
itself developed from the standpoint of the skill and pa- 
tience that the medieval scribe invested in this art, but 
also from the point of placing the manuscripts into various 
periods from the style of the letter. 

We may trace the history of the letter back through 
the Visigothic, Merovingian, Franco-Lombardic, and pre- 
Carolingian periods but these are of more interest to the 
palaeographer than to the student of illumination. In- 
deed if we were interested in the history of the alphabet 
we could go back as far as the Hieroglyphic and Hieratic 
stazes but these are of no interest to us in our survey of 
illumination. Our interest in script is from the stand- 
point of the text lettering as the compliment to the il- 
lum ination. 

The earliest type of calligraphy that the collector of 
manuscripts or single leaves will come across is the Carol- 
ingiun. One factor making the period of Charlemagne a 


great one is that along with its new interest in the body 
of learning of the past, new reforms in the styles of the 
scripts were put into effect, due to the revived interest in 
manuscript writing. At the monastary of Tours in about 
800 A.D. the development of the Carolingian miniscule 
took place. This new script gained widespread use, being 
used for the texts of the manuscripts while the older and 
larger half-uncial letters were employed for the incipits, 
prefaces and other important parts. Many of our iia 
printing types find their common ancestor in the great 
Carolingian lettering, called by many the most beautiful 
book hand of all time. 

The second great script development period began in 
the latter part of the 12th century and lead to the diver- 
sity of types predominant in the 14th centuries. The best 
known of these are the rotunda or round Gothic, the lettre 
batarde or mixed script and cursive, and the German 
fraktur which is the least graceful and most heavy and 
formal of the group. The last great development in the 
form of the letter was in the humanistic script. The 
Carolingian was the direct basis for this style which was 
taken and brought to virtual perfection by the 15th cen- 
tury Italian scribes. 

A knowledge of the different types of scripts is, of 
course, an integral part of the study of manuscripts but 
by far the most interesting and vital part is the study of 
the illumination and miniatures themselves. 

The ornamentation of books is as old as is the book 
a physical entity itself. In the early specimens we see 
the simplest forms of ornamentation, and we may trace 
this art through the centuries until its downfall in the 
16th century. 

In early specimens the initial letters (the first letters 
of sentences, paragraphs, headings, etc.) were enlarged 
and coloured. Next the serifs and tails of these letters 
were elongated into the margins of the leaf until even- 
tually all four margins and often the center margin be- 
tween the columns of text, were filled with decorations. 
Soon the marginal area became a unit in itself and lost 
all connection with the text or initials. Early in the de- 
velopment of illumination, the need for illustration being 
a strong one, the miniature painting was originated. This 
is the ultimate, the highest form of illumination. In its 
fine specimens the medieval miniature equals in beauty 
and detail the finest art works of all time. In fact, it 
may be that these earliest paintings will be in existence 
long after our oil paintings have completely deteriorated. 
Many of our museum officials have indications that 16th 
and 17th century canvases are very definitely on the road 
to oblivion, while manuscripts of as early as the 4th cen- 
tury remain in the finest possible state of preservation! 

There are not enough specimens of the very first of 
Classical period of illumination extant to make any sort 
of comprehensive study possible. In fact most knowledge 
of the Classical manuscripts is drawn from later allusions 
to the styles used. From the earliest specimens extant, 
a group of 4th century materials, we may presume that 
the earlier specimens were characterized by extreme sim-

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plicity and no use of graduation of tone or shading. Ex. 
perts have drawn a close parallel between these manv. 
scripts and the artistic style represented on the ancient 
Roman coins and statues. 

The first great period of illumination begins in Ive. 
land in the 6th century and on the mainland of Euroye in 
the 7th and 8th centuries. The greatest early Irish 
: Manuscript is indeed one of the greatest book treasures 
iorer ocro wuffae * Scarce: <tr in existence. This is the great Book of Kells which is 

; rm ps owned by Trinity College, Dublin. The whole essence of 
this great era in the history of illumination may be summed 
up in the great precision, beauty and originality of 
invention shown in this glorious volume. Indeed many 
collectors make a special pilgrimage to Dublin just to 
view this landmark in the history of art. A fine repro- 
duction recently made available this treasure in its en- 
tirety to the lovers of fine things all over the world. 

The illuminations of the Irish school are characterized 
by a great profusion of geometrical patterns and use of 
animal life. Dragons, birds, reptiles, and various other 
beasts ara used in greatly elongated and knotted, carica- 
tured forms. Among others we see various S, C, and Z 
shapes worked into patterns of the utmost complexity. In 
fact since the artist tried to fill up every blank space on 
the vellum the profusion of design is sometimes monot- 
onous. The only really glaring defect in this period of il- 
lumination is the representation of figures and scenes. 
In almost all cases these forms are stilted and poor. 

The second period deserving of attention begins about 
900 A.D. and stretches to about 1800 A.D. It was during 
this transitional period that the borders and miniatures 
completely began to dominate the text. This is not to 
state that the lettering: itself degenerated. The lettering 
of the medieval scribe always rivaled in precision an¢ 
regularity the impressions of modern type. Many a nov- 
ice collector will believe a fine manuscript to be the pro- 
duct of a printing press while really it was produced 
many hundreds of years before the press was invented! 
By this time the styles of scripts were established and the 
thing of prime import was the ornament. As the period 
progressed the borders became more and more lavish and 
the miniature style increased in complexity and natural- 
ness of expression. Whole scenes and groups of figures 
began to be portrayed and it is from these that the his- 
torian derives much of his information concerning the 
customs, dress, architecture, and everyday life of the 
medieval age. Of course, the care given to the execution 
of these gems is enough proof of the religious devotion 
of the medieval individual. 

By the late 11th century a form of miniature called 
the historiated initial came into general use. This con- 
sists of a large initial letter in which a miniature has 
been painted (illustrations 2 & 8). Often these initial 
letters were formed out of wonderful animal shapes, as 
witness the poor dragon encircling the miniature in il- 
lustration 3. In such manuscripts as the antiphonals of 
which specimen 8 is an example, the only type of minia- 
ture used is the historiated initial form. In the cases of 
the antiphonals (they contain the choral portions of the 
Mass), the volume is so large that the initials themselves 
are larger than the full page miniatures found in the 
smaller types such as the Books of Hours, a type of manv- 
script for private devotional use (illustration 4). 

At about this time (late 11th century) one of the 
great marvels of medieval calligraphic skill came to be 
produced in great numbers. These are the so-called “ort:

able Bibles” lettered on the finest uterine vellum (secured 
from still-born calves) with as many as 18 and 19 lines 
of text to one inch. These veritable pocket-books are truly 
a great monument to the skill and patience of the medi- 
eval scribes (Illustration 1). 

The greatest period of illumination may be said to 
extend from 1300 A.D. to circa 1550 A.D. The modern 
collector may hope to secure manuscripts, single leaves, 
and miniatures from this period much more reasonably 
than from any of the earlier ones, so it seems fitting that 
he should know more about the various types and schools 
of this era. Actually the most sumptuous and in the 
opinion of many, the most satisfying specimens are to be 
found in the 15th century period, and to some extent the 
beginning of the 16th century. However, at the latter 
time the height of splendor may have been too great, 
lacking in genuine inspiration and leading to the de- 
cadence and downfall of illumination. It must also be 
remembered that the mass production of books through 
the first printing by the use of movable type (1454) also 
contributed a great deal to the death of illumination. 

It may be well to note that up to this point (ca. 1300) 
the illuminations were: confined to religious works and 
were executed by the religious scribes, namely the monks. 
By the end of the 18th century they ceased to be confined 
tothe monastary secriptorum and secular artists began to 
become known for their manuscript illuminations. Such 
great miniaturists as Jean Foucsuet, Hams Memming, 
and the various members of the school of Jean Bourdichon 
are but a few names on the roster of great illuminators 
after the art ceased to be a religious monopoly and be- 
came a recognized and organized craft. 

In most cases the date and locality of execution of a 
manuscript may be derived from a knowledge of the 
various styles of ornamentation, but this should not be too 
heavily counted upon, especially in this later period. At 
this time the illuminators began to travel from region to 
region and so became spread over the continent. These 
misplaced artists retained a good bit of their regional 
style while supplementing it with the outstanding char- 
acteristics of the styles of their new habitats. The style 
theory may be further hard hit by the fact that one 
scriptorum may work in a set style for decades while an- 
other only a few miles distant may have an entirely dif- 
ferent approach. 

Another factor in the dating and placing of an illu-

mination is the materials used in its execution. We find 
that in England before the year 1100 A.D. the gole used 
was in a powder form while after this date the use of 
actual gold leaf began. However, this will not hold true 
in continental illuminations as gold leaf was used in them 
earlier. On many vellum leaves we may see hundreds of 
inlays of gold leaf applied with consummate skill. It is 
interesting to learn of the method of application for this 
scintillating material. First, a certain type of pink clay 
was pressed into the vellum after the design for the letter 
was traced in outline, then a size was applied and on top 
of this the gold leaf itself. This was then burnished with 
an agate to give it that wonderful brilliance that shines 
untarnished from the vellum leaves to this very day! 

In many of the later forms of manuscripts such as 
the Books of Hours, or Horae as they are called, the date 
and provenance may be derived not only from the style 
but from parts of the text itself. Indeed many of the 
earlier’ manuscripts were dated and signed but our con- 
cern has been with those that weren’t. An integral part 
of the Horae is the calendar and listings of the saints. 
Certain saints are common to certain dates and regions 
and through a bit of investigation we may date and place 
the volume with the use of this information. This detec- 
tive work is another branch of the great enjoyment 
secured from the study of manuscripts! 

In our greatest and most interesting period of illu- 
mination we find that more definite schools of ornamenta- 
tion have come into prominence that at any cther period. 
In the great French productions we see the great affinity 
to the frescos, mosaics, and most of all to the stained glass 
of the Gothic age. In the 13th and 14th centuries, par- 
ticularly in England and France, the miniature was a 
stained glass window on vellum. With the success in the 
search for light that resulted in the development and con- 
struction of the Gothic cathedrals and other forms of ar- 
chitecture (as opposed to the dark Romanesque style), it 
was natural that_the manuscript artist would have the 
desire to imitate the stained glass productions as closely 
as possible. One of his prime purposes in this was to in- 
spire the- reader in the same manner that the worshipper 
was inspired upon entering a Gothic cathedral. This led 
to a succession of manuscripts of unsurpassed loveliness. 
The series of windows in the Gothic cathedral is nothing 
more than the evolvement of a giant book, anyway, so we 
may wonder who was copying what form? A favorite 
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device used by the manuscript painter, following along 
with the design and color scheme of the stained glass, 
was the use of diapered or tessellated backgrounds. This 
is actually a form of mosiac consisting of alternate 
squares or diamonds of red, blue and gold. In many fine 
specimens of this diapered work, although the squares 
may be less than % inch in size, we will see other squares 
painted inside of them in white pigment! This type of 
background may be closely allied with the “rose window” 
of the Gothic cathedral. The amazing precision with 
which the squares were executed is always a source of 
wonder to the viewer. A fine example of a diapered 
background is shown in illustration 4. 

During the later period, border forms also play an 
important part in the illuminations. First, from point of 
use is the ivy leaf pattern. In this style short stems spread 
out leaves and tendrils of sparkling burnished gold. 
Indeed these spirals seem to engulf the page itself in a 
golden spray (Illustration 6). 

A second important type of border ornament is the 
use of the floriation style. This impresses the viewer as 
being much more realistic and pleasing as it is less formal 
and stilted than the ivy leaf. In the floriated type of 
border, realistic figures play an important part. Birds, 
fidwers, insects, and sometimes humans are naturalistical- 
ly painted. The Flemish school makes the most extensive 
use of animal and insect life and flowers, fruits, and vege- 
tables. Illustration 4 shows an example of a French 
floriated border while illustration 5 exhibits a German- 
Flemish type. The Italian characteristics are closely 
allied with the styles of the great goldsmiths and gem 
cutters of the period. This is graphically shown in il- 
lustration 3. The later Italian school is also noted for 
the great brilliance of the pigments used. It seems that 
the further south you go the more brilliant became the

At about the middle of the 15th century, illuminetion 
finally threw off the yoke of the stained glass window and 
from the art that followed, we see the very great debt 
owed to it by the later master-artists in the larger forms 
such as oils. Our illuminators now began to conquer the 
third dimension by the replacing of the previous ‘wo- 
dimensional stained glass form with a third dimension, 
gained through the use of perspective and landscape back- 
grounds in place of the stained glass or diapered devices, 
Many specimens of this period are completely lacking in 
restraint, but this is a general characterisic of the early 
Renaissance and not altogther displeasing . The figures 
in the miniatures now become vital men and women rather 
than formal and stylized representations. Here we see 
the direct ties of the medieval illuminator and the great 
Titians, Holbeins, and Rembrandts of another great era

undertook great projects for further 
developments of hydroelectricity in 
the Far West. 

During the years of World War II, 
Ickes was one of the busiest men in 
Washington. At one time he held 
thirty-nine jobs, counting the subdivi- 
sions of his department. As Secretary, 
he was titular head of the twenty- 
three bureaus of the Interior Depart- 
ment. In addition, he held twelve 
“outside” jobs, such as membership 
on the National Policy Power Com- 
mittee, and three strictly war assign- 
ments—Administrator of Solid Fuels, 
of Petroleum, and of Fisheries, 

He resigned from President Harry 
S. Truman’s cabinet on February 18, 
1946, asserting that the Chief Execu- 
tive had questioned “my veracity.” 

“IT do not have a reputation for 
dealing recklessly with the truth,” 
Ickes told the President in his letter 
of resignation. 


Senate Committee Members pro- 
voked his noisy departure by asking 
his opinion of Truman’s nomination 
of the California oil man, Edwin C. 
Pauley, to be Under Secretary of the 
Navy. His major charge was that 
the former Democratic treasurer ad- 
vanced “the rawest proposition ever 
made to me.” Ickes said Pauley told 
him $300,000 could be raised in cam- 
paign funds if the Administration 
dropped its attempt to establish fed- 
eral title to oil-rich tidelands. 


At a White House press conference, 
Truman suggested that Ickes might 
have been mistaken. That statement 
caused Ickes’ immediate resignation. 
He accompanied it with a public blast 
at Truman delivered at a very large 
press conference in his office. He de- 
clared that Truman asked him to “try 
to be as gentle as you can with Ed 
Pauley” at the Senate hearings. 


“T don’t care to stay in an Adminis- 
tration where I am expected to com- 
mit perjury for the sake of the 
party,” he declared. 


Honesty, rugged American honesty 
for which our founding fathers were 
noted, was Ickes’s foremost quality. 
It received public endorsement during 
the 1930’s when his Public Works 
Administration spent nearly five bil- 
lion dollars without a trace of dis- 
honesty or scandal. He became 
known as “Honest Harold.” 
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When he resigned American news- 
papers were generous in their praise 
of him. The New York Herald 7Zri- 
bune said he was “in many ways the, 
mightiest oak of the Roosevelt-Tru- 
man years.” The Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette claimed no infallibility for 
him, but said that since the “issue 
hung upon the veracity of Ickes and 
Pauley, the wisest move under the 
circumstances would have been the 
withdrawal of Mr. Pauley’s nomina- 
tion. 

Several weeks later Truman did 
withdraw it, at Pauley’s own request. 


“The President,” said the Chicago 
Sun of Ickes’ departure, “lost more 
than a Secretary of Interior yester- 
day, he lost a political conscience.” 


Ickes, however, saw no reason for 
Truman to suffer that loss. Always 
proud of his ability to express him- 
self, he started writing newspaper 
articles, in which he slashed at old 
and new enemies. 


Short, inclined toward stockiness, 
Ickes had piercing blue eyes. He 
smoked cigarettes in a long holder. It 
was characteristic of him that he 
completely disarmed argumentative 
conferees with a sharp look over the 
top of his glasses. 


Ickes’ favorite American author 
was Mark Twain about whom he 
wrote the author of this paper: 


“Mark Twain has written: ‘My 
books are water; those of the great 
geniuses are wine. Everybody drinks 
water.’ And nearly everyone has 
shared the boyhood of Huckleberry 
Finn and Tom Sawyer, then followed 
the Connecticut Yankee into Arthur’s 
court—and found in these adventures 
the sparkle of rich wine. None of our 
men of letters has been more thor- 
oughly American than Mark Twain, 
and none has understood our own vir- 
tues and frailties with greater 
shrewdness and sympathy. The most 
gratifying tribute to an author is the 
reading of his works: that tribute is 
being amply paid now, as by past 
generations of Americans.” 

When I sent Ickes a copy of my 
biography of Harry S. Truman, he 
answered under date of June 14, 1946, 
“It was good of you to inscribe and 
send me a copy of your The Man from 
Missouri. This seems to be full of 
interesting and important matter that 
one should have at hand for ready 
reference. 

“One thing that I question is the 
reference to President Truman as the 
‘County Judge.’ I am referring to 
Chapter Five of your book. I remem- 
ber that Truman himself, when he 
was in the Senate, told me he was in 
no true sense a County Judge but the 
body of three of which he was a 
member would correspond to a Board 
of Supervisors in some other state. I 
had had the impression that he was 
a bona fide ‘County Judge.’ That 
title is pretty well known throughout 
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the country and it seems to me even 
if it means something different in 
Missouri it ought not to be used ex- 
cept in the commonly accepted sense. 
After all, after a man has become 
President of the United States he 
does not have to have a title given 
to him covering some earlier job that 
was not his by general acceptance. 

I hope that you will not regard this 
criticism as being carping and I do 
appreciate your thoughtfulness in 
sending me a copy of the book.

After the death of former Secretary 
of State Bainbridge Colby in early 
spring 1950, an article appeared stat- 
ing that Colby had influence upon 
Ickes being selected for President 
Roosevelt’s cabinet. Asked about this 
incident, Ickes wrote me under date 
of April 20, 1950. 

“T have your letter. The statement 
that the late Bainbridge Colby ‘was 
somewhat influential in having you 
(me) appointed to President Roose- 
velt’s cabinet’ is all new to me and I 
do not believe that it is accurate. Colby 
and I were both active Progressives 
in 1912. We were both delegates to 
the Progressive National Convention 
in 1916 that nominated Theodore 
Roosevelt again. If Colby ever 
promised to help me to office I had 
not known of it. He never made any 
such promise to me, or to anyone else 
so far as I knew, and I was not look- 
ing for any office. I do recall per- 
fectly the circumstances of my ap- 
pointment by Franklin D. Roosevelt 
but none of those circumstances ties 
up with Colby. When I knew him, I 
did not know him particularly well.’’ 
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On February 28, 1950, Ickes wrote 
me an interesting letter regarding 
Presidents Woodrow Wilson and 
Theodore Roosevelt: 

“T have your letter of February 22. 
I was not in favor of Woodrow Wil- 
son running again in 1920. As I re- 
member, he was so ill at that time he 
was incapacitated. Since I was not 
for him, I naturally did not urge Mrs. 
Wilson to get Bainbridge Colby to 
nominate Wilson at the San Francisco 
Convention. I never met Mrs. Wilson 
until I came to Washington under 
President Roosevelt in 1983. I knew 
Bainbridge Colby as a former Pro- 
gressive, but we had nothing in com- 
mon after 1916. 

“T have always believed that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt would have _ been 
nominated by the Republicans in 1920 
if he had been alive and in good 
health. I do not know that I ever pre- 
dicted this, but undoubtedly I ex- 
pressed my views informally to my 
friends at various times until Roose- 
velt died. His death occurred a day or 
two after I had returned from France. 
I do not think that T. R. would have 
run in 1920 if he had lived. I think 
that this was the general belief of his 
friends. If he had run, I would have 
supported him.

President Harry S. Truman, Chief 
Justice Fred M. Vinson, Senators, 
Congressmen, and other notables paid 
their final respects at the funeral 
held at All Souls Unitarian Church 
in Washington on Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 6, 1952. The Reverend Palfrey 
Perkins of King’s Chapel, Boston, 
lauded Ickes’ “unflagging fidelity to 
the highest ideals of democracy.” The 
funeral services were followed by 
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private burial at the Friends’ Mecting 
House Cemetery at Sandy Spring, 
Maryland, not far from his home at 
Olney, Maryland. 

Despite their controversy when 
Ickes departed from the Truman <abj- 
net, one of the finest tributes was paid 
by President Harry S. Truman. 

“A unique figure in American pub- 
lic life is lost to the Nation. He was 
withal a true patriot and a many. 
sided citizen whose passing leavs a 
void in our national life not easily 
filled.” 

“No real curmudgeon, even self- 
labeled, could survive to serve ir the 
Cabinet longer than any other living 
mortal,” declared a former colleague 
of Ickes, Reclamation Commissioner 
Michael W. Straus. “Harold Ickes 
had a rare combination of distant 
vision and immediate shrewd:iess, 
daring and doggedness, wrapped in a 
bristling gruffness used as a protec. 
tive shroud.” 

In 1911 Ickes had married Anna 
Wilmarth Thompson of Chicago who 
joined him in Washington after con- 
pleting a term as Illinois State Rep- 
resentative. She was fatally injured 
in an automobile accident in August, 
1935, in New Mexico, where they had 
a home. They had one child and 
adopted three. On May 24, 1938, 
Ickes married Miss Jane Dahlman, 
twenty-five, of Milwaukee. They had 
two children, McEwen and Jane. Pos- 
sessed of a charming personality, keen 
wit and fine intellect, Mrs. Jane Ickes 
has been of great help and assistance 
to her husband in his multifarious 
activities which he continued even 
after his official retirement.

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HISTORIC GAUSES OF WRITER’S CRAMP 


By HERBERT D. LOOMIS 


Prior to 5000 B.C. the merchants had 
their clerks make entries on tablets 
of clean-washed, kneaded, smooth clay 
from the great river beds. These 
small oblong or conical tablets, kiln 
fired or sun dried, received while still 
wet the imprints of the stylus, a 
triangular pen of hard wood, bamboo, 
bone, ivory, or metal. The resulting 
marks looked like tiny footed bird 
tracks going back and forth in reg- 
imental order. (Many of our great 
museums have tablets of this type.) 
The Greek word from which “scribe”’ 
was derived originally meant a splint- 
er, indicating the lineage of our 
primitive writing instruments. 


IN THE BAG 


Writing as we know it today 
started about 3000 B.C. Purportedly 
the oldest known bit of writing in the 
world is a piece of papyrus in a Con- 
stantinople Museum. On it is writ- 
ten: “Alas, times are not what they 
used to be. Children no longer obey 
their parents and everyone wants to 
write a book.” Papyrus sheets were 
made from the tall Nile reed, Cyperus 
papyrus. Strips from the center were 
woven together and hammered into a 
thin paper whose layers adhered after 
soaking in Nile water. The vast 
majority of people were illiterate and 
so the Scribes held a coveted position. 
They could be found at the city gates 
and market places with their low 
table and stool. A speciman of their 
desk can be seen in the Cairo Mu- 
seum. It often consisted of a portable 
palette with little recesses for the 
pens. The pen itself was made of 
reed, cut slanting and sometimes 
frayed out in brushlike form. The 
palette had small depressions for 
holding one cake of red and one of 
black pigment for ink. The red was 
made from red ochre; the black, from 
vegetable root mixed with gum arabic 
and water. Stone grinders were used 
to pulverize the ink material, which 
was moistened with water at the time 
of writing. Sometimes Egyptian ink 
was carried in a little bag tied to the 
palette. Its quality was excellent as 
it has survived for thirty centuries. 
Inkhorns were used by some. There 
is reference to one in Ezekiel 2:2,3: 
“one man in the midst of them clothed 
in linen, with a writer’s horn by his 
side.’ Such inkhorns, usually of 
metal, are still used in remote sections 
of the near East today. 


PUSHING THE FEATHER 

In the time of Erasmus writing was 
spoken of as “pushing the feather’, 
showing us plainly what was being 
used as a pen at this time. The inks 
were a mixture of sulphate of iron, 
nutgalls and gum. The paper was a 
coarse rag paper introduced into 
Europe by the Moors. Many manu- 
scripts from this period exist today 
showing an artistic sensitiveness that 
has been unequaled. This was the

illustrated letter is a true original, a 
small spark struck by the artist him- 
self. Those fortunate enough to own 
such letters can see the painter or 
sculptor in bedroom slippers, as_ it 
were, and not in the fine raiment he 
wears in the art galleries and mu- 
seums. 

Among illustrated letters, those of 
Van Gogh, Gauguin, Pissarro, and 
others of the modern school command 
very high prices and are eagerly 
sought after by collectors. Once in a 
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them we see his creative genius in a 
crude but effective form, with the art- 
ist himself explaining the  signifi- 
cance of each painting. Certainly no 
one can read Van Gogh’s impassioned 
letters without reaching a clearer, 
deeper insight into his art. 

What is true of Van Gogh is true 
also of scores of lesser and greater 
artists. The illustrated letters of 
each painter form a true index to the 
creative process, furnishing a vivid 
portrait of the man as well as the 
artist. We see the impulses, good and 
bad, which spurred his genius into 
action. How much superior, indeed, 
is a collection of illustrated letters 
penned by noted artists to a portfolio 
of reproductions which the painter 
himself never touched or even looked

If there were time to talk about 
authors with a flair for sketching, | 
might mention some of the letters of 
Eugene Field and Rudyard Kipling, 
crudely but hilariously illustrated;

Among American artists, the atra- 
bilious James McNeill Whistler was 
fond of touching up his letters with 
little sketches, usually signing his 
epistles with a wierd-looking butterfly 
in lieu of a signature. In fact, his 
letters signed with an ordinary signa- 
ture are much scarcer than _ tiuose 
signed with a butterfly. 

In the illustration accompanying 
this article appears what is probably 
the first sketch of “Br’er Rabbit” ever 
made by Frederick S. Church, a seti- 
ous artist who ventured casually into 
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illustration and won a great reputa- 
ion for his pen-and-ink depictions of 
he “Uncle Remus” stories of Joel 
Chandler Harris. Here is the full 
ext of this interesting letter, pub- 
lished now for the first time from the 
original in my collection:

To gather an extensive collection of 
illustrated letters may require years 
of searching, but the goal is worth 
the effort.

The autograph catalogs of Patrick 
F. Madigan, issued in the years 1911- 
12, should serve as an object lesson to 
imprudent collectors. Forty years 
ago the faddists were wildly enthus- 
iastic over Edmund Clarence Sted- 
man (ever hear of him?) and Madi- 
gan listed a four-page autograph 
poem of Stedman at $50.00. Another 
much-sought-after personality was 
Bayard Taylor, whose letters may be 
picked up for as little as a dollar to- 
day. Madigan offered two literary 
letters at the fantastic prices of 
$60.00 and $75.00. 

Among the autographs listed at 
higher than today’s prices were those 
of Thomas Bailey Aldrich, Edwin 
Booth, James Fenimore Cooper, Marie 
Corelli, Eugene Field, U.S. Grant, H. 
W. Longfellow, J. R. Lowell, R. L. 
Stevenson, Zachary Taylor, Alfred 
Tennyson, Ellen Terry, W. M. Thack- 
eray, John Fiske, Rudyard Kipling, 
Walter Scott, Edward VII, Napoleon, 
Queen Victoria, William McKinley, 
Bill Nye, Matthew Arnold, Clyde 
Fitch, Edwin Markham, and George 
W. Cable. 

But there were also many wonder- 
ful bargains! A fine political auto- 
graph letter signed of John Adams 
at $20.00; a one-page original manu- 
script poem on democracy of Walt 
Whitman, $10.00; and a highly im- 
portant autograph letter signed of 
Thomas Jefferson at $25.00. Other 
autographs which now seem to have 
been greatly underpriced were those 
of Chester A. Arthur, J. J. Audubon, 
Robert Fulton, Benj. Franklin, An- 
drew Jackson, Meriwether Lewis, S. 
F. B. ‘Morse, Samuel Pepys, George 
Washington, James Monroe, Edgar A. 
Poe, James K. Polk, Stephen Crane, 
and Henry David Thoreau. 

The majority of Madigan’s offer- 
ings, however, were proffered at ap- 
proximately the sums they would 
fetch today. 

The moral? Avoid being stampeded 
into gathering the autographs that 
are currently popular. Collect only 
autographs which really interest you, 
and your collection may turn out to be 
a financial as well as a cultural in- 
vestment.

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14 LINCOLN LETTERS 
BRING $35,000 


Fourteen letters from Abraham 
Lincoln to his “most intimate friend” 
Joshua Fry Speed were sold at auc- 
tion for $35,000 recently. 

The famed Lincoln-Speed letters 
brought the highest price in the first 
hour of auction of the collection of 
the late Oliver R. Barrett of Chicago, 
considered the greatest private collec- 
tion of Lincoln relics in existence. 

Successful bidder for the letters 
was Ralph Newman of the Abraham 
Lincoln Bookshop, Chicago. He acted 
for the Illinois State Historical Li- 
brary. 

The letters had been considered one 
of the choicest collector’s items in the 
sale of some 2,000 items. 

They have been described by Lin- 
coln biographer Carl Sandburg as 
“without parallel in all the Lincoln 
corespondence.” 

Three letters written by Mary Todd 
Lincoln to a friend before her mar- 
riage were sold for $2,000 to the Car- 
negie Book Shop of New York. 

A school book Lincoln borrowed 
from a _ neighbor and _ presumably 
studied by the light of a log cabin 
fireplace was sold for $3,500 in the 
early moments of the sale, also to the 
Abraham Lincoln Bookshop. 

A fragment from a “sum _ book” 
kept by an approximately 15-year-old 
Lincoln brought $3,600 in early mo- 
ments of the two-day auction. Suc- 
cessful bidder was the Carnegie Book 
Shop. 

The same bidder purchased, for $1,- 
000, an 1833 legal document with Lin- 
coln’s signature, said to be the earliest 
legal document he prepared. 

But some 2,000 items at auction 
made up one of the richest collections 
of source materials available to Lin- 
coln’s biographers.

AAAAAAAAAAAAAD 
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INDIAN TRACKS AND TRACES 
IN OLD ILLINOIS 


By GLENN GLASS 


The area in which most of my In- 
dian relics collection was found is in 
western Illinois near the headwaters 
of Henderson Creek near the Knox 
and Warren Co. line. 

The early settlers found this region 
inhabited by the Saco (Sauks) and 
Fox tribes who continued to reside 
here until the troubles preceding the 
Black Hawk War forced them to mi- 
grate to the Iowa side of the Missis- 
sippi. 

The foundation for my collection 
was laid at that time by my own fam- 
ily and two other early pioneer fam- 
ilies, the Hogans and Hickmans of 
Henderson. 

The rougher country bordering the 
streams was heavily forested with 
hardwood timber while the prairie 
areas between the streams supported 
a heavy growth of prairie grass, 
often shoulder high. 
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Only scattered artifacts have been 
found on the prairies while camping 
sites in the wooded sections were 
plentiful showing that the Indians 
preferred their protection. 

Early white visitors to this state 
reported that the natives burned the 
dry prairie grass each fall to compel 
the game to seek food and shelter 
in the woods where it was much 
easier to hunt. 


The Indians established their win- 
ter camps in deep ravines in dense 
woods which protected them from the 
wintry blasts. These camps were 
nearly always near springs which did 
not freeze. 

If searchers for relics would con- 
sider these factors it would aid them 
in their quest. 

Their burial mounds were gener- 
ally situated on ridges or bluffs near 
their camp sites. In our immediate 
vicinity the several mounds on which 


I had information from the early 
settlers, happened to be on land 
which could be plowed, and the 


pioneers being more interested in 
wresting a living from the soil than 
in archaeology, ruthlessly plowed 
them down. Today they are barely 
perceptible. The flint artifacts found 
in this area are of various shades of 
white with an occasional black one. 
About one in fifteen is of the rotar 
variety. 

Some copper beads and spears have 
been found in mounds not far away. 
This indicates that these early people 
had contact with tribes many hun- 
dreds of miles to the north. The pot- 
tery shards of this vicinity show a 
fair degree of artistry and workman- 
ship.

The ancient Iroquois believed that 
they had two souls. After death, one 
soul went on the long journey to the 
spirit land beyond the setting su 
and was no longer concerned ‘vith 
affairs of this world. The other — 
the “ghost” — remained earthbound, 
continued to circulate among: the liv- 
ing, and must be propitiated periodi- 
cally with burned offerings, food, 
music, and dances. 

This was the oceasion of one of 
the most elaborate of Iroquois cere. 
monials, the great annual or seni- 
annual feast of the dead. It was 
witnessed chiefly by French explorers 
and missionaries in the last half of 
the seventeenth century and _ since 
then seldom has been seen by whites. 
The basic idea, however, still pre- 
vails in somewhat modified cere- 
monies, according to a report on Ir- 
quois culture by Dr. William N. 
Fenton and Gertrude P. Kurath, just 
published by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s Bureau of American KEth- 
nology. With the passing genera- 
tions, they say, the belief has be. 
come more localized and restricted to 
tribes, communities, or single fam- 
ilies. 

They describe various “feasts” of 
this nature witnessed on Iroquois 
reservations in both the United 
States and Canada. Some are gencyYal 
propitiatory ceremonies, always held 
“in winter when nature _ sleeps.” 


Others, which may take place at any 
time, are for the cure of individuals 
with “ghost disease,” some real or 
imaginary ailment supposed to be 
due to the machinations of some dis- 
satisfied ghost. In all cases the gen- 
eral ritual is essentially the same.

Bits of History 


By E. E. MEREDITH 


Lewis Wetzel, a famous character 
of “border warfare’ days in West 
Virginia, Ohio and Kentucky, made 
Indian fighting a life business. He 
was brave as a lion and cunning as 
a fox. He seemed to possess in a re- 
markable degree that intuitive knowl- 
edge which can alone constitute an 
efficient hunter, added to which he 
was sagacious, prompt to act, and al- 
ways aiming to render his actions 
efficient. He plunged recklessly into 
the fearful strife and was never con- 
tent unless roaming the wilderness 
solitudes trailing savages to their 
very homes and rushing to combat, 
regardless of time, place or number 
of his opponents. Bold, wary and 
tireless, he was without an equal in 
“the perilous profession to which he 
had sworn to devote himself.” 

No man on the frontier was more 
dreaded by the Indian enemy and 
certainly no one did more to beat the 
Indians back into the heart of the 
forest and secure the expanseless 
domain which the whites now occupy. 
Some writers seem to regard him as 
little better than a savage—a man 
whose disposition was that of an en- 
raged tiger, whose only propensity 
was for blood. This was not true. 
There is no record of his inflicting 
cruelty upon women and children. He 
was never known to torture or muti- 
late his victims. He was revengeful 
because he had suffered great injuries 
from red men and woe to the Indian 
warrior who crossed his path. 

“Our Western Border”, published 
in 1875 with Charles McKnight as 
author, is authority for the above 
statements and contains a picture of 
Lewis Wetzel loading his gun as he 
ran. In this contest he was pursued 
by a quartette of red men and was 
able by this means to kill three of 
them and the fourth turned back from 
the chase in disgust saying: “No 
catch that man, him gun always 
loaded.” 


Globe-Circling Canoe 

An historic Indian war canoe that 
sailed around the world now rests in 
‘thunderbird park in Victoria, B. C., 
sheltered by a long roof standing on 
four thick logs. 

The “Tilikum” — Indian for 
“friend” — was carved out of a solid 
386 foot red cedar log, and was more 
than a half century old when she 
sailed from here one morning in May, 
1901, bound round the globe. The 
canoe returned in 1930, having spent 
some 25 years in gentle decay on the 
banks of the Thames in England. Her 
story is tersely told in an inscription 
on one of the posts: “ ‘Tilikum.’ This 
dugout canoe, under command of 
Capt. J. C. Voss, F. R. G. S., with 
only one seaman, sailed 40,000 miles 
around the world.”

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PEACOCK LOSES ITS FEATHERS 
AND IS “DISCOVERED” 


Tvo specimens of the Congo pea- 
coc, the largest new distinct species 
cf »ird discovered anywhere in_ the 
word during the past 20 years, have 
just been added to the collection of 
ihe U. S. National Museum, Smith- 
son.an Institution. They came as 
gifts from the Musé du Congo Belge 
of “‘ervuren, Belgium. 

This large bird, known scientifically 


las ifropavo congensis, is of special 


interest as representing a fairly 
primitive peacock stock from which 
have descended the splendid, well- 
known peacocks of Asia. It is a link 
between the resplendent peacocks and 
the more ordinary pheasants and 
constitutes another bit of evidence 
for an ancient connection between 
the forested areas of equatorial Afri- 
ca and those of southern Asia. 

The story of how the bird was dis- 
covered is of unusual interest. In 
1913 Dr. James P. Chapin, of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, obtained a single feather from 
the hat of a native in the north- 
eastern Belgian Congo that was ob- 
viously a wing quill from a large 
unknown bird. For many years none 
of the experts to whom. it was shown 
could identify it. But in 1936 Dr. 
Chapin was studying at the Congo 
Museum in Belgium and happened to

go into a storeroom that visitors 
seldom entered. There he was 
amazed to find two mounted birds 
that had a slight resemblance to 
peacocks and had been labeled as 
young peacocks by some taxidermist. 
They were part of a collection given 
to the museum in 1914, by the Com- 
pagnie du Kasai, a mining company 
operating in the eastern Congo. 
Dr. Chapin immediately suspected 
that this was the bird from which 
his mysterious feather had come, and 
ordered the lone plume sent from 
New York. It exactly matched com- 


parable feathers of these two 
mounted birds. From further in- 
quiries among Belgians who had 


spent much time in the Congo, he 
learned that one or two of them had 
seen and eaten a large pheasantlike 
bird, bigger than the guinea fowl, in 
the vicinity of a gold-mining center 
called Angumu. Shortly afterward 
Chapin flew to the Congo and _ suc- 
ceeded in collecting specimens of this 
remarkable bird. 

Since then other specimens have 
been collected, and the gift to the 
Smithsonian is due to the interest 
and cooperation of Dr. Chapin, Dr. 
Schouteden, former director, and Dr. 
Olbrechts, present director, of the 
Musée du Congo Belge.

ORIENTAL EDGED WEAPONS 


The collecting of Oriental edged 
weapons is a fascinating hobby filled 
with the irresistible glamour of far- 
away lands and the thrilling history 
ef long forgotten times. To the eyes 
of those familiar with the various 
types, the glittering blades tell tales 
of heroism on sanguinary fields of 
battle, of the fierce pride of warlike 
desert folk, of swift, sure death in 
the steaming jungles, and of the rise 
and fall of mighty empires. The col- 
lector has adventure at his very 
fingertips: this cruel sword accom- 
panied some Dyak warrior on his 
head-hunting expeditions in. the 
gloomy forests of Borneo; that 
jeweled shamshir may have _ been 
worn at the gorgeous court of a Ca- 
liph at Baghdad; and who can say 
what dark tale of intrigue that Per- 
sian dagger conceals in its gold-inlaid 
blade? 

_ Unfortunately, sources of informa- 
tion concerning edged weapons are 
not too plentiful, and the beginning 
collector is consequently at some dis- 
advantage. Iy the author’s own par- 
ticular case, a number of very desir- 
able pieces were passed by through 
ignorance of their true value and in- 
terest. The public libraries of most 
cities seem to offer but little on the 
subject, and any information which 
they do contain is usually quite ef- 
fectively hidden in the pages of art, 
travel, and history books. Of course, 
there are specialized volumes on 
edged weapons, and some of them can 
be recommended without qualification ; 
however, most of them are issued in 
limited editions, and the beginning 
collector may find them rather expen- 
sive and only occasionally offered for 
sale. Catalogues of dealers are per- 
haps the cheapest and most easily 
obtainable reference books, but the 
knowledge that one may glean from 
their pages has definite limitations. 

It will be the purpose of this ar- 
ticle to briefly outline a very few of 
the more attractive types of Near 
and Middle Eastern arms. The photo- 
graphs which serve as illustrations 
are all of items in the author’s col- 
lection.

examples of the jambiya, a 
knife or dagger of Arabian design 
was carried across half the 
worl: on the high tide of Moham- 
medai conquest. The somewhat 
“wicl ed” design of these weapons and 
their various styles of rich ornamen- 
tatio:: makes them extremely attrac- 
tive to collectors and non-collectors 
alike. They would make a wonder- 
ful field of specialization for someone 
who might like to limit his collection 
to a single type. 

On the extreme left in Figure 1 
is a jambiya of the style used in the 
old Turkish Empire. It has an em- 

heavy silver hilt set with 


Unlike the majority of jam- 
biyas, the blade is not strengthened 
with a median rib, but is grooved on 
each side with a thin blood gutter. 


The dagger on the right in-Figure 
#1 is the typical Moorish adaptation 
of the jambiya. The scabbard is of 
heavy brass, deeply engraved; the 
hilt is fashioned of a dark hardwood 
with a brass pommel and the grip is 
wrapped with brass wire. Moorish 
jambiyas are characterized by rib- 
less blades much narrower than those 
found anywhere else. These blades 
are sharpened on the concave side 
almost to the hilt, while the convex 
edge is sharpened for only a little 
over half its total length. 

The remaining two weapons in 
‘Figure 1 are designed in the true 


this one are made of gilded copper 
or brass decorated with an overall 
flora} pattern executed by engraving 
and embossing. The final example is 
an Arab jambiya with the traditional 
silver-eovered sheath and hilt. The 
blades on both of these are broad, 
have very prominent ribs, are double- 
edge'l from point to hilt, and are not 
emb: llished with any form of orna- 
men‘ation. 

At the bottom of Figure 2 is an- 


other Arabian jambiya showing the 
peculiar. method of fastening the 
weapori to the belt with a complicated 
series of silver rings and chains. The 
hilt and scabbard mountings of this 
piece are of filigree silver. At the 
top of this photograph is a most at- 
tractive Persian jambiya with a well 
carved ivory hilt and a gold-inlaid 
blade. The sheath is wood covered 
with dark brown velvet, the locket 
and chape of metal enameled in sev- 
eral colors. The central item in 
Figure 2 is an Indian jambiya with 
a gold-inlaid, metal hilt, and a ribbed 
and paneled blade that is_ thick- 
ened at the point to enable it to 
pierce the chain mail armor which 
was once commonly worn in this part 
of Asia. 

A truly magnificent Indo-Persian 
dagger which I would classify as a 
jambiya, though it exhibits some fea- 
tures usually foreign to the type, is 
illustrated in Figure 3. The grips 
are made of a very dark hardwood, 
perhaps ebony, and are riveted to the 
tang of the blade which apparently 
extends the. length of the hilt, the 
edges of this tang being hidden by a 
band of engraved and embossed 
silver decorated with niello work. 
These grips are embellished with 
twenty gilt studs, seven to each side, 
and six on top of the pommel. The 
blade is heavy and is greatly thick- 
ened at the armor-piercing point; each 
side has three deep grooves which 
show watering; the panel next to the 
hilt is inlaid with silver stars and 
pierced through, the resulting holes 
being filled with coral beads set on 
small pins. The scabbard, both front 
and back, is extremely ornate with 
many methods being used to produce 
the effect seen, among them engrav- 
ing, embossing, gilding, and _niello 
work which produces a black design 
on silver. The entire weapon, though 
not long, is quite massive. 

Complete views of the swords 
shown in Figure 4 were purposefully 
sacrificed in order to show the hilts 
in greater detail, each of these being 
almost exclusively associated with a 
particular type of sword. The one 
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at the top is a typical yataghan with 
its distinctive. “winged” or “eared” 
pommel. These ears vary consider- 
ably in size and shape, the example 
shown here being about the largest. 
The yataghan is a Turkish saber with 
an incurved blade which usually 
curves outward again near the point. 
It is single-edged, only the concave 
side being sharpened, thus fitting the 
weapon to deliver powerful blows. The 
ivory grips are riveted to the flat 
tang, and the edges of the tang are 
covered with gilded silver set with 
coral. Most of the scabbard is cov- 
ered with heavy, deeply embossed 
silver, the tip (not shown here) 
formed in the shape of a fish head. 
The blade bears a silver inscription 
in Arabic which reads: “Work of 
Mustafa Sahib Othman, year 1273.” 
This date, of course, refers to the 
Mohammedan reckoning of time, and 
corresponds to 1856-57 A.D. 

Most people will immediately rec- 
ognize the sword at the bottom of 
Figure 4 as the Eastern arm which 
we popularly term “scimiter.” Actu- 
ally, there are two very distinctive 
forms of this sword, the Persian 
shamshir and the Turkish kilij. The 
former is characterized by a blade of 
great, though even curvature, single 
edged for its entire length; while the 
kilij is more spectacularly shaped 
with a blade which widens somewhat 
several inches from the point and is 
then double-edged or “back-edged.” 
Such blades, in order to be sheathed, 
usually require a scabbard which is 
split down one side at the throat. 
The weapon shown is a_ beautiful 
specimen of mid-Eighteenth Century 
Turkish work. The entire hilt and 
one side of the scabbard are complete- 
ly covered with sets of coral and 
turquoise, 

This article has merely scratched 
the surface of the broad field of 
Oriental arms, but it should serve to 
point out the many examples of fine 
craftsmanship available to the collec- 
tor. Perhaps in future articles we 
will examine further types of edged 
weapons once used in the colorful 
Eastern panoply of war. 
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A VISIT TO A NAMBU CARTRIDGE FACTORY 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


AUTHOR’s NOTE: Although the am- 
munition described in this article is 
modern in every respect the very 
uniqueness of its manufacture has al- 
ready made much of it collector’s 
items. Speculators have purchased 
much of it to put away for that 
distant day when it may no longer 
be made and when it will be in de- 
mand by single cartridge collectors. 
We feel this article will accordingly 
be of more value at that date than 
now. 

The termination of World War II 
brought with it thousands of small 
arms, many of which found their 
final resting place in the United 
States. Many of these were of such 
poor quality that they were soon 
discarded, some others were placed in 
gun collections, some were used on 
the ranges for shooting and _ still 
others were in that group where they 
weren’t much to look at for collection 
purposes and couldn’t be shot because 
of the near impossibility of obtain- 
ing ammunition for them. Into this 
last category fell many of the Japa- 
nese weapons which used ammunition 
of a type practically unknown to us 
and never manufactured anywhere 
but in Japan. The Nambu Automatic 
Pistol was one of these, i. e., was 
never made anywhere else but in 
Japan, and because there had been 
practically no exportation of the fire- 
arm to the United States or Europe 
at any time before the war, it was 
practically unknown. Very few sam- 
ples of it or its ammunition were to 
be had in United States even after 
we were well into the conflict — most 
troops bring back guns, but seldom 
the ammunition for them. Realizing 
that many shooters who owned such 
firearms probably wanted to use 
them, if only for a few times, a 
group of meh, including Robert E. 
Bard and Osborne Klavestad of Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, formed the B 
and E Cartridge Company about 
four years ago with the specific pur- 
pose of making ammunition for one 
particular arm, the 8MM Nambu. 

Because the actual manufacturing 
process here is so different from that 
used in the big commercial ammu- 
nition factories it will be described 
in some detail. Our first stop in am- 
munition manufacture is a_ smal! 
machine shop where the brass cases 
are made. Here ten foot lengths of 
Naval Brass rod are fed into a six 
spindle screw cutting machine which 
euts and shapes a completed brass 
pistol case in five seconds. A little 
arithmetic shows that this equais 
twelve cases a minute, a pace more 
than surpassing all other operations. 
These cases are not annealed as is 
the procedure in the large ammuni- 
tion houses, chiefly because there is 
no real need for it. Commercial am- 
munition cases made on a large scale 
are made by a process called “draw- 
ing” wherein a slug of brass is 


squeezed into shape by dies — in 
going through this torture the brass 
hardens and must be annealed or 
softened by heating at various stages 
so that it will not become too brittle 
and crack. Since the B and E Com- 
pany method never involves working 
the metal as such, there is no need for 
softening and because pistol cases 
are never subjected to very high 
pressures (as is the case in rifles) 
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are ready for powder loading —- by 
first bullets must be made. Face 
with the -difficulty and expense of 
having special bullets made to crder, 
the B and E Company devised thei 
own type weighing 95 grains anj 
made of lead. ‘Small slugs of lead 
wire are cut from prepared spook 


of specially purchased lead an

there isn’t any need for the compli- 
cated final anneals found there. Mr. 
Bard pointed with pride to the fact 
that in making cases only half as 
many operations were necessary for 
completion as are used by the large 
concerns; most of this saving actu- 
ally comes about because there is 
none of the above-mentioned anneal- 
ing. A large screw-cutting machine 
such as shown can cost around 
$20,000, a figure easily beyond the 
needs of the B and E Company, 
especially since it is needed for but 
one operation. Accordingly all such 
work is jobbed out. 

After the cases have been com- 
pleted they are ready for the next 
step of manufacture and they are 
taken to a basement workshop where 
they are primed, using conventional 
tools made for such a purpose and 


not in the bullet-making stage, but 
in the later bullet-seating stage. Be 
cause just plain lead bullets would 
become mutilated in an automatic 
pistol these are plated with a copper 
alloy which not only makes for a 
better appearance, but gives them 4 
hard surface quite resistant to 
scratching, bumping and the many 
accidents that can befall a cartridge 
on its way from the cartridge box 
until it is finally in the chamber 
ready for firing. 

The next step is powder loading 
and since no Japanese powders were 
available here in the United States, 
the workers had to start pretty much 
from scratch using American types. 
Load after load was tested, starting 
off first with very small charges and 
working up to the stage where both

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AN 8000 MILE COLLECTING TRIP 
The California Leg of Our Journey 


Starting at Seattle, on Puget Sound 
in Washington, we Betsy, my 
trusty Chevy and I; visited the gem 
areas about Chahalis and Centralia, 
in Washington, then the Beaches of 
Oregon’s beautiful coast, then suc- 
cessively: the Eel River country for 
jaspers, the Petaluma district for 
garnets, amphibcles and glockophane, 
San Francisco for its fine mineral 
exhibits in Golden Gate Park and the 
Ferry Building, then on down the 
“Peninsula” to the New Almaden and 
Idria quicksilver mines, Stone Can- 
yon with its variety of fine jaspers, 
the Jade beaches of southern Mon- 
terey county, the jasper and agate 
areas of San Luis Obispo County end- 
ing last installment with the famous 
Nipomo sagenite beds. From Nipomo 
south it is about eight miles to Santa 
Maria, which is in northern Santa 
Barbara County. Besides the ala- 
baster, already mentioned in the Cuy- 
ama Valley, there are other mineral 
occurrences of interest. One is apt to 
thrust itself on you. On Highway 
No. 1, which runs through Guadelupi, 
west of Santa Maria, one travels 
south for about ten miles towards 
Casmalia. As we start the rise out of 
the Santa Maria Valley, an acrid sul- 
phur odor is apt to assail one. The rea- 
son is a processing plant below the 
highway on the left. Here Gilsonite, a 
natural hard tar-like natural asphalt 
is burned to make light-weight ag- 
gregate. Instead of using a kiln, in 
which the sulphur might be reclaimed, 
the rough Gilsonite is crushed to 
minus one inch pieces and bulldozed 
into piles about ten feet high and 
forty by eighty feet in dimension. 
This great pile is then ignited and 
allowed to burn itself out. The 
resultant material is flint hard but 
very light. It ranges in color from 
almost white, through yellow, orange, 
salmon, to brick red. As a terrazzo 
material, it is very colorful and 
wears better than marble. It is as 
light as pumice in_ light-weight 
bricks and of course offers much 
latitude in cement brick manufac- 
ture. Further south at Lompoc, the 
Johns Manville Co. has what is 
probably the largest diatomite pro- 
cessing plant in the world. Diatoms 
are actually minute sea plants, which 
build a skeleton of pure silica. They 
live in stagnant water and in warm 
climates, will multiply amazingly. 
As their life-cycle passes, the vege- 





table matter goes off into the water 
with .the skeleton going to the bot- 
tom of the water course or pool. In 
due time, and in such deposit as 
that at Lompoc, this must have been 
millions of years; thick layers of dia- 
toms are layed down. Mineralogists 
tell us that there are 50,000 diatom 
skeletons to a cubic inch. When you 
have nothing else to do, figure the 
amount of diatoms in the present 
vein: 60 feet thick and a mile and a 
half long by a half mile wide. The 
plant takes the pure material, dries 
it, pulverizes it and then packs it in 
a variety of products. The most im- 
portant use is as an insulating mater- 
ial. A visit to the office of the super- 
intendant will offer you’an oppor- 
tunity to see the great variety of 
“packs”. The tremendous “pit”? where 
the diatomite strata is “sliced” is 
quite a sight. When I was there they 
were taking about a 3’x100x300’ 
slice at a time. A cutting machine 
starts at one end of the “cut” and 
travels along the 300 feet length cut- 
ting it three feet thick. When dry, 
it is a dazzling white, and the finest 
place for smoke glasses, in sunny 
weather. Also, when the mill is 
grinding, a good place for a respira- 
tory mask, as the fine diatomic dust 
fills the air. On the edges of the dia- 
tom beds in various places, igneous 
rocks have in different periods in- 
truded and semi-fused the diatomite. 
This action hardened it and gave it 
interesting colors, some of which are 
worth collecting. Another item of 
interest is the variety of fossils found 
in the diatomite. Over the years of 
its deposition, every fish that ever 
swam in this inland tropical sea, has 
left his skeleton to lie and be pre- 
served in the diatomite. From Lom- 
poc south then the next spot of in- 
terest is the Santa Ynez Valley. At 
the J. C. Keyes Mines, near Santa 
Ynez both wollastonite and nice pec- 
tolite may be found. While Vivia- 
nite reported at conception, we did 
not undertake that side trip. Both 
highway No. 1, and 101 join above 
Golita and proceed down the coast. 
Great craggy peaks rise for thou- 
sands of feet directly from the ocean 
here and some areas are truly scenic 
wonders. The rocks are in the main, 
old sediments, but therein lie many 
fossils for those who are interested 
in geology. Near Ventura the oil 


wells are the most interesting sight.

One sees them out in the ocean, un 
the beach, on the uplands east of the 
highway, and finally, on the tops of 
the highest hills to be seen. All }us- 
ily chugging up and down hoisting 
“black gold”. The only mineral aieas 
of interest that we found were the 
sulphur at the old mine about three 
miles .east of Fillmore, and _ the 
fine large mica (muscovite) sheets 
to be found at Mt. Alamo. Here ‘oo, 
one may find good platey xls of 
molybdenite. In Santa Barbara, the 
Museum offers a nice collection of 
minerals. One should drop in on the 
“mineral W’s”?” of Santa Barbara, 
Dean Woodhouse, at Santa Barbara 
State College, and Mr. Whittemore, 
of Virgin Valley opal fame. The 
Dean has opals too. He’s quite a 
trader, but you better have good 
stuff as he knows his minerals. The 
trip to Santa Catalina Island is well 
worth a visit if you can take the 
time. Reference to the “Minerals of 
California” published by the Cali- 
fornia State Bureau of Mines, lists 
a large number of minerals occurring 
in the islands. And of course it is 
one of the world’s most beautiful re- 
sorts. Back of Santa Barbara, good 
jasper is said to occur but we did not 
undertake that sojurn. Further south 
in Ventura County, we encountered 
no further minerals of interest except 
a piece of fossil bone ‘which had been 
agitized. This piece I have cut and 
polished and as a transparency, it is 
hard to equal. The bone structure is 
perfect and the cells clearly outlined 
with the filling clear transparent 
agate. It would be hard to conceive 
a finer material for studying bone 
structure than thin sections of this 
agitized fossil bone. Next month we 
reach Los Angeles County and will 
detail the mineral areas and_ places 
of interest, to the mineral collector.

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WHERE DID 
THE OCEANS 
COME FROM? 


Scientific speculations regarding 
the origin of the earth are very in- 
teresting although we should always 
yemember that they are only theories 
as yet and there is no absolute proof 
of anything. As time goes by and 
new facts are discovered, the older 
ideas are gradually modified or some- 
time; completely revised. 

The classical theory was that the 
eart!: was very hot at first and all the 
water was in the form of steam which 
ultiniately condensed to form the 
cea rs, but in recent years evidence 
has been found to support the idea 
that the original earth was not very 


hot. 

M-. William W. Rubey of the U.S. 
Geological Survey has now made a 
study of the saltiness of the sea and 
finds that the water contains much 
mor of certain elements than can be 
accounted for by the weathering of 
surface rocks. However, the excess 
corr:sponds to the proportion found 
in tke water coming from hot springs 
and volcanoes. 

It has been found that igneous 
yocks like granite hold in solution 
more’ than enough volatile material 
to account for both the oceans and 
atmosphere. As molten rock cools, it 
gives off some of this material which 
finds its way to the surface and is 
erupted by volcanoes and associated 
hot springs. At the present time so 
much is being added to the ocean from 
this source that the level of the sea 
must be very slowly rising. The pres- 
ent theory is that the ocean has 
grown steadily from the earliest days 
and that it contains more water now 
than at any time in the past. 

Some may wonder why there are no 
oceans on such heavenly bodies as the 
moon, Mercury and Mars, but we 
must remember that they are much 
lighter than the earth and the force 
of gravity is less than it is here. As 
a result water in the form of gas is 
not held firmly and molecules are con- 
stantly being lost, so oceans would 
not have a chance to accumulate. 
Mars is larger and heavier than the 
other two bodies mentioned, and does 
have a small amount of water but no 
oceans. Venus is about the size of 
the earth and is heavily blanketed 
with clouds so it evidently has plenty 
of water. 

Research continues at this very 
moment, and perhaps some day, the 
riddle of oceanic origins will unfold 
before us all. :

BURIED TREASURES

Some time ago a man out in an 
Arizona town was digging in his back 
yard with his mind on carrots or on- 
ions or at least some subject remote 
from mineralogy, when he struck a 
rock. This was surprising as his gar- 
den had always seemed entirely tree 
from stones of any size, so he decided 
to dig this one out and get rid of it. 
However, it was fairly large and 
when he got a pick and struck it, it 
showed a bright green streak. This 
seemed singular as there were no 
rocks of that color anywhere around 
there. Thinking it might have some 
value he dug more carefully and final- 
ly got it to the surface. A good wash- 
ing with the garden hose revealed a 
fine green boulder which was soon 
identified as malachite. 

No one could say just how it came 
there, but the most likely explanation 
seemed to be that some miner had 
high-graded it years ago when fine 
malachite was still obtainable, and 
had buried it as a dog buries a bone, 
in the hope of selling it at some fu- 
ture time. Evidently it was forgotten 
when he moved away and there is no 
way of telling how many years it had 
remained hidden. It must have been 
a good many years as malachite only 
occurs near the surface of the earth 
where it is formed by the alteration 
of the deeper seated sulphide ores. In 
the early days of copper mining in 
the west it was common in the upper 
levels of the richer copper deposits. 
But the surface levels soon became 
exhausted and the miners constantly 
went deeper after the rich sulfides. 

Copper is now in shorter supply 
than any other metal and all the 
mines together cannot supply the de- 
mand. Millions are being spent to 
open up new deposits, but these are 
low grade and we can scarcely hope 
that they will lead to the discovery 
of any fine specimen material. Even 
if some is encountered, it will prob- 
ably go to the smelter as the world’s 
finest specimen would be merely an- 
other piece of ore to the average 
miner. 

We are glad that this boulder, 
which is believed to have come from 
the great mines at Bisbee, was saved. 
Too, we are glad that it can be shared 
with gems and minerals collectors. 
The boulder has been broken up and 
proves to be pure malachite all the 
way through. Unfortunately it is not 
banded like the African material but 
nevertheless, it is a fine specimen and 
doubtless, the most compact pieces 
would take a good polish.

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TOY SOLDIER TALK 


By MONTGOMERY MULFORD 


Occasionally I have remarked that 
America today hasn’t been producing 
the toy soldier miniatures such as 
those coming from England, France 
and Ireland. There are, however, 
some exceptions. One of these ex- 
ceptions is to be noted in this article 
— aman named Ralph G. Bussler of 
Quincy, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Bussler’s hobby used to be mil- 
itary miniatures, and he made his 
own figures. His miniatures became 
so popular that the hobby has grown 
into a good business. Some of his 
remarks in a letter to me are of 
enough interest to pass on to HOB- 
BIES’ readers. 

He tells me, “I am trying to do my 
bit to put the United States right up 


there in the lead with England, 
France and Ireland, in producing 
original, well-sculptured, authentic 


military miniatures.” He has sent me 
a figure of General J. E. B. Stuart, 
Confederate Civil War cavalryman, 
which proves that Mr. Bussler is suc- 
ceeding in his work. A notable feature 
of this specimen is that the soldier is 
detachable from the horse. 

Further, Mr. Bussler writes, “I 
have, so far, forty different figures 
of the 1870 cavalry, mounted and 
Gismounted, some mounted and dis- 
mounted George Washingtons, and 
one hundred and one different 
mounted and dismounted Confeder- 
ate and Union ,Civil War figures.” 
For interested miniaturists, who may 
wish tc contact Mr. Bussler, he may

It occurs to me that those who 
live in such cities as New York, 
Washington, Boston, and _Phila- 
delphia, are very fortunate. In these 
cities there are national distributors 
of military miniatures, who have on 


display the miniatures of many 
makers. For those who live in the 
cities mentioned, here are a few 


firm names. Perhaps letters to them 
will bring about some interesting dis- 
coveries and valuable information. 
They are F. A. O. Schwarz, Polks, 
and Reiss, in New York; Schwarz, 
and Jordan March in Boston, and 
Heller’s in Philadelphia. We might 
say that the Bussler miniatures are 
also on display at these stores. 

Corr’s the great military miniature 
company in Washington, D. C., has 
recently added an American line 
featuring Spanish conquestadors in 
America, and ancient Romans. 

I recently acquired for my collec- 
tion several figures of Norman 
Knights in colorful costumes, each 
knight equipped with a short, par- 
tially raised sword. These, too, came 
from Corr’s and sell for $1.25 each. 
I added five to my array, each figure 
jacketed in blue and brown, and each 
with a cross on the breast. These 
Norman Knights add up to my fifty- 
sixth group of soldiers to date. 

In past columns, I’ve hinted that 
American-made military miniatures, 
such as found in the dime stores, are 
not “artistic”. But it is time that I

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qualify this statement in view of my 
discovery of the Ralph Bussler min. 
iatures which I mentioned before, 
Clearly, he is a toy soldier designer, 
who is tops in the field today. Also to 
be classed in this same category jis 
William Long of Bay City, Michi;-an, 
Much of the stock of both of these 
designers is handled by Corr’s in 
Washington, D. C. These two iaen 
are two outstanding examples of 
American toy soldier makers des: ry- 
ing of wide attention. 

The Long miniatures are standard 
size, although the figures are a li:tle 
fuller than many of the impoited 
types. They are flo-plaque pain ed, 
Production is still more or less |] 'm- 
ited. The Long figures — Spanish of 
American colonial days, and ancient 
Romans, are a specialty — are prized 
at $2.50 and $5 a figure, includ ng 
eavalrv and infantrv 

Turning once again to the Bus: ler 
figures, I find that here we have 
some real Americana. Ralph Busser, 
a physician, has written me 
that after World War II (he served 
four years in the U. S. Army), he 
began seriously making miniatures 
because “I could not get any Amer- 
ican figures that looked like Amer- 
icans.” 

Speaking of how he makes his sol- 
diers, he writes: “I first model them 
in wax, make my own molds, cast 
them in lead, and then paint them.” 
His output is limited, but he is ac- 
complishing his aim which is “to 
make collectors’ items for collectors, 
and not toys. . . I want to do every- 
thing I can to promote real, authentic 
collecting in this field.” 

Many of his pieces, and his sets, 
are more expensive than other mini- 
atures, but Mr. Bussler has done 
some real research to produce what 
he has. For example, the Confeder- 
ate General, J. E. B. Stuart, which 
I mentioned earlier in this article, is 
available in various poses. These 
painted figures of Stuart are emphat- 
ically not “dime store” types, and 
they go as high as $8.95 each, and 
worth all of that. Enameled colors 
of these poses run up to $5.95. 

These quotes from Ralph Bussler 
have never before been printed and 
so I have an original interview with 
a real American maker of military 
miniatures. 

Before this year is over, 1 hope 
I shall have Bussler and Long fig- 
ures galore, among other toy soldiers. 
I have told, I believe, that I collected 
seventy-odd military sets during last 
year alone. At the end of this year 
this number ought to be doubled. 

Gradually, therefore, as exempli- 
fied by Dr. Bussler and Mr. Long, 
our own country is producing mili- 
tary miniatures — toy soldiers, if 


. you like — which are worthy.

| TAKE UP MY PEN 


The Pilgrim Fathers would often 
start their letters with a cliche such 
as, “I take my pen in hand.” In 
“Young Mans Companion” or “Sev- 
eral Branches of Useful Learning 
Made Perfectly Easy”, published in 
the eighteenth century, it was told 
how to make such a “Quill” pen. They 
were advised to take a quill from the 
first, second, or third quill of the wing 
of a goose or raven. In the earliest 
Colonial days these quills were shaped 
with a knife but later elaborate quill 
cutters were patented and used. Other 
materials described in this book were 
gum sandric powder ‘“‘to pounce paper 
oer”, round and flat rulers, small 
compasses, wax, sand, and black lead 
pencils. 

The gum sandric is gum from the 
Juniper tree, and was used in powder 
form to put on the paper over an era- 
sure, which would then take the ink 
without running. Sand was sprinkled 
on the ink to dry it. Sanders are an 
integral part of any collection of writ- 
ing materials. Generally they were 
crude tin cans resembling a kitchen 
salt shaker, with the exception of hav- 
ing a concave head rather than 
convex. The wax was used to seal 
letters or for a signet. Writing Mas- 
ters used to charge for a course of 
lessons in how to cut a quill. Correct 
use of these instruments was a real 
art and the resulting product puts us 
to shame with our ball point pens and 
modern gadgets. 

Pens and: pencils as we know them 
today are a comparatively modern in- 
vention. Our mothers and fathers 
used pens with removable steel points. 
But such pens were expensive and 
many of our parents learned how to 
write with a piece of charcoal or 
chalk. A slate was an integral part of 
every student’s equipment. Scarcity 
of writing materials is depicted by 
one of Lincoln’s chroniclers: “A pine 
shingle was his only copy book, but 
he wrote upon it an indelible record. 
The pine knot of the cabin fire was 
his only candle but it lighted his way 
to immortality.” My mother who is 
in her seventies has never become 
completely sold on fountain pens and 
still prefers a good steel point of her 
choice.

THE CULT OF COLLECTING 


Strangely enough the cult of col- 
lecting hasn’t drawn too many people 
to this field. Very little can be found 
on antique inkpots and writing in- 
struments either in our libraries or 
magazine files. The most complete 
collection of early writing materials 
is reportedly owned by the Eaton 
Paper Corporation of Pittsfield, Mass. 
(This is one of approximately eighty 
organizations in this country having 
company museums). 

When one starts to collect writing 
materials they are immediately im- 
pressed by the ingenuity of our fath- 
ers and the conveniences they had. 
Business men carried compact writing 
boxes which held their materials and 
opened to form a very suitable desk. 
The ink was kept in special bottles of 
leak proof construction that could be 
carried in the pocket. Daily remind- 
ers were made of ivory. Very com- 
pact, they fanned out to show the days 
of the week. When no longer needed 
the notation could easily be removed 
with a wet cloth. 

There is an infinite variety of ink- 
pots as they were made of every con- 
ceivable material. The famous Eu- 
ropean potteries of Dresden, Sevres, 
Worcester, Swansea, and Stafford- 
shire made inkpots to please their 
patrons taste. Inkpots and bottles 
were often made of pottery. As a 
boy, Ezra Cornell helped his father 
make them in his pottery plant. (Ezra 
Cornell was the founder of the uni- 
versity bearing his name). Inkpots 
of glass were made at Sandwich, 
Keene and Pittsburgh. Outstanding 
among the manufacturers of inkwells 
and desk accessories was the Silliman 
Co. of Chester, Connecticut, from 
eighteen-twenty through the eighteen- 
eighties. The popular Silliman ink- 
well was made of wood, cylindric in 
shape with the well in the center and 
surrounded by three or four holes to 
hold the quills. Inkwells of this type 
were most common and are found in 
wood, iron, and pottery. One of the 
earliest uses of rubber was in the 
creation of inkwells and Goodyear 
made a collapsible well of India rub- 
ber. Squeezing the sides forced ink 
up into the glass top. Many inkwells 
were made of the famed blown three 
mold glass. The majority which have 
survived were blown from bottle 
glass and occur principally in olive,

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The First Hundred Years Are Harper’s 


No one has a better right to make 
claim to the old phrase, “Lo, these 
many years’, than Harper’s Maga- 
zine, one hundred years old this past 
October 1950. With their provoc- 
ative Centennial issue, they all but 
broke the binding cramming into 
their pages a revue of events 
thoughts, ideas, from 185% wonward. 
To us, who find fun and fancy in 
lcoking to the past, their section en- 
titled “America on the Move” read 
away with honors. In this portion of 
their issue, they scanned the past 
horizons and what did they find? 
They came up with cowcatchers and 
the Gold Rush, Sherman’s March to 
the sea, leaving a dead Atlanta in 
its wake, people — New York shop 
girls, budding tycoons, St. Louie 


women, Wild Bill Hickok—at work, 
at play, at war, at home and abroad. 


Science fiction, which has great 
pepularity today, appeared early in 
Harper’s pages. Jn January 1856, 
their leading article was an anony- 
meus piece called “January First 
A. D. 3000,” whose setting was Peer- 
less City, capital of the Universal 
Republic. Harper’s readers were told 
in this tale that most of the old na- 
tions had disappeared without leav- 
ing a trace. Frane2 had blown up 
“in some way or other, in conse- 
quence of the dissovery of some aw- 
fully explosive substance.” The 
United States ‘was remembered as 
the nation which had originated the 
idea of world goverument. Railroads 
had been abandoned, because many 
years ago they hai multiplied to 
such an extent thas no room was ieft 
foy agriculture. Subterranean rail- 
rvads, travelling at the rate of five 
hundred miles an hour, solved this 
problem, however, and “all snort 
distances were now traversed by 
bomb-carriages fired from huge mor- 
tars.” Not much was left unturned 
in the author’s imagination. 

The price of real honest-to-gocd- 
ness progress, on the prairie and 
plains, deep in forests, skirting 
mountains, was high. The Westward

Movement, a persistan> tugging that 
was born within the hearts of many, 
was the discovery of glory, of famine 
and hardship, of lawlessness and 
tinally, of triumph, and the finding 
of new homes, new roots, new ways 
of life. Back east, the brownstone 
houses of Mannattan fanned out, 
down long narrow spoke-like streets, 
and to the south the Charleston 
mansion became an enterprise in it- 
self, and the Nostn Carolina cabin 
went on forever, like the people who 
lived and worked and died inside 
them.

beach. 

Elsewhere, Dallas was a-building, 
Atlanta had restored herself and 
was now more magnificent than ever 
before, the Colorado sheep ranch 
came into a kind of lonely existence, 
and the Sierras were put on official

Men and horses made their ow, 
paths, and then came an iron crea‘ure

Scientific research was America’s 
newest exploration, promising to be 
of positive and direct benefit to wan, 
Endowments were being sought to 
further the making of discoveries 
‘which would transform the worlc. 

And in the background, there was 
golf and tennis, both upper-class 
sports in the nineties; college foot- 
ball; Yale and Princeton and Vassar 
and American art students living 
abroad in Paris; yachting, of which 
it was said, “the luxury of life, with 
the merit that, though it may be 
hedged in, it cannot be debased by 
money — amateurs must always 
control it —”; the rise of the country 
club and the suburban home, and the 
bicycle craze. 

The phrase, “almost flying” was 
used in connection with automobiles, 
Putting it aptly for most of the popu- 
lation, Maurice Maeterlinck, the 
Belgian-dramatist, — of all people — 
wrote: “Over and above such matters 
as compression, carburation, oiling, 
circulation of water, etc., the trem- 
bler-blade and the sparking-plug are 
the driver’s most especial cares... 
But around these there are still many 
organs whereof I scarcely dare let 
myself think. Yonder, concealed in 
its case, like a furious genie con- 
fined in a narrow cell, is the mys- 
terlous apparatus for the change of 
speed; and this, if we give a half- 
turn to the fly-wheel when we come 
to the foot of a hill, will produce re- 
peated explosions, urging the pistom 
to movements so frantic that every 
vertebra of the creature shall quiver.” 
Help or hindrance, people wondered. 

Meanwhile, the rural trolley and 
city trains, home irons, welding tools, 
lighting fixtures, played ‘with a new 
god called Electricity. Skyscrapers 
and slums played out expensive and 
separate lives alongside each other, 
and people called it big city life. The 
age moved upward to the sky, and 
flight, as awesome as anything to 
appear on the face of the earth, was 
accomplished by men in airplanes. 

So ends Harper’s 1950 story that 
took one hundred years to write. 
Who said that the past was slower?

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PAUL REVERE 


‘The Midnight Ride of Paul Revere”, immortalized 
by Longfellow, is the best known event in the long and 
usefu| life of one of America’s great patriots. A collec- 
tion of cards about this man, and about this and other 
wort:.while events in his life, is a valuable addition 
to aly collection of early Americana. 

ic is during this month that we commemorate 
Reve e’s famous ride, for it took place on the midnight 
of April 18, 1775. He and others were waiting and ready 
to w:rn the country-side: 

“He said to his friend, ‘If the British march 
By land or sea from the town tonight 


Hang a lantern aloft in the Belfry Arch 
Of the North Church Tower as a signal light.’ ”’ 


The church has a spire that towers to the equivalent 
of a modern ten-story building. High above the clock 
are large arched windows — “the highest window in*the 
wall”, from which a light could have easily been seen 
across the bay. Four lovely cards of this church are: 
Metropolitan News Co., 5514; New England News Co. 

Raphael Tuck Postcard Series: 1069, 
all before 1907); and Tichnor, 60107 (modern).: A’ Tich-= 
nor card, 64455, shows an artist’s conception: of “Paul 
Revere Waiting. for the Signal from the’ old’ North 
Church Tower.” This is an-interesting card, but it does 
little justice’ to the size of the towér or to.the distance 
from the Charleston Shore. wait 

We have all read in-the poem how Paul Revere 
watched for the signal — “One if by land and two if by 
sea.” When the second signal appeared he rode from 
Charleston to Medford, and on to Lexington and Con- 


shes out with musket in hand to answer the call. 


“Tt was one by the village clock 
When he galloped into Lexington.” 


The poem does not tell when Paul alarmed at Lex- 
ington, but history has recorded that among those 
aroused there were John Hancock and Samuel Adams 
who were sleeping at the Hancock Clark House. This 
house is now in the hands of the Lexington Historical 
Society, and several series of cards have been made of it.

The floors in all rooms are made of 
very wide planks. The’room where Hancock and Adams 
Were sleeping when awakened by Paul Revere is panelled 
in wood. The fireplace is a counterpart of that in the 
livin; room. The bedsis a*massive four-poster with a 
‘anopy and drapes almost up to the ceiling of the room.

and glass cases containing samples of colonial clothing. 
The fireplace is slightly smaller. Detroit Photographic 
Co. copyrighted Number 6157 which is a view of the 
kitchen with its copper utensils, its fireside settle, ladder- 
backed rush-bottomed chairs, cranes, and Dutch ovens. 
Another card of this same kitchen is a black and white 
print, copyrighted in 1906 by Frank W. Swallow. It 
shows’‘an old blown glass bottle, and old scales. One 
published by Myron J. Cochran of Waverly, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1905, shows detail of the fireplace with its 
wood box and bellows. 

As Paul passed through Lexington, Longfellow says 
that the meeting house windows seemed to gaze at him 

“As if they already stand agast 
At the bloody work they would look upon.” 

Here the next morning, April 19, the Minute Men 
were ready. We have seen a number of cards of scenes 
where the Battle of Lexington was fought: Reichner 
Bros., 1272, picturing the Old Belfry, Lexington; 1275 
of the Minute Man Statue of Lexington; Phostint, 7748, 
showing The Revolutionary Soldiers Monument at Lex- 
ington; and five different views of the Jonathan Har- 
rington House with the marker in the foreground show- 
ing the line of the Minute Men on the Common, April 
19, 1775. These five cards are: 132, no publisher named; 
Metropolitan News Co., no number given; Meriden 
Gravure Co., no number given; a glazed card with no 
number or publisher; and Phostint, 71082.

“You know the rest. In the books you have read 
How the British Regulars fired and fled 
How the farmers gave them ball for ball.’’ 


This bridge at Concord is the famous subject for 
many interesting cards. A good set in sepia was pup- 
lished by Mis. G. M. Tanner of Concord. Among these 
are also the Old Wright Tavern, built in 1747, head- 
quarters of the Patriots in the early morning, later in 
the day occupied by the British Officers; the Concord 
Minute Man; and the Battle Monument. Another good 
sepia card of the bridge was manufactured expressly 
for Edith A. Buck by C. B. Webster & Co. of Boston. 
This card seems to be very old, and it is about one third 
of an inch shorter than the other cards. Other bridge 
cards are: New England News Co., 5302; Colourpicture, 
10419; ‘Colourpicture, 10409. Colorpicture, 10405, is the 
grave of the British Soldiers; and Tichnor, 66222, is a 
tablet which has been erected at the North Bridge. 

Although in the poem Paul Revere makes the trip 
alone and goes all the way, history records that he was 
captured by the Rritish at 2 A. M. between Lexington 
end Concord, and that the trip was actually completed 
by Dr. Prescott of Concord. Paul Revere was released 
the next morning and joined Hancock and Adams in 
Lexington. Revere was the best known and most inter- 
esting of the riders, and for this reason was chosen by 
Longfellow for the sole hero of his poem. Revere was one 
af the truly great men of Revolutionary times and for 
many years afterwards. 

Paul Revere was the son of Pollos Rivoire, a French 
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Hugenot, and of Deborah Hitchbourne, of a fine New 
England family. One of twelve children, he was born 
in Boston in January 1735. He was silversmith, bell- 
caster, coppersmith, powder-maker, manufacturer of 
munitions, and a great leader in Boston throughout the 
founding of our nation. 


Paul Revere was married twice, first to Sara Orne 
and later, after her death, to Rachael Walker. He had 
eight children by each wife. Some of his descendents 
may read this article. Among the interesting things 
made by Revere are the silver communion service in 
King’s Chapel, Boston; a copper engraving of the “Bos- 
ton Massacre”; staples and nails for the U. S. S. Consti- 
tution; rolled copper for the boilers of Robert Fulton’s 
Raritan; bells for several churches, etc. The company 
which he founded, with a few changes in organization, 
is still producing the lovely Revere Ware, so in demand 
by housewives today. Much of his silver is to be seen in 
the Metropolitan Museum, and in the Yale University 
Art Gallery. 


Judging from the companies represented among the 
cards we have, there must be a number of Revere cards 
we have never seen. The most easily acquired cards are 
those of the Revere House in Boston. A rather new card 
by Tichnor, 81674, has a picture of the house and an 
inset of Paul on half the view with 28 lines of Long- 
fellow’s poem on the other half. On the address side is 
this information — “Paul Revere House — the oldest 
house in the city of Boston, built in 1660 and purchased 
by Paul Revere in 1770, where he lived until 1800. The 
immense fireplace, the ancient wall paper, and many 
other treasures from the Colonial period, make it a most 
interesting house to visit.” This house is in the part 
of Boston now known as little Italy, on North Square 
No. 19 & 20. It is a popular and beloved landmark. 


Among the cards of the front of Revere House are; 
Tichnor, 60108; a photo card marked with the trademark, 
“Defender”; a lovely old Curt Teich, 109396; Mason 
Bros., 566; Union News Co., 2625; identically this same 
last view with an inset, published by M. Abrams, Rox- 
bury, Mass.; Reichner Bros., 17687; an old Tichnor with 
mo number; another unnumbered Tichnor of 1912; Tich- 
nor, 135272; Langsdorf, 37045; and an old C. T. Ameri- 
ean Art, Ai62179. 

We have at hand a rear view by Detroit, 70038, and 
six lovely interior views. The interior is spacious and 
heavily beamed. The living room, 12487 & 12491, con- 
tains lovely chests, tables, chairs, immense fire place, 
with andirons, and long handled, copper warming pans. 
In colony days it ‘was considered a comfortable and well- 
appointed middle class home. A corner of the Ell Cham- 
ber, 12492, shows an interesting arrangement of panelled 
and papered,walls. As in the Hancock Clarke house 
there are no mantle pieces. Paul Revere’s bed chamber, 
12488, 12489, which is very large, but with not too many 
windows, contains a four-poster bed, and has a large 
fireplace. The panelling is lovely but plain, and a heavy 
beam across the center and down each wall has the 
effect of cutting the room into two parts. The kitchen, 
12490, has an immense fireplace with cranes, ovens, a 
built-in oven in the side. There is a narrow ledge for 
candles above the fireplace. The panelling is straight 
ap and down and simple. There is an old flax wheel, 
and a hooded cradle in the view. Two other interior 
views, probably part of larger sets, are Metrocraft, 4214, 
and American Art Post Card Co. E-7228. 


There is a birthplace card... This house is a three 
story building. The location is not printed. The pub- 
lisher is probably Reichner. There is a Tichnor card, 
64454, of the Boston Tea Party, Dec. 16, 1773, in which 
Paul figured as one of the “Indians”. There is a Leigh- 
ton card, 3599, of a Paul Revere Bell in the church tower 
at Wiscasset, Maine. There is a C. T. American Art 
card, 76334, of St. Michael’s Church, built in 1714, at 
Marblehead, where the present bell which was cracked 
while ringing the news of independence was remodelled 
by Paul Revere. 


There are many levely cards of the U. S. S. Consti- 
tution. There should be cards of the Revere Museum 
silver. There should be cards of other bells, cannon, 
the foundry at Canton, and the later home of Paul 





Revere at Canton. Paul himself wrote a fascinatiy 
pcem of this home which starts: ; 
Not distant far from Taunton Road 

In Canton Dale is my abode’’, 
and in which he tells his entire philosophy of a life y 
werk, freedom, patriotism, neighborliness, and _ ci ize 


ship. If no cards of this later part of Paul’s life ay

gun and firer were satisfied. Still, 
there was always the danger that 
something might be amiss so they 
submitted their finished product to 
the best small arms authorities in 
the country for approval and sent 
samples to the H. P. White Ordnance 
Company in Cleveland, Ohio for test 
runs. From them they received the 
green light and a complimentary pat 
on the back and have been using 
these loads ever since. 

With the powder charge in the 
Shell only one step remains and that 
is seating the bullet in the case. 
With their specially designed bullet, 
which has a slightly beveled base for 
easier seating, they found thai a 
punch press seated the projectile 
more uniformly than any conven- 
tional reloading tool and have taken 
to using this in preference. 

Though the B and E Cartridge 
Company is little more than a part- 
time affair with nothing but word- 
to-mouth advertising, it has had dif- 
ficulty at times in keeping up with 
the demand for its product. It is 
truly an example of what a small 
group of hobbyists with a little tech- 
nical know-how can accomplish in the 
way of a profitable hobby.

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“OLD FLOWERS” 


The Old Flowers issued by Andrew 
Dougherty is an excellent subject to 
discuss and think about as Spring- 
time approaches, with nature’s own 
array of gay, colorful mannequins to 
parade them, each in their turn for 
us to enjoy the originals as A. 
Dougherty must have done at one 
time. How else could he have so 
well chosen them that the collectors 
of today seek them wherever old 
cards may be found. 

This is a beautiful series of cards 
and though they were first issued in 
a wide edition, the term “Old Flow- 
ers” usually means the bridge size is- 
sued by the Andrew Dougherty Co. 
during the period from 1910 to 1921. 
To more thoroughly understand this 
series, and to identify other Andrew 
Dougherty cards, we should pause 
for a brief review of the company. 

Andrew Dougherty began making 
cards about 1845 in New York. The 
earliest cards were stencilled and of- 
times the court cards had very amus- 
ing expressions. He first began mak- 
ing cards in Brooklyn, then moxed to 
148 Ann Street, then 78 Cliff Street, 
New York. His early cards were gen- 
erally plain though some had wavy 
lines. In 1858 he moved to 28 Beek- 
man Street. 

In 1862 he made two qualities of 
cards and used a new Ace of Spades 
lettered “Excelsior Cards”. Some of 
these had very attractive designs on 
the back. He also made a deck of 
“Illuminated Great Moguls”, gold 
decorated, though an earlier edition 
was put out by “Coughtry and Dough- 
erty” United States Card Manufac- 
tory. He issued a Civil War pack. he 
called “Army and Navy”. The suits 
are Drummer Boys and Zouaves for 
red suits and Monitor and Merrimac 
for the blue (or black) suits. The 
Ace reads A. Dougherty, Manufactur- 
er, 26 Beekman Street, N. Y. 

In 1872 A. Dougherty built a new 
factory at 76-80 Centre Street. At 


this address he put out some of the 
best known designs, such as Tally- 
Ho”, No. 0 Steamboat”, and many of 
the Outing Playing Cards. In 1896 
he transferred his business to his 
three sons. 


After he moved to Cen- 





tre Street he began to issue the double 
heads, then later the corners were 
rounded and indices used. With in- 
diced decks the 53rd card was added 
and called “Jolly Joker”. This was 
the beginning of the Joker in Amer- 
ica, though it was centuries ago the 
“Fou” (the Fool) was the 22nd card 
in the atouts in the TAROT decks. 
Cards without indices were found in- 
to the late 1880’s though indices be- 
came rather common by the late 
1870’s. Andrew Dougherty named 
his cards “TRIPLICATE” and at 
this time — 1877 — the A. Dougher- 
ty and New York Consolidated Card 
Company issued the deck of the two 
bulldogs straining on their leashes, 
one had the name “Trip” and the 
other “Squeezer” on their collars. 
That both companies issued these 
cards explains the difference that is 
found in the various decks. 

The early cards were indiced by a 
small card in the corner instead of 
the present day numeral and pip. In 
1880 he changed the name from trip- 
licate to “Indicator’’, which meant of 
course they were indiced. A. Dough- 
erty was still using conventional de- 
signs on backs at this time though he 
issued many lovely and interesting 
reversibles, heads of War Gods in the 
Roman styled helmets, advertising 
decks and others. We do not find 
many of the pictorials such as the 
Russell-Morgan Factories were find- 
ing very popular. A. Dougherty did 
as most of the other card Companies 
— issued many grades and issued dif- 
ferent titles and Spade aces such as 
Red Seal, Fair Play, Empire, Klon- 
dike, Tally-Ho League, American 
Whist Playing Cards and many 
others. 

Eventually A. Dougherty Company 
was absorbed by New York Consoli- 
dated Card Co., which operates today 
and is best known for the “Bee’”’ fili- 
grees. 

Sometime about 1895 to 1900 A. 
Dougherty began to issue the wide 
Flower cards without names or copy- 
right markings, such as; Apple Blos- 
soms,.Blue Lupine, Clover, Dogwood, 
Daffodils, Iris, Roses, Tulips and 
others. The inner borders are plain 
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narrow lines, the outer edges ar 
cream, light tan and white. It scems 
probable that 1900 was nearer the 
date as there seems to be few of the 
complete decks to be found, indicat- 
ing they were not used very long. 

The narrow “Old Flower’ series 
are dated 1910 to 1921, though some 
have no date nor copyright data 
which indicated they succeeded the 
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wides. The wide Clover is identical °° 
to the narrow one except reduced in bo 
size. This applies also for Appkg ‘St 
Blossom and Iris.

COLLINS Coat-of-Arms 


Do you remember when the papers, 
not only in Chicago, but all across the 
country were telling of the capture 
by the Communists in China of Major 
R. B. Rigg and Capt. John W. Col- 
lins? They were held for 55 days in 
the spring of 1947, and it was feared 
they would never be returned, but 
they were, and in not too serious a 
physical condition, though they had 
suffered untold agonies. 

The strain of the uncertain waiting 
proved too much for the younger 
man’s father, John Walter Collins Jr., 
living in Gallion, Alabama, and only 
a short time before the son returned, 
the father suffered a fatal heart 
attack. 

But Mrs. John III., waiting in Nan- 
king, China, kept up courage, for were 
not Jack and a stork running a race? 
And she was so sure Jack would win, 
and he did—but the stork, not pleased 
with the loss of this race, won out in 
the end, and played a joke by landing 
its precious bundle, little Judith, in 
the auto, on its way to the Army 
Hospital!! 

Major Rigg, a Chicago resident, is 
now a Lieut. Colonel, stationed at Ft. 
Knox, and “Jack” has also stepped 
up to Major, and is an instructor in 
Wentworth Military Academy, at 
Lexington, Missouri. 


It is about Major John Walter Col- 
lins III’s family we are writing to- 
day. In the fall of 1946 he married 
Virginia Mowry, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. O. D. Mowry, of Evanston, and 
the writer attended the wedding, ob- 
serving with excitement the cutting 
of the wedding cake with an honest- 
to-goodness sword. 


Mrs. Mowry, always associated with 
movements in music, drama and art 
circles in Chicagoland, is also intense- 
ly interested in the history of her 
country, and the share her own, and 
her husband’s ancestors had in its 
making. This centered around the 
New England states and New Jersey, 
and together we compiled four large 
notebooks of typed charts and stories, 
photostats and other pictures, a won- 
derful set. 


Then came the new _interest— 
“JACK’S FAMILY—THE COLLINS 
OF ALABAMA AND VIRGINIA”, 
and while these books were being com- 
piled, along came the two grandchil- 
dren, Judith and Beverly Ann, both 
born in China, who would have them 
in their library. And not they alone, 
but the Major’s mother, Mrs. Collins, 
in her home in Alabama, would also 
have a set—for was not she helping 
to start this one, by supplying all the 
material possible on her own side of 
the family, and that which her hus- 
band had saved.

COLLINS 


To Mrs. J. W. Collins Jr, we owe 
the description of the Collins Coat-of- 
Arms reproduced here by my artist. 
It has been for so many generations 
in the family, that there is no doubt 
that it is the one to which the first 
of the family in America was eligible, 
and thereafter also, his descendants. 
Later, read its interpretation, but now 
let us continue with the Collins an- 
cestral lines, and the allied families. 

Mrs. Collins Jr. was Garnette 
Lyons, and some of her family names 
were Webb, Parrott, Bonnell, and 
Walker. 

The Collins names in order back 
of John Walter Sr., were Joseph Todd 
Collins, James, John, William and 
JOHN COLLINS, of co. Kent, Eng- 
land, and who died in 1693, having 
resided mainly in Surry Co., Virginia. 
This first John married Elizabeth 
Canfield, probably in England; we 
have no name for his son William’s 
wife; his son John, married Mary 
Carr, not traced; his son James mar- 
ried Mary, daughter of William 
Todd; their son Joseph Collins mar- 
ried Susan, daughter of John Wood. 
This scanty information is all that to 
date has come to light in these gen- 
erations, but sources have not been 
exhausted; more will no doubt be 
found — and — who knows — even 
through the reading of this column! 

Elizabeth Brashear Dickinson—she 
was the young lady who brought in- 
triguing history into the Collins fami- 
ly, when, in 1880, she married John 
Walter Collins Sr. She was born near 
Washington, D. C., but her forebears, 
and John Walter and his forebears, 


for generations, were from Carcline 


county, Virginia. 
Thereafter, throughout 
county records, we find the activ’ ties 
of the Collins and allied familicvs— 
their participation in the local and 
state government; their real es‘ate 
transfers and deeds; their probate rec. 


ords including appointment of guzard. 
ians and executors, as well as fi'ing 


of inventories and probating of wills, 

Elizabeth Dickinson’s parents were 
own cousins—both Dickinsons—her 
father William Festus, the son of Dr. 
Samuel Coleman Dickinson, and _ her 
mother Julia Magruder, daughte: of 
the Dr.’s mother Festus. Her pater- 
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married Ann Lewis. (But who was§a& 


her father??) 

The Pendleton line back of John 
was Edmund, John, Henry, and 
PHILIP from Norwich, England, 
then two Henry’s and two Georges, 
the Sr. George born about 1500, and 
living in Lancashire. 

This Edmund, born 1744, was not 
the Edmund, but probably cousin or 
nephew of Edmund Pendleton, the 
great statesman—the one who was a 
member of the Virginia House of 
Burgesses, president of the Va. Pro- 
vincial convention, member of the first 
Continental Congress, and wrote the 
resolution that introduced the Dec- 
laration of Independence. But they 
were both Caroline county boys, and 
descendants of, Philip, the founder of 
the family in America. 

Intermarried families were Hart, 
Taylor, James, Pollard, and Holmes. 
And a few of the references in New- 
berry Library, Chicago, which opened 
up the Pendleton line, were Seldens 
of Virginia, DuBellet’s Prominent 
Virginia Families, William and Mary 
Quarterly, Tyler’s Quarterly, King 
Queen County, and Caroline County 
histories, Hayden’s Virginia Genealo- 
gies, Page Family in Virginia, Me 
Kenzie’s Colonial Families of the 
United States, and Phillimore’s Nor- 
wich Marriages (London). 

William Dickinson was the father 
of Elizabeth’s two grandfather broth- 
ers, Dr. Samuel Coleman, and Fes- 
tus. He was undoubtedly a Revolu- 
tionary soldier, but, as is often the 
case, severa! men of the same name 
will pop. up in the records, and to 
identify them is almost impossible. 


Lucy Coleman was the mother of 
these brothers, and from her line 
much’ more interesting history. Her 
maternal grandfather was Capt. 
WILLIAM JOHNSTON direct from 
Scotland, born there in 1697. iis 
wife was Ann Chew—her line, Larkin, 
Joseph of Anne Arundel Co., Mavy- 
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and, and JOHN CHEW from Somer- 

setshire, Eng., to Virginia in 1620, 
and later, Maryland. This JOHN 
vas ancestor of the Chew family of 
Philadelphia, and most of you are 
amiliar with the “Chew Mansion” 
n Germantown, damaged by the Brit- 
ish Curing the Revolution. 

The Coleman and Chew lines were 
ulso possible to secure from such ref- 
rences in Newberry Library as 
Mea’s Old Families of Virginia, 
‘irg nia Magazine of History, and so 
forth. But now, enjoy just a few of 
he extracts from court and family 
reco’ ds secured from “the depths of 
ninlexed records, from _ counties 
yhoce records were lost in the wars, 
and n which the families are for the 
most part considered as ‘lost’ by many 
gene ilogists’”—as sent to Mrs. Mowry 
for !er Collins’ books by George Har- 
risor. Sanford King of Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia. Mr. King is Fellow 
of tie American Society of Genealo- 
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gists, and at present Registrar Gen- 
eral of the Order of First Families of 
Virginia. The quotations following 
are from his 50 pages of Mss., which 
we have woven together in these few 
paragraphs. 

Lucy Coleman’s line—Francis who 
married Hannah Johnston; Samuel 
who married Elizabeth Wyatt; Robert 
Jr. who married Mary Clayton; and 
ROBERT SR., from England to Essex 
Co., Virginia. 

Lucy’s family did queer things! As 
we have said, her sons’ children— 
cousins, were married. And_ her 
grandparents—well, let’s see if you 
can figure this out! Lucy’s father 
was Francis Coleman, son of Samuel; 
her mother was Hannah Johnston, 
daughter of Capt. William. Samuel 
Coleman married Elizabeth Wyatt, 
and after he died, Elizabeth married, 
as his 3rd wife, Capt. William Johns- 
ton, father of Hannah who had mar- 
ried Francis Coleman, son of this 
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same Elizabeth Wyatt, by Samuel 
Coleman!! This caused considerable 
confusion in the courts, when it came 
to property ownership and _ wills! 
Lucy’s parents then, were not only 
man and wife, but half brother and 
sister! 

One transaction however, turned 
out beautifully for the new bride and 
groom—particularly the groom, Capt. 
William Johnston. He had, since tak- 
ing up residence in Caroline County, 
“fallen into the Court House business, 
for he is mentioned immediately as 
having locks put on the prison door.” 
As mentioned, Capt. William married 
“Betty”, widow of Samuel Coleman. 
So, “on Jan. 11th, 1750, the Court 
ordered the dower lands of Capt. Wil- 
liam Johnston and Betty, his wife, 
late widow of Samuel Coleman, to be 
laid off and they accepted 100 acres 
‘with the plantation’ as their dower 
part of the Coleman estate, and 
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MONTHLY PAYMENT PLAN 
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around this, land was laid off for the 
several sons of Samuel Coleman. It 
is unquestionable that the 100 acres 
and the plantation was the manor 
house and the land immediately ad- 
joining the Court House, “for her hus- 
band (Capt. William) immediately 
took out the Ordinary License to keep 
tavern in their home at the Court 
House.” Didn’t Capt. William neatly 
slide into a nice and convenient home 
and business when he married Betty, 
Samuel Coleman’s widow? They were 
both young, each with a family of 
children—so they needed a “manor 
house.” 

“Larkin Chew, his son-in-law Capt. 
William Johnston, and his son-in-law 
who was also his step-son, Francis 
Coleman, all served in the House of 
Burgesses in Colonial Virginia, mak- 
ing three successive generations to 
render a service which ranks high in 
the list of eligibilities in the National 
Society, Colonial Dames of America.” 

“Robert Coleman was probably born 
in England, about 1656, and came to 
Virginia at the age 21, settling in that 
part of Rappahannock County which 
later became Essex County. His prop- 
erty lay near the Rappahannock 
River, and he seems to have been a 
very successful planter. In 1703 he 
was Justice of the Peace for Essex 
County, and again in 1708 and 1709. 
His will was admitted to probate in 
Essex County, and his children men- 
tioned were Thomas, Robert, Eliza- 
beth, Edward, Grissell, and Spilsbee. 

“A desecendant of Robert Jr., has 
a book marked ‘Robert Coleman’s 
Pocket Book’; therein are these rec- 
ords: ‘January ye 26th 1702. Then 
was Robert Coleman and Mary Clay- 
ton joined in the holy estate of matri- 
mony. April ye 27th 1704, then was 
Samuel Coleman born’, etc. This is 
a very early family record, and is to 
be greatly valued in the face of the 
scant information available on the 
early generations of the Coleman 
family in King and Queen Counties, 
Virginia.” 

In the Caroline County Records, 
there are several mentions of Samuel, 
son of Robert Jr., whose Betty mar- 
ried Capt. Johnston. Evidently the 
Capt. fell into his position, also. Some 
of these items: “Caroline Court Nov. 
12th, 1736: It is ordered that the 
standard weights and measures be 
kept by Samuel Coleman at the Court 
House and that he be impowered to 
trie all weights, measures by the 
Standards aforesaid and give certifi- 
cate.” Court Book No. 1, pg. 381. “It 
is ordered that Samuel Coleman have 
the Court House windows mended and 
the ceiling plastered and whitewashed

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and bring in his charge for the same” 
—etec. 

Court orders of those dates record 
the names of Samuel Coleman, Capt. 
Johnston, Edmund Pendleton, James 
Taylor, Edward Wiatt, Wiatt Cole- 
man—all names connected with this 
Collins family, but the Collins name 
does not figure till a much later date. 

Here are a few items from Francis 
Coleman’s inventory, as listed by Mr. 
King: 12 negro slaves; 17 beds and 
the furniture which normally went 
with them to furnish a colonial bed- 
room; much plantation stock; a Rid- 
ing Chair and harness, an item pos- 
sessed only by the elite; many hand- 
some pieces of furniture such as a 
desk, bookcase, 2 large gilt looking 
glasses, many dressing tables, “7 
framed maps”, 13 leather bottomed 
chairs, spinning wheel, and a great 
quantity of glass, china, and silver. 

“There arose in the High Court of 
Chancery some twenty years after 
the death of Captain William Johns- 
ton (1697-1769) a suit brought by 
James Miller in his own right and as 
assignee of several Scotch merchants, 
formerly residents of Caroline Coun- 
ty, a very interesting suit in chancery 
against ‘William Johnston, Francis 
Coleman and Benjamin Johnston all 
deceased”, etc. etc.!! Col. Anthony 
Thornton who was drawn into this 
suit—acknowledged a long deposition 
—in which he points out he can not 
understand why Miller allowed the 
bonds (supposedly now due him) to 
rest for so many years. (So say all 
of us.) In 1810—more than 20 years 
after he started suit—the suit was 
discontinued.” 

Mr. King, in these pages of records, 
has copied many, many more items 
from wills, deeds, and other family 
keepsakes, which add to the interest 
of the COLLINS BOOKS, and also 
prove the relationship of the various 
families, and the generations, and 
localities, 

In this current article, we are not, 
as usual, mentioning other families 
of the same name, but keeping to this 
one Collins family, with its allied 
branches. But, no doubt many who 
read will find familiar ground, and 
we hope, some new facts to add to 
their own notebooks. 


The Collins Coat-of-Arms 


This “Interpretation” is an exact 
copy of the one we wrote and placed 
in the Collins Books for Mrs. Mowry. 

He beareth for Arms: Vert a grif- 
fin segreant or, beaked, legged and 
ducally gorged argent. Crest—A 
demi-griffin beaked, legged and duc- 
ally gorged argent. Mottoes: Pavente 
Deo et sedulitate; Sermoni consona 
facta. 

The above description of the Collins: 
Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Burke’s General Armory for the fam- 
ily seated in Co. Kent (the county 
from which our John came), and 
granted May 12th, 1570. It is con- 
firmed in Fairbairn’s Book of Crests. 
The Coat-of-Arms of which this is 
the description and interpretation has 
been in our family many generations. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 


terms: 
which is charged a gold (or) griffin 
in position as a rampant lion, with 


(argent) and wears as a ccllar 
(gorged) a silver ducal coronte. The 
crest is a demi-griffin, otherwise as 
the one in the shield. 

When the English were exploring 
India they were warned by the na. 
tives not to try to get gold and »re. 
cious stones and ores from tueir 
mountains, as a huge beast guarded 
them—he was eight times the size of 
a lion, with the head of a wolf, the 
beak, talons and wings of an eagle, 
and the body of a lion. The story was 
taken back to England, and the gr '‘ffin 
was carved on their banks, as the 
guardian of the treasures, and grazited 
on the Arms of those who were ex- 
pert in finance, and aided in the care 
of the country’s economics. Pari of 
a symbol has the same significance as 
the whole; therefore the demi-griffin 
in the crest has the same meaning as 
the griffin on the shield. 

The ducal coronet is understooc to 
be the crown worn by one in the em- 
ploy of the duke in the royal court, 
not by the duke himself. The duke’s 
crown would show five strawberry 
leaves, this one three. 


Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the origi- 
nal bearer, and are granted only if 
he be worthy. Green signifies sturdi- 
ness and strength; silver, sincerity and 
peace; gold, generosity and elevation 
of mind. 


Mottoes are sometimes granted, 
sometimes taken because desired, and 
may sometimes belong to a friend, 
They may be used or omitted at will. 
The description of this Arms by 
Burke does not record either of these 
mottoes, but they both belong to Col- 
lins families. The first one is re- 
corded for a family with a very simi- 
lar shield and crest, no location given: 
The second one used by a Devonshire 
family which had sprung from an an- 
cient Kentish family having the same 
shield, but a camel’s head for a crest. 
They are both Latin mottoes, the first 
one, “Pavente Deo et sedulitate’”’ is 
translated: “By favor of God and 
assiduity” (close application); and 
the second, “Sermoni consona facta”: 
“Actions in harmony with our words”. 

The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet for pro- 
tection, is always the main color of 
the shield, lined with the main metal. 
This mantling is green lined with 
gold. Oblique lines stand for green; 
dots, gold; plain surface, silver.

pANSY—There are three entirely 
different arrangements, one of 
which has four blossoms and one 
bud ‘with gray-green foliage framed 
by a wide inner border of a broad 
gray-blue band overlaid with a 
bend of gray-tan which forms 
fancy corners. No printing other 
than name on this card. 


POINSETTIA — Has two definitely 
different arrangements. One has 
four flowers and in right corner at 
edge of leaf “@ 1920 A. D. N. Y.”. 
There are various shadings in this 
arrangement. Red, pink, light and 
dark green lines form narrow inner 
border. Another arrangement has 
three flowers closely clustered. A 
wide fancy inner border of dark 
and medium tan, and pale green 
outer, frames these dark Poinsettias 
and leaves. Yellow background, 
blurred white printing in top line 
of inner border. 

POPPY—There are three definitely 
different cards, one has a design 
that could almost be described as 
peacock feather tips in the corners. 
The inner border has a dark rosy- 
tan, gray-orchard and dark green 
bands, the  gray-orchid forming 
fancy lines. There seems to be 
printing in lower right corner on 
the gray orchid band but it is too 
faint to be certain. The printing 
on the other cards seem to be over- 
printed with the gold lines. By 
studying those you may have, the 
date may be discernible on some 
of them. The other two have three 
pink and red full blown poppies, 
two partially opened buds with 
foliage which form the center of 
design. One has a very pink back- 
ground with narrow green lines 
forming fancy corners on ‘wide 
band of deep pink, pink outer. The 
other has a pale almost cream 
background with lavender’ band 
decorated with narrow creamy 
line forming fancy corners and 
cream outer. 

ROSE—Offers two definite designs, 
though neither seem to be taken 
from the earlier wide cards. One 
has two roses — a large rosy-red 
rose and a tea rose framed in an 
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oval with a frame of grayish-blue. 
“Copyright 1910 by A. Dougherty” 
on this background above inner 
border of dark slate green. Pink 
in square of square corners. Dark 
tan outer borders. The other has 
three deep roses and one bud on 
three stems, on a light green back- 
ground. This is framed with dark 
tan and bright maroon strip which 
forms fancy corners. Pale green 
outer border. Diagonally across 
the border in lower right corner 
“@ 1918 by A. Dougherty” in white 
printing. 

ROSES—Has name in three different 
sizes, different shadings, though 
same floral and former ar- 
rangement—four roses and _ two 
light buds. One has a_ bluish 
background and one has a purplish 
background. No _ printing other 
than name on these. 


PINK ROSES—Four very small 
roses on a purplish red background, 
with very dark and light purple 
lines, bordered by tiny gold dia- 
monds form an oval frame for 
them on a frame of light and dark 
purple grains. Name on this frame 
below oval.

SUNFLOWER — Six flowers fill 
space within frame formed by in- 
ner border of irregular blue line 
between fine orange-flame lines 
with a narrow green line around 
this bordered by tan-beige outer. 
Below largest flower on left side 
is “@ A.D.” in dark brown. 

SWEET PEAS — Many Sweet Pea 
blooms spreading from side and 
lower left corner a pale green 
background. Fancy wide inner 
border of medium blue stripe laced 
through light brown and_ gray- 
brown band with inside stripe of 
dark green in which “@ 1914 by 
A. Dougherty” was printed in 
white at lower right corner. Cream- 
beige outer. 


THISTLE — Offers two different 
cards—a single blossom fills the 
oblong irregular oval. One has a 
deep lavender blossom with back- 
ground mottled as though of 
grasses. A bright light blue line 
forms fancy corners, with a nar- 
row deep bright blue bordering de- 
sign between this and flower name 
“Copyright 1910 by A. Dougherty”. 
Light blue outer border. The other 
has clear solid light green back- 
ground. One has a lighter flower 
with a thick blurred name. The 
other a deeper color flower and a 
clear name. Printing has_ been 
nearly covered by gold line. 


TIGER LILY—Not too familiar to 
most collectors. This has three 
full flowers and two buds on light 
blue background, with fancy inner 
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border of pale gray, olive green 
and deep pink. This has no print- 
ing other than name. 


TULIP—One arrangement on four 
cards with different color combi- 
nations. One with a medium beige- 
gray background and corners, dark 
cream outer, fine black, wide medi- 
um dark green between gold lines 
forms inner border. “Copyright 
1910 by A. Dougherty” below name, 
on fine black line. The second has 
“@ A.D.” in black on the leaves 
near the lower right corner. The 
outer border is light beige. The 
inner border consists of dark olive 
green and wider light olive green 
which forms an arc in the corners 
filled with orange. The background 
is a mottled rosy-brown. The third 
has dark and medium_ green 
forming an inner border’ and 
corners filled with orange. Cream 
outer border. Mottled background 
is more brownish. The fourth (4th) 
has a solid pink background and 
corners. Same pink in a fine 
stripe with light brown forming 
corners and inner borders.

WINDFLOWER — One arrangement 
and two different color combina- 
tions. One has a fancy inner bor- 
der of pale purple (this shade is 
too deep to call a dark lavender) 
with a medium green forming ir- 
regular lines, with fancy rounds 
in corners framing light pink 
swastikas. This card has what ap- 
pears “@ 1916 A.D.” in thick 
black letters with flower name 
overprinted in gold letters. The 
second has deeper colors in 
flowers, medium. blue with bright 
green and bright deep pink swasti- 
kas in corners and no _ printing 
other than name. 


There may be other flowers that 
belong to this classification, and 
definitely many variations in color 
combinations and shadings, but this 
will be a good start for those who 
are interested but have no knowledge 
of what to seek or what belonged in 
this series. 


There are several attractive cards 
in the Narrow Name Series, issued 
by A. Dougherty between 1915 and 
1921. All seem to have well balanced 
designs and coloring. “Dancers” and 
“Proposal”, are good examples. It 
is rare for a wide pictorial issued 
by him to be marked with the 
familiar copyright. 


A. Dougherty Company made an 
outstanding contribution to the Play- 
ing Card History and not least of 
these are the attractive “OLD 
FLOWERS” which will continue to 
live for many generations to come.
